to the iRBt 7ear of the reign of Hohammad Sbab (a.d. 
1747) Abmad Sbab,* the kiog of Uie Abdalleea invaded 
[Uibor^ which province he claimed iaberitance from 
l^adir 8hah;t Mohammad Shah sent a large army against 
him* nodcff Cbe command of bi^ son Ahmed Sbab 
attended by the vaeit Cummerno’doen Kban, and bis eon. 
Uohiffi ool hfoolk. The Abdallee was vorated, and 
obliged to Hr to bis own oonntry. Cammer-o’deea 
being slain in this war, bis son, Uobim ool Koolh was 
left Snbahdar of the piovioeo of Lahore, and the prince 
retaraed to Shahjehanabad. On his arriTsl at Paneepnt,§ 
be received the news of his facer’s death, and iDme> 
diafcely cnnsed himself to be proelaimed king. He

boxey of tbo empire The oewkiog beiDg arrived at 
Uie city, gare hioself np to his pleasures, leariog the 
affairs of state to his vazic, who taled with absolute 
authority. The nobles, jealous of bU power, and dis* 
pleased with his administrstioo, formed a ooaspirooy 
agaifist him, aad resolved to raise Intezdm o’ Dowla* 
to tbe marnt The king, who had great oaiiso to be 
offended at the oouduot of lus minister towards him* 
joined in tbe design. Tho vazir discoveriag the storm 
which w&s brewing against bim, determined to ev&do it 
by deposing tbe king. He accordingly surronoded tbe 
palace suddonly with aa ermed force; but aot being 
able Immediately to effect his attempt, Q'azlooddeeo Kbaa,. 
who was tbe leady of the opposition, and bad already 
levied a considsrable force, bad time to come to the 
kiog’s resoae. A war eosusd. in which, after various 
sDocesa. tbe vazir was at length worsted, and retired 
into tho country of tbe Jaats. wbo were bis friends. 
Inteaao o* Dowla was now created vazir fa the room of 
Monstlr Alee Ehan, aud dieadiog, perhaps, the growing 
IndDeoce of Goziooddeen Hhan, persuaded the king to 
accept of tbe mediatioD of the Jauts in favour of 
bfunshr AUee Khan, who sued for pardon. This was 
accordingly granted him, and a kbiUut. or dress of 
honour. wiUi a rookka.t or letter under the privy ssal, 
pardoning his past offences, and coniirming bim in hie

Kh&o reseatiaff that tbs king ahoold taJrs such & step 
without his coacurieoce or knowledge, Aud at a time 
whsQ he vae aear reap lug the fruits of his suocsseos. 
exasperated at the tbsIt foe his iDgratitude, and with 
the Jauts for having iuterfersd, resolved upon revsoge. 
Leavlag the pureait of Muusdr Alles Khan, be i evaded 
the coQUtrf of the Jants, and subdued them entirely, 
exceptiag only a stxoug fortrsBS which they possessed 
in the borders of the couutry acliaoeut to Akbarabad. 
As he had uo’artlUeiy with him, and the place could 
sot be taken without it, unless by famine, Abdol Mojeed 
Xhnu, one of bis odiceia, was dispatched to Sbahiebau- 
abad to request that the royal arHUery might be seat 
him; but the vanlr refused to part with it, and shut 
up all the bullocks and elephants within the valU of 
the palace to proveut their being seised by foioe, which 
WAS actually intended- locensed ns Gantooddeso Kbau 
was at this affront, he was not yet in a sufficient 
capacity to resent it^lUlhar Row, a kforhatln chie^ 
being at that time in the country of the Bajpoets, 
where he had been employed in reduoing Rajah 

Joyaing, Qaniooddeen Rban invited him to his assieUuce; 
which the Kurbatta instantly complied with, beiug 
(besides the auvantagce which must naturally acoruo to 
the MorbatU power from these divisions) strongly urged 
to take the part of Oeziooddeen Kbao. from tbe hatred 
which he bore to tho Jniits, who bad slain bis soc, 
He accordingly joined Gaeiooddeen Xbau with hie 
forces; and a solemn treaty was mode between them, 
Malhav Row swearing to regard Gnzfooddeen Rhau as 
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bis v>n, sod tbo Uttor to look upon tho Mathatta as 
bis fatbor. Bver^tbiui? baiog coQcsrtad betweon thsiD, 
ihtff began their laarah towards the capital aod were 
oiet in the way by the king and razir, who gave them 
battle, and were defeated. The oooqnetora proceeded 
to the city, whither tiie klog and the va^ir had retired 
and had ebnt UiemBdleos within the walls of the palBOO 
with a few followers, their last, bat poor, roeoutce. I'he 
ohi^ ofileers of the city, whom G&ztooddeen Ehen’s 
food fortnae had made bis 'friends, readily obeyed an 
order froo bim to eartonad the palaoe till his anival, 
when he oommaoded the wretobediiclng to be deprived of 
bis eight and imprisoned, together with his minister. 
A prince of the samo of AeeesooddeeQ, being the nest 
in descent of the race of Tirnnr. was takon out of tbe 
palace, and proolaimed king by the title of Alumgeer 
tbe Secoodi Gaziooddeen Eban assuoiog the viaaruh 
This happened abont tbe month of November 1756. 

Tbe new vazir beiog thoroughly established in bis 
authority, lHalhar Bow returned to his own country, 
leaving Junkoojes. one of hie generals, and a considerable 
part of his army, to prevent fresh iasnrreotioDs. and to 
collect the revenues assigned as a reeorupeose for his 
Ute services. 

Tbe king, who was raised to the tbrona only as an 
instrument of Gaetooddeen Khan’s ambition, was kept 
by bim in a state of the most slavish dependence, b^ng 
sorrounded by the vazir’s oreatoree, and not allowed to 
etir oot without bis leave. In order to extricate liimself 
from snob a confinement, be privately wrote to tbe 
Al>ddLee, desiriug him to come to bis assistance. Invita> 
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UkOM were sent him at the same time Miuaiir AUee 
Ehao, tbe Jants, and Che Bohiiiae. The Abdalles readil7 
embraced on oocaeloo timt ptcmised him stioh evident 
advantages. An accident happened at the aaiue time that 
greatly farouved the enterprise. Mohlm ool UooUr, the 
sabahdoi ot liihore> received a fall from hU horee in 
hanCiag, which pnt an end Co his life. Hie hegnm^ a 
lady of great spirit, hod interest enongh amongst (he 
ohiots of the province to proouro their oomination oC 
her to the aubahdmce in tbe pises of her deceased 
husband. 

Tbe affAlrs of the empire wera in tiiis state, wben 
the Abdailee invaded it The ftCarbattas were masters 
of tbe greatest part of Hindoetacn ; a nominal ting 
sat on tbe throne ; the admin ifitration was usurped by 
a man who derived bis inilnenoe and establishment 
entirely from a foreign power ; the chiefs of tbe empire 
bad already declared thoic reeolntioa of joining the 
invader; and lAliore, tbe key of Hindostaun, was 
governed by a woman. 

The Abdalleo having roarohed as far as Lahore, 
summoned the princes to sorrender; and opon her Te> 
fusal, besieged the place* ~After a very gallant defence 
he at length became master of the city and of tbe 
prisosss’s person, whom he treated with great respect, 
bestowed the bighsst eacemimus on bar valour and 
conduct, as well as on the virtoes of her late husband ; 
and adopting her formally as bU daughter, confirmed 
her in tbe subabdaree He left, however, a salb with 
a small force at the city, end proceeded towards Bbah* 
jehanabad. Tbe vaslr, onable to oope with sneb an 
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ftdTersary, vent oxit with the hiog and all tbe nobles 
and met tbe Abdalleo at Fanodpntt, from whoned he 
was coadiioted in great state to Sbatifebanabad. 

As soon as he bad eotered tbe oit^, letters were 
dispatched to all tbo states of the empire ; and the 
Fftbeels residing at tbe oonrt were all aammoned to 
pa? obedience to the King of KingSi oad to delirev a 
tribute suitable to the Income of each sorocal proTince. 
AU obeyed tbe summons oxoepting the Jauta, against 
whom be reaoWed to turn bis arms. Before' he lett tbo 
city« he removed Qaelooddeen Kban from tbe Tizarnt: 
and leaving the king the obolce of bla own ministorsi 
tt^at prince noastihzted bis eldest bod, Alloe Gowber, 
zuiib of tbe empire, a post eqoalio power to the vlzarut, 
but difEering in tbe name, in respect to the qoality 
of the possessor. 

Leaving a garrison for the defenoe of the city, and 
officers to collect the rsveDues, tbe Abdallse marcbed 
cut against tbe Jauts, who were well prepare for his 
reception. In two engagements (probably not general) 
tbe Jauts bad the better. Ga^sioodeen Kban, who 
^tended tbe ‘ camp under a guard of NasBaokobeee, 
topresented to tiie Abdollee, that if be would entrust 
him with tbe command of bis army, be wonld answer 
with his life for tbe success. It is not related what 
arguments were used to persuade tbe Abdallee to 
accept of a proposal seemiogly so oblmsrlcal and 
dangerons. It is said be consented; and Oazioodneen 
Khan leading tbe army, attacked tbe Jants with success 
equal to bis promises. It is certain that they were 
ecUrely defeated, and obliged to shut themselves up 
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frltbia the walls of tliair iortrss, and to ane for peace; 
wbicl, upon their submissiog* and the paymant of a 
Jarge som of money, was granted. Abdallee pleased 
with the bravery aod cosdact of Guiooddeen Khan, 
resolved b reward his servioea by restoring biu to the 
vHQiQt, and wrote to the hing lua mtention, reqairing 
him to comply with it The king an willing to dieplaoe 
his own son for the sake of a man whom he hated and 
feared, leooastratail against such a proceediog. To 
remonstrate was all be con Id do. but his hnugbty patron, 
diadaioing an appearance of opposition to bis will, 
immediatelf sent bid Faesackebees to seize and bring 
before hicn the fonr sons of the king, and seizing ^e 
ouUundaQQ* from AUee-(?owher, gave it to Gazlooddeon 
IChan. Tbs priDcee remained with him in the hands 
of the Kasanckobees. Abont this time news arrived, 
that U)e king of Balkb bad in/aded the territories of 
the Abdallee. This obliged hioi to retnra home. 
Leaving therefore Kajeeb KLan, toe Eohillo, who by 
bis recommendation bad been appointed biizey of the 
Empire, with the charge ol colleotlng bis revenues, be 
departed with hie army, and an iiumeuse treasure, the 
ffiiite of bis great soocesses, He had no aoouor passed 
the frontier of Hindustaun, than Glasiooddeen £ban, 
wbc sow bacame as absolute as before, of bis own 
antbority dissolved the office of ooUeotor, which the 
Abdallee had conferred on Hajeeb Kban, and deprived 
bim likewise of the buxey-geree. which post he cos* 
fened on Ahmad Ebon of the Bnngeeh race, Kajeeb

The tbrds ^oaogast soas of AallamgBer, wbo vrsre' 
oslargod upon the Abdallee's deportnre, rotnroed to> 
the royal palace; bat Alk« Qowlta'^ not cbooaiog to 
put himself in the power oi bis professed enemy, Hed 
to Jsdger, hie iagheer, and raised forces to defend 
himself against any attempt apoo bia person. Tlie 
vasir entreated him, with professfone of the greatest 
aitaohmeat, to refcnra ; and the king was ooinpelldd to 
set bis hand to the same inTita^on ; but without effect 
At length Ibe Tasir solemuly swearing upon the Koran, 
to attempt nothing against bis life and person, be 8ub> 
mitted and came back to the ci^< A bouse without 
the walls of the pal&oe was allotted him for h!$ present 
residence; aud the va 2 ir freg^uently solicited him to go 
and dwell is the palace with bis father and tbe rest 
of the royal family. But Uie prince, knowing that tbe 
vasir sought only to get him into his power, eraded 
the anaie by rarioos pretences. Ibis artifice failing, 
thelrasir bad recourse to Tiolenoe, and one moroiog by 
day break tbe prince suddenly found bimself aurround* 
ed by an umed force. 'With the few attendants aad 
guards which were about his person he stood upon his 
r defence, and repulsed tbe first attacks ; after which the 
assailants surrounded the palace, waiting either fresh 
orders, or succour from the vasir. Tbe prince seeing 
no hopes but in light, found means to gain over 
Mebdee Coolee Khan, wbo guarded one of the arenuee 
to bis palace; and, figh ^ag hia way throngb tbe other 
* The present Sznperor. 
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gourds, mode his escape out of tbe citr. Eet&l Bow, ^ 
EarbatU general, lay occamped on tbo opposite bank 
of tbe river Jaronn. To bim tbe prmoe £5ed for proteO' 
tioc, and wne klndlf received. Eetal Bow ewearing by 
the water of tiie <>aj3gd9 oot to betray him, or deliver 
him up to the vazir. 

The Marbatta oostiDaed faithful to hla eogajremeata t 
uod, Dotwitltstaodloag the repeated eolicitatioos o^ the* 
vazir. kept the prlaoo iu his camp tive or eix montlie. 

At leagtb, fenriog either a rupture with the vmsir, 
or that he might attempt to surprise tbe princo whilst 
ho remained ao near, be persuaded bim to retuiu to 
Jodger. Tbe priuce saw the uecoasity of taking such & 
step, and oonsented. He was accordingly oooducted 
by a strong eeooit from the UarhatU to that country. 
Here he contiuusd a few months ; but not j edging 
himself safe in each a situation, he accepted of an invite* 
tiou from Naieeb IChan, and repaired to bim at Sshau* 
TUQpore. Hajeeb Shnn allotted biro a monthly income 
of 50,000 rupees for his expeoeee ; and treated him 
with oU the respect which bis birth, and the Bimilarity of 
their fortunes, naturally demaoded from him. He had 
not forgotten the infury which he suffered from (Jasi- 
ooddeeo Hben : and tbougt he bad now a favcnrable 
opportunity to resent it Eo accordingly sent letters to 
Bayed OoUa Ebau, Hoiiz Eabmut Shan. Doondes Cbas, 
and the other Rohilla ohlefs. to Bajah Soorajmul, the 
chief of the Janta, and Shufsa o Dowla; invitiag them 
to join him in redreseiug tbe cause of'the iojared prince; 
and freeing the king from tbe tyranny of tbe vezir; but 
tbe dread of tbe Horbattas oblige tbem to decUne su* 
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Td wards tbs coaolosioa of tho year 1758, tbe prises 
crossed the Carramnasaa.* nnd enterod the ptovisce of 
Babar ; where be was soos Joiood by a Dumber of ual- 
ccateDts, Asd fbe disbanded Seapoys of Jaffer Allee 
Ehan. The success of bis first attempt is too woll known 
to seed a particular relation. Repulsed m his attacks 
upon the city o! Patua. and not dnriug to stand the 
approach of Colonel QUts. whose name, aud the rapidity 
with wbioli he marched to meet the prince, already 
seemed to denounce Lis cortain defeat, he retired with 
precipitation back to the province of Allahabad; whither 
it was deemed, in tbe theQ-nosettled situation of the. 
Kabob’s aUairs, imprudent to follow him, as a rapture in 
that case must unavoidably have ensued with Sbujaa 
0 Dowla. After this disappointment, be made a proposal 
of throwing himself upon the prctcoiion of ^e English; 
which was rejected. He therefore remained at Mukk- 
nnpoor, on the borders of the protioce of Allahabad, 
forsaken by most of his followers, and waiting, without 
any deterroiuod plan, for wbat a belter fortune ehonld 
throw in his way, 

Whilst tbe prince was pursuing bis projects in 
Bengal, a slorn broke out which threatened to over¬ 
whelm bis aocieot friend and protector, Ksjeeb Khan, 
against whom tbe vsnir sent Junkoojee, the blorbatta 
general, with a large force. At the same time, Dettsjee 
Toppnl, no other Marbatta chief, was detached against 
Lahore, which he reduced, aud drove tbe Abdallee’a 
Nsib out of tbe country.—Najeeb Khan, finding bimself

an aoeroy. called his old allies, Shnjaao Dorla and the 
Eobilla chiefs, to his aesistaoca; and, nt the same time, 
VoUoitad the Abdallee to ntaro; who waaltkewieo fp* 
titad bf the other leaders of the same partT*. 

Before his allias eonld join him, tbs Mirhattas bad 
entered his oonntr^. He mst them, aod (Raised soma 
incoDsiderable adroDtagas over tbam, suSoient how- 
erer to gain time till ho was strength sued by the juao* 
tion of his friends, who were already on their marob 
towards him. ^uokoojae, foiling lest bis enomies ehoisJd 
be too powerful for him^ and hearing of the arriral of 
Abdallee at Lahore, seat adrice to the rasir of his 
situation, and desired him to come to his assistance. The 
Tasir replied, that tie was oneble to obey the sammons, 
haring no forces with Mm anffioieot to be of any aorrioe, 
nor money to lery ctber. Jankoojee immediately sent 
him nre lacks, with which the vazir now assembled 
his people tegether, and prepared to take the field, 

Fearing to learo the king behind him at the city 
and snepeotlng that be had leagued with bis enemies, 
and intended to restore Intesam o Dowla in bis absence, 
he desired the king to accompany him on the expedition 
which he ref need; and the vazir in conseqnence 
resolred to rid himself at once of his fears by putting 
him to death, This bloody resolntiou being taken, be 
affeoted to be satisfied with tbe king’s excuses, march¬ 
ed out of the city aud encamped a few oosee beyond 
dt; where he waited tbd exeenfion of bis plot, which 
wai effected in tbe following rnauner : 

BaBabass fiow, an emissary of the Tssir.wentto the 
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king, aad iciorraed him tbat a fakoer of groat [saactitf 
bad taken up his qaartora at the tower of Faroe Sbali; 
a&d partly ' by persuasion nod partly by force, caitied 
the delndod kiog to see bim, nod in the way caused 
biro to be mnrdered. The flair b&flog thus acoom- 
plished hie execrable design, ordered the palace to bo 
plaoderedi and the sons and relatioae of the deaensed 
monarch to be stripped of ell their jewels, which were 
cos farted into money for his urgent naoeesities. Mobdeo 
OoUee Khan and Kbaja Buseent were left with the 
charge of the kails, or fort. The former, hf the directions 
of bis mnster, took a grandeon of OambukBh,tbe yonogest 
eon of Aarengeeob. out of the palace, and proclaimed 
bim king, by the name of Shahjehan the Second. 

The fimir now proceeded towards Juukoojee, and 
joined him about the same time that ITajeeb JChan’s 
Bob ilia allies were airifed to bis. assistance ; and Xajeeb 
KIuq reached the borders of l^ajeeb Shan's country, 
where he mat wi^ a detachment of Marhattns tbat had 
been sent round to cut off the supplies of profisions 
coming to the Eohilla comp, and put them to the rout. 
After tiiis. he proposed on aooommodation between 
the contending parties; and a negotiation ensned, 
which be contrived to protract till the Abdallse were 
adfanced ns near as Faneeputt, when the razir was 
obliged to march back with preoipitatioo to prefent 
their seising the city ; and Shnjaa o BowU, who thought 
his pzesecce no longer necessary, returned to his 
province The vazir caused* a strong ontrenohment to 
be Uirowo across tl^e road leading from Faneeputt 
to Sliabjchnnabad, and encamped behind it, waiting the

itppEouh of tho eaemy. In the meanUffle Dettajeo 
ToppuJ, whocQ the Abdalloe had lately drivea from 
Lftbcre, was detached with part of tba aruy to obstnioC 
the enemy^e much, and fell in with the Tan, commanded 
by Jeban Shan, by whom he was attacksd. and his 
army Ton ted, himself bein? slain^n tbeiifht Jehao IChan 
continnod Ule march, whilst the Abdollee, quittiog; the 
direct road by the ad^oe of Kajeeb Eban, torned off to 
t!io loft, in order to fsTonr the junoUon of the KahiUtt, 
who were hastening to him thiongb the defileS'Of> 
Coonjpoors. Tben passing by the Ta74r. be saddeoly 
arrived at the capital, of which he took possessioo 
withoot oppositioD. 

The VBsir, inUmidated by this unexpected stroke* 
durst not stand tbe enemy, but fled to Akbarebad. Tbe 
Abdallee, leaving Yacoob Alice Khan to command in the 
city, and to put a atop to tbe disorders committed 
there by his people, pnrsned tbe vasir and oat to 
pieces many of tlie Marbattas and Mogul troops in titeir 
flight—^om Akborabad tbe Tasir tied to the Jaula, with 
whom hs bad made peace a little before the entranco 
of the AbdaHee. The conquering army oontinned the 
pnrsult to tiiat city and, taking possession of it, baited 
.tiiere. The vasir ana Jnnkoolee sent* advices of the nn* 
happy turn of their aHhire to HalharRow, and entreated 
him to come to their relief; he instantly obeyed tbe 5iiin> 
moDS, and marched to them. During this time Abdallee 
having recruited bis people, left Ahbarabad, and 
advanced towards tbs enemy, who declined coming to* 
action, end shut themselves witbin a strong fortress 
belonging to the Jants. 
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Kntwitbstaodlng: tdio expected ucioo of Mai her Row, 
tbc vszir saw that he ehould stiU be io little cepocity of 
witbstaadia? the power of the Abdallee. He. therefore, 
sent a vakeel to the RobiUaa to deeiro th^r mediation 
with the AhdaUee for obbioioe a peace ; and, if they 
approved of the motion, that Hails Rahmot KImu nilffht 
•come end settle the cooditions. The Kohlllia oonRontod, 
and sent Eafia Kahmnt Rlmn to the voalr. The demauda 
of the Abdallee were Umltod to two krore* of rnpeea 
wbloh the vaslr consented to pay, offorlaK to (rivo thirty 
looks npou the spot, and assignments on the eountry for 
the reiunlnder. M this intorval Malhor Row anivod and 
aoDUlIed the treaty. Beth armiee therefore prepared 
to renew the war, Tho vesir oontlnnod In the forlreea, 
end the Marhattai marohod ont to meet the Abdallee.— 
Malbnr Row com mended the van of the former, Jehan 
Khan led on tbo latter, They mot; tho Marfinttna were 
defeated, and ilod to Jeypore, a country of Rajpoote, 
ffovorned by Raja Jeyslng; the veefr followed, 

Tho season boing far advanced, and the Abdalleee, 
nsed to a more northei^a ollmate, being onable to sue tain 
the eevere beats whloh now came oo, the army return^ 
od to Apnoopehehr. a place on tho borders of Kejeeb 
Kban's territories; and not far distant from the capita, 
where Qasrtere were provided for tbem by Nsjeeb Kbao, 
on tbe norUi-east side of the Jumna. On their way, they 
besieged the fort of Sabltgsrb. and took it 

From Anaoopihebr the Ab<lallee sent his Nassnok* 
cheea with letters to Allee Oowber and Sbujia o Dowls, 
offering tbe ibroce to the former, and tbe viurai to 
* Two mUlion eterling. 
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•ihi latter. They arrived firat with Shcjaa o DowU, tcLo 
• dismissed tben with ietteis of bis own to the prince, 
pressiog him to ssize the oecasioOv and retain to 
'Hiodoetana. 

This prince bad, notwithstanding his defeat last year, 
thongbt himseU in a capacity thus foresaw his attempts 
' 'Upon the province of Baber; end being invited by Camgsr 
Khao, the Zemindar of llfey, who bad lately escnped 
from imprisonment, and other malcootonts. advanced as 
'far as Sasseram, when be heard of hia father’s tragical 
end. He immediatoly caused a throne to be made, and 
assumed the imperial dignity, taking npon bim tbe name 
of Shab'Aolnm. He wrote to ail the potentates of the 
'empire, requiring them to acknowledge bla title ; and sent 
A khillnt for the nzant to Sbujaa o Bowls. That Kabob 
accepted of tbe hon outs conferred upon bim, straok coins 
in the name of Shob'Aulum, and wrote Co tbe Abdallee 
and toe Bohiilas in behalf of tbe new king. 

Soon after the Hassnekeheee arrived at the prince’s 
camp with tbe letters from the Abdallee and Sbajaa o 
Dowla. Ha returned a suifabJe answer to the former: 
and to tbe latter be replied, Chat after tbe reduetion of 
Babar and Bengal, he would return to take poseeeaioD of 
tbe tbrooe ; but that be would never depart till be bad 
wiped oE! tbe disgrace which bis honour bad soffeied 
(in those provinces. 

8hu)aa o Bowla. who waited only to learn the prince’s 
resolutions, as soon as be bad received bis answer, left 
him to prosecute his designs on Bengal, and set out with 
bla forces for tbe campol the Abdallee, who bad sent him 
repeated sninmoos to attend him. As soon as he was t 

L2 
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a ear Ansoopshebr^ the AbdaUea soot forvard bis 0170 
vasir to raeet liim, and briag him in state to the oszap ; 
where he was recoiTed as the razir of the new king, 
aad presented in persoD with a khiUot for that 
porpose. 

Malhar Bow, after bla defeat, hod written tu Balla- 
^ee. reptesentiDg the seAeseity of his oomifiK hims^f in 
person, or sea ding: a Jarge ojxnj to retrieve the Mar* 
hatta power in Sodostnno. Ballajse was then at war 
wit]) Saiahnt Jncg, the enbabdor of Bcoono, whom he 
bad reduced to great distress. But upon the news of 
Maihsr’s iil-suocess, he acoepted of a composition from 
Salabut Jnng, who ceded to him a considorable pQa:t of 
the proTbce of Aurangebad ; and a peace was coo eluded 
betweeo tbejs. 

Bsilsjee heiog 00 w at liberty to parsiio the Mar 
with greater vigour in Hiudostanu, ralstid a vast army 
of 100,000 msD, and sent it under the commaod of bis 
owo son. Blsswass Row. His jllBgitiroate brott^er, ShaiU' 
sheer Babader, Sedasbew Bow, Ibraheem Kbau Gardee. 
Autajee Haukeser, Appajee, Jeyajee, aud Eogojee, were 
the principal meii that attended Bisswosa Bow. fhey 
proceeded directly ,to the country of ti)e Jauts, and 
were met by the vazir, Halhar, end tbe Jaute, on tbe 
banks of the river Beea. The river Jumna, wbioli fay 
between tbe two annies, being swelled £0 a great height 
by the rains they were obliged on each side to 
remaiu inaQlive. 

During this interval Qieswass Bow proposed to the 
Abdallee a peace upon the same couditioos which were 
formerly made with Hadir 8h&b. Tbe Abdallee refeoted

these Gders vjth disdain, and od his part ddiDaoded that 
the Marbattas, wbom be reproaobfolly styled tiie Zemin* 
ders of Decoap» sbonld retara to their owo territories^ 
Qor adraoce beyond the rirer Nerbnddsi vhioh was to be 
the boundary of their jorisdiotioo : that bis own power 
sboold extend as fer as Foseeputb and Ceraal : and 
that tbe roTeoues of the empire sbooid be collected by 
the officers o( I be crown, who should duly pay the 
Mnrhattas th^r ohont ] in tbe coUeotion oi which the 
ilfarhattas sbould have no con cam. its neither side 
would recode from their own conditfoDS, the segotsa* 
tions had no other effect tbau to take up tbe time which 
they oould not make use of to a better advantage. 

The oity of Shabjebanabad was still in the hands oi 
Tacoob AUee Sbsn, the gotersor left in at by tbe Ah- 
dalJee with only 2,000 men, of which about 600 were 
Abdallces. Bisswass Row no sooner Icamt the weak 
state of tbo garrison, than lie besieged tiae city, of wbicb 
he soon beoaxne master, and dismissed Tacoob 
Kban. witUont ooy other iniuTy than stripping bin and 
his people of their ofFects. He was no sooner master 
of the city, than ho dispossessed all tbe officers appointed 
by the vazir, and treated blm with so much neglect, 
that be left the army in disgust, and encamped with a 
few followers at CaTiaa*palireo, about two coses from tbe 
Marbatta camp. 

It is probable that at tbls time they had entered in* 
to private eogagemeots with Sbujaao Dowla. to aohnow* 
ledge him as vazir. He arrived shortly after at tbe comp 
of the Abdalles ; wbo, by the advloe of tbe RohlUas, sent 
him to the Harhailas with fresh proposels of peace ; 
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and tb® Jaute ware desired to eot as njsdiatore. He 
was r8cai?ed in tbe obaraoter of vaslr, and with marks 
of friendship, hr Bisswass Row ; wbo immedUtely die- 
aisssd Baiah Dilear Sing, Gasiooddew Khan’s vakeel 
from Ms presenoe and from the camps-Gaslonddeen 
Khan being thus rejected br aU parties, and deprived 
of all hopes of redresa, retired into the country of the 
Jauts, wbo alTorded Mm a anbsiateocn. 

The pArKcuIars of the negotiation oarried on by 
Sbujaa o Dowla are not well known. Two months were 
ooDsnmed in various oonfereooes, without any nearer 
prospect ol poace. It appears, however, that he was 
not altogether idle, from wb at passed during this inteiwal. 
Each of the powers that sided with the Abdalles were 
guided by tbeir own separate interests. In one tldng 
they all concurred, which was on universal enmity to 
Gsziooddeea Khan. Besides this, Shojea o Dowla bad 
other material points in view, the success of the cense 
iu which be had engaged with the prince AUee Gowher, 
aud bis own confirmation in the vezarnt Gaziooddeeu 
Kb an was already removed, The prince’s title was 
publicly aokaowledged by the Abdalbe : uotbing was 
wanting to establish Ms authority but the concurrenoo 
of the Marbattas. To obtain this seems to have been 
the busioess of Shujaa o Dowla's private conferences with 
the Marhattas. The result was, that Bisswass Row de¬ 
clared AUee Gowher king, and placed his son on the 
koorsee,* ss regent of the empire, during his father’s 
absence. One condition on which this appointment 
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M’os mfid9 vaB a pmeat of five lacks to Bisswnss Bov, 
for vbicli Che mother of the 70uo? priooe gave her 
jewels in pledge to the Marbattae. This step coTild npt 
but aJario Cba AbdallMf who waslooensed agaiost Shojaa 
0 Bowie as the promoter of it Another oiroumstance 
which happened preseallj after* serred to add Co hie 
saepioioa ol Shojaa 0 Bowie. Cooojpoora is a atroog 
fortified oity beloagiog Co the Bobilles, sitnaled aboTit 
seven days joarney to the north-west of Shahjebanabad. 
AbdooBsamoind Kbao, the Fonjdar of Paneepoth re¬ 
sided hare on tbo part of tbe Abdalleo, ud Xootub 
Khan oa chat of the Bohillas. The ^(arhettas marobed 
against this place, inteadlng to beaiege it, and were 
met by Abdoossiimmiid Kima, nad Kootnb Khan, who 
gave them battle, but were defeated aad retreated 
Co tbe oi^. The Marbattas, witbonC ailowiog them 
time to leoover from Cite eSecCs of tbeir defeat, 
entered tiie place by sCoro, aod put tbe garrison sod 
in habitants to tbe sword, and beoaise masters of 
the city, wherein was foand aa imraeDse booty. The 
two chiefs were taken prisoners, and seut to Blsewass 
Bow, who slew Abdoossummot Khan, aod imprisoned 
Clie Bobilla. liic Abdallec no sooner heard of this loss, 
than he flew into tbo most violent rage, Tbe river which 
was still very high preventing him from attacking hU 
enemies, be vented his resentment on Sbnjea 0 Do win,, 
whom he accused as a traitor and an Incendiary, and 
commanded him to depart from bUuny. By tbe inter¬ 
cession of the Kobillss, be was soon prevailed npoa to 
pardon and recall him ; but as his fidelity was still ans- 
pected, be would not safer him Co encamp within bis 
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lines. The \ou of a plaoe of eo mnch coose^udsoe, and 
the luoEtiflcatlos of seeing bU eaemy carry cn bis bqc- 
oesses with impnoity, determined him apon immediate 
revenge. He mounted bU elephant, and rode direotlv 
Into tbe river, resolved to discover if possible some part 
where it was ford^Ie ; bnt the water, wherever he 
attempted a passage, rose higher than the elevated tcaak 
of the elephant Impatient of longer delay, he ooqi< 
manded bis army to follow him, and poshing into the 
midst of the etrearo,’ he swam over to tiie opposite bank. 
Hie troops, animated by the example o£ thoir leader, 
did the same, and in a few hotu^ the whole army was 
safely landed on the other side of tbe river, with very 
little loss, which fell chiefly to tbe share of Shujaa o 
Dowla. 

As soon as ho had ranged his forces ia ordor, he 
marched witboot delay to tbe capital, hoping to sbim It 
before tbe Maihattas conld arrive to its relief ; bnt 
he fonod it sc well garrisoned, that, having no artUlezy, 
be was obliged to desist from tbe attempt, and tom his 
attention towards Bleewass Row, wbo was advancing to¬ 
wards bim. They met, and the Marbattas wore defeated. 
It does sot appear that this engagement was very 
decisive. Some aoconnts even make it terminate in 
favonr of the Harbattas ; bnt this is hardly probable. 
From this period nothing of cosseqaenoe happened till 
tbe beginaiog of Jannory. Both armies oontinned in 
their encampment. The Abdallee ai Sehaleb, four cosas 
east of Pansepntti and the Ifarbottas at Segher, close 
to Paneepntt About the aenth of December, a rein- 
foTcement of 15,000 men joined tbe Abdallee. and the 
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MfiTltattas received a supply of troasura, stud to bo 
tbirty-ssTOQ lacks, coaductod by an escort of 3,000 men 
from Decoas. The U&rhattas were sow bo much iofe* 
rior to ^bdallee and his aUios, that they durst cot 
from their camp, but kept theoiselvea confined 
within a stroos entrcoohmect ; whilst 'the Ahdallee 
remaiced master of tbe coon try round them, and cut 
•off all thoir supplies oi proTislons. 

Deloel IChan Rohilla, the Zemindar of Ooonjpoorat 
^e capital of which still remained iu possession of the 
HarhatUs. marohed into that country, aod sacked all 
the rlUeges, from whence tbe enemy might receive any 
eupplies; whilst other detschoeots coamitted the lihe 
•ravages in other parts; the Marhattaa all tbe time 
lying i&aotive, not daring to oppose them, ^ey were 
At lengUi reduced to the greatest straits ; their pro¬ 
vision was wholly consumed, and tbe people and ca^le 
daily wasting away by famine. In this distress, which 
every day rendered zcore deplorable, Bisswass Row 
assembled tbe obiefs. and it was noaDimonsly resolved to 
trust to the desperate hazard of a battle, rather than 
thus to perish by buognr. This beiog determined on, 
tbe whole army msrebed ont of tbe eotrenchmenta and 
•on the morning of the Xdtb of January advanced to¬ 
wards the eoemy. They were now within two coaes of 
tbe oRmp of tbe Abdoliee, wbeo he marched ont to 
receive them. VTben both armies came in sight of each 
other, they cannonaded one another till towards noon, 
when they came to close engagement with their battle- 
.axea. The fight was maintaiDed with greet obstioaoy 
4 rad various sacoesa, till towards the close of the day, 
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^bea the adraotafe soemed to be on tbe aide of the* 
Marbattfis, who had peaetrated even to tbe Abdallee’s* 
caosp. At this jUDctore, a bodj of Faokfore in the eer- 
viea of Shajaa o Dowln rushed io araongst theforemoBt of 
the Marbattas with eucb iotropidity and suooose, hb gave 
I tan to the hnttle. Tbe KarhflUAS> unable to with- 
staad 80 fleroe a conflict, gave baolr. The a^sailauts 
pnrsaed tbeir sacoess, and soon after the root became 
nnlvenal. Ifany thooeands of the Haibattas wore elain 
in the fight, and in the puraaltr which was coationed' 
the next da^ ; aod the rest, dispersed about the ooootry,. 
were oBasacred and plundered bj the Zemiodars, or* 
eecaped aod joined hj degrees their aeverni commanders. 
Sbamsbeer Bahadur and Ibrabeem Khan Gardoe. with 
most of hiepeople, being on foot, were slain. Shedaahew>- 
Row, the principal officer under Blagwase Row, poisoned 
bis women to prevent their falling into the hands of tbe 
ooaqaeror, aod fled towards I^aroowl in tbe road to 
Reccao. Bisswaes Row, Malbai Bow, Jnnhojee, and other 
chiefs of note, are said to have been aojongst tbe slaiu 
but tbia is not certaio. All accounts concur iu repre* 
senting the Abdallee’s victory as complete. Shojaa o- 
RowU, to whose bravery aod conduoi the suocees was 
chiefly owing, was boo oared by tbe Abdallee with most 
signal marks of his approbation. That monarch eai> 
braoed him after tbe battle, siyied him in form bis son,, 
and caused the victory to be proclaimed and registered, 
io bis name. On the 10th of January, by the command 
of the Abdallee, proper oSeere were sent by Sbujaa O' 
OowU and Kajeeb Khan to take possession of the 
ijarhatta Camp at Segher, and to take an acoount of. 
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the plaoder, which was jo?al(uhle« .coneUthi^ of the 
wholo artilleif, tents. eUphintSi hona3> camels, and other 
cattle and baggafe, tnth a raet treasure. 

Naroo Sanher, the Marhatte gcweraor Qf Sbalijeba' 
Dabad, Had the da7 after the action towards AIcbaribad, 
wit!I all hift affecte and treasure ; the latter of which 
must have been verj considerable, as his gorerctoent 
had beea ti cootinued sceoe of rapine and extortioa. It 
ie snid, that ho was stopped in the way by order of 
Sconjmul tho Jaut, stripped o! all hie ill-gotten wealth, 
and left to pursne his journey, in eqAsl distress and 
terror, to Akbarabal Tlte next day, a detaohment sent 
by Slmiaa o Sowla entered tlieoity, and toot poseessioQ 
of tlie pUioe ; and Jeban Ehan. the former Sobabdar. 
wbo had gaioed tbo aifeotxODs of the. people by hi» 
zDodorate and just administration, was expected tberw 
shortly in tbe same oapacity. On the Idtb, Kirza 
Bawber. tbe son of Allee Gowber, rode out, attended by* 
his court, to vielt tbe AbdaUee, and ooogratuUte him* 
00 hie Tictory. 

It will be proper now to take a short eketob of tbe; 
affairs of Bengal. The priooa aesembled an iiumensd* 
army, defeated Baja Bam ^araio, who tl^en ccooonded 
tbo foroea of Jaf?er All ^ban In Behat ; but was soon 
after attacked and worsted by the young Nabob sod 
Me jot Calllaud. By tbe adnee of Camgar Kbes, b& 
suddenly passed by the young Nabob, and entered the* 
proyincs of Bengal by the passes of tbe a^ouDfains; but 
was so closely pursued, that despairing of sucoees. be 
letomed by tbe same road, and without losing time laid 
close siege to Patca. which was gallantly defeoded by 
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'tbe Bogiidli garrison, till the arriral ol CapUlc £qoz 
witb a detaobmo&t ol H/uropeana and Supoys, who rs- 
lifiT&d it Tbe priaca iisipediately raised tbs eiago and 
TOtired to Telrari, whero he passed the rains. The 
yoaag and ifajor Caillaud ornred soon after. 

Sometimo was spent in tbe pnraait ai Kliadim Hosealn 
JCban. Naib of Parnea, wbo bad sided with the priDee, 
Bat the oampaign was pot an end to sooner than was 
iotooded by the sudden deatli of tho yoong Kabob who 
was Btmck by lighten log. The troops took tip their 
qnarters in Patna. In the month of Ootober tho Nabob 
Jafiet All Kban resigned bis goTernmeot to his son-in- 
law. Ooasim Ally Khan, and retired to Calcutta. 

After the rains, tbe two armies again took the Held. 
A treaty of peace was set on foot; but broke off through 
the means of Cam gar Kban. At length, Major Carnao. 
who commanded the English forcesr marched against 
the ptioce on tbe 16 th of January, and attsoked and 
beat him, taking M. Law and tbs French party prison- 
•en. He pursued the prince very closely for some days, 
liil tbe latter found blmself so straitened, that he offered 
to throw hfnsseli upon tbe protection of the English, 
which was accepted: and on tbe 8tb of January he 
foiaed the Eogliaii camp, and proceeded with thorn to 
Fatoa. 

Tbe proTinee of Allahabad, including tbe district of 
Corah, estimated at the yearly reveoue of twenty-two 
lacks of rupees was assigned him in guarantee by tbe 
Company; and, in addition, to render bis estabiishmect 
splendid, tbe British governor, on behalf of tbe Company 
agreed to ' pay into bis maissty’s treasury the anuual 
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sani of lacks of ropeM from Cbo reTBoaes of 

Bengal—la Tdtaro for rbese ocaoeseions, Sbah^Aolnm 
difcatod a firmaaci to be made otzt, coaetitutisg the 
Eogliah East India Company perpetual Bewaun of the 
rich and ferUlo proTincee of Bengal, Behar, aod Orissa, 
oSordiag a raveuue of three mUlioos steiliug. 

The city of AUshabad was selected for his majesty’s 
raidenoe, where he kept hie court Id great splendour. 

The prorision thus made for Shah-Aulum was cer> 
tainly ample, and the terms dictated by a spirit of 
ocsalstdct liberality. 

Sorrounded by his most faithful serraote, Id the 
bosom of bis familyi and under tbe geoeroua safeguard 
of the British natiuo, had 6bab-Aulnm properl; appre¬ 
ciated his eltua^oD, he might no doubt have paesed tho 
remainder of hie days In frasquilfity and comfort. 

It would appear, however, that this prince’s disposi¬ 
tion and capacity hoe been imperfectly undarstcod. by 
Ills coDtemporariaa.—The early part of bis life bad been^ 
active and onterprisingand his conduct in ex¬ 
tricating bicDself from the violence of Qseiooddeea 
exhibited a spirit of great gadantrj and energy of miod. 
But weak, eCeminate, and ircascIatSi he sufTsred him- 
self to be wholly ruled by tbe will of others. Though 
apporeatly satisfied la his exterior bebenviour. Shab- 
Aulun3, eveo from the moment of his settlenenc at 
Allahabad, sighed in secret for the pleasures of the 
oapitsJ, sod woe ambitious of re-esceadiog the tbro&e 
of bis ancestors; under this impression, he unhappily 
sufTered himself to be buoyed up by tbe promises of tbe 
Marhatta ohiefa, and by tbe unworthy advice of bis 
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own counsailors, wltc, big wicb bopo of ruling with 
QncoatroUod swa?, urged tboii soTorelgn to throw o?* 
tbU dependenoo od tbe Eogllsh, assert bis own rights^ 
oad msrob to Delhi 

Aooordingl7> after an uo quiet reeldancs of dre years 
at AlUbabod, tlie Biuperor rsoturod ou an ilUjudged 
rash experiment, which proved a souice of iucoesant 
misfortune to himself and family; and which the woeful 
ezperiefloe of twenty-six years oi anxiety, sorrow, sod 
trooblA has but too /atally demonetmtod. 

ITot, bowever, to aDtioipate the sories of eveotu 
detailed in the following volume, we proceed to relate 
the peidoolar ciroomstaoces that gave tieo to this 
extraordinary resolatloo of Sbah-Aulum.*

SoAtt-AniitiAf, thus eligibly gituBted, ifi bceom of 

tiiB family aad anrroiuded by Aoms oi b\5 most iutbfgL 
RorvAQts, might oow have secured bimsbll a etfe and 
iioQoarabia asylum for tlie renamder of his days. But 
it was the misfoTtnoe of this prloee to be swayed by 
the couQsels of desigoing persoos, who, on the klog's 
cetaru to his capital, ioresaw a reoewal of their own 
ooDseqaeoce, and an opportunity afforded Cor the 
Ratification of (heir ambitious Tiews. 

Baoyed up by tbo Haltering prospect of osceadisg 
Ibe throne of Timonr, and eojoy)og the Inxury and 
splendour of tbe capital, Bhah-Aulnm was persuaded to 
listen to tbe overtnree which, about this tine, were 
made kim by the Uarhstta nation. The power of this 
nation, though slowly recoveriog from tbe effects of 
tbe fatal defeat at faoeaputt, was still iormidable. Their 
domioioos. In 1770, were bounded on the west by tbe 
uountry of tbe Bathore Ba] pools ; and to sonth-weet, 
includiog tbe fertilo prorince of Ouzeret, eztsoded to 
tbe Indian oofsa. Their eastern confine toncbed the 
osirssity of Bebar and tbe Onttaek province, bounded 
00 U)at side by tbe Soobarorekhs.* On tbe north by

the ceotral parte of the Bfitliore moactsise, acd, nftor 
traversing so me of the most fertile parte of Hindostauo^ 
discharges iteoll into the JaiDoa on the coaiinee of 
“Vindyo. 

Within tbb widely-extended oircait were in eluded 
the anoient kiogdoins of Baglana and Beeiapore, acquir¬ 
ed by the valour of Sivajee, founder of the empire, the 
provinces of Berat and Bundelcuad, HaJw&b, Gaudcfsli, 
and Qnzerat 

Poooah, a Ufge and opulent, bat anfortifled, oitji 
distant 100 miles north of Bombay, te the preeeut 
capital of the Marbatta nation, 

In the latter yeaTS of the reign of Bbah Jehan, 
Sivaji a noble Marbatta, who drew his lineage from the 
ancieot sovereigns of Deooan, laid the foundation of 
bis oQuatcy's grandeur. Through a series of bold 
operations, attended by aocommon success, be baffled 
every attempt of the great Anrangseeb to depress his 
power; and, during the reign of that prince, be enlarg¬ 
ed and extended his territory ; auddied in the plentttude 
of hie power and sovereign swsy over some of the 
riobeet provinces in Deccan.• His son and snooessor, 
Sarubajee, was weak aod dissolate ; but Hajali Salioo, 
the third of the family, enjoyed a long nnd successful 
reign. Uoder his auspices the Ujarhatta leadors, issuing

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from tb^r stroDgbolds in tbe moao tains, descended 
into the plains of HiodosUUQ; and by a succession of 
rapid ood brilliant victoriM, oToiwbelmed the tcttoriag 
fabric oi the Ktogal power, and ebook tbs throne of 
TimocT b its fouadatioos. 

On the death of Sahoo, the authority of 3iTa)ee’s 
family first exhibited symptoms of daclioe. Tbe great 
lords of tbe soipire took advantage of tbe sitaatba of 
ao joiaot sovereign; and, aesiunlvg ac icdepecdent 
authority, erected the famoos office of FaishioaJti or 
Director'geueral of the affairs of the empire; wbiob, 
is time, embraced erery departrueut oi tbe state, and* 
totally eoUpaed tbe ioflueuce of the royal family., 

Bajerow, Balajee, tbe first Paisbwali, wa« a man o£ 
great abilities. To tbe bravery oi qq intrepid eoldier 
aud sldibl general, he added politioal sagacity ; aod,. 
alter a long aod aaceesefnl adcoiuistnition, bad tbe 
singolar good fortune to transmit bla authority unim¬ 
paired, and hie iotlueDce undimioiebed, to his family and* 
doecendants. 

A suoceeeiou of Paisbwebs after fiajerow oootlnued’ 
to direct tbe affairs of tbe Marbatta state, until tbe 
middle of the present century. Daring this period tbe 
represeutatiTS of tbe royal line ol Sivajee, immnred 
.wltbin tbe fortress ol Satara. exhibited only the pageant 
of a aovereigu. Tbe idle ceremony of investing each* 
euccesslvc PaJshwah In hie office, tbe only act of royalty 
which he was permitted to exeroiee, served but to 
render him an objeot of pity nod degradation in the 
oyee of tbe princes of Hiodostaun. 

Tbe great Jagbeerdare, or bereditary laodboldcts. 
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ATUoog; tbo Korbattas, passessod on their own estates 
a kiod of soTereig;o authority; and the terms by which 
dbey held tbeir domaiaa bore etriking Bimilarity to the 
aocieot feudal system of many countried in Europe. 

In times of war, indeed, when the pabllo exi^acies 
•of the state required, these ebiefs were obliged not only 
to fnraish their gnota toward tiie general stock, but 
also to appear in the field at the bend of tlieir followers, 
to defend the great banner of the empiia 'When the 
-Ume of that service expired, tiiey returned to their 
Jagbeora wbat they ec^oyed m perpetnity, converting 
the revennes solely to tbeir own nse. Kor would they, 
-though frequently called upon, by the Faishwah’s 
ministers, consent to any diolDUtloo therein. 

Co&Bcious of their own streagtb and internal re* 
sonroBS. these hardy ebiefe were satisfied with paying 
D nominal allegisncs to the commands cf the Paishwah; 
and, aa (hey Increased in numbers, became more daring 
till at length tl\ey threw off the yoke; and tbe energy 
and aoUvity wbich tbe first Pauhwabs had displayed 
•ceasing, the dagbeerdeis established tlmmselves in 
independence of the court of Foonab. 

This 80 far reduced the iDtlusooe of the Paishwah 
family as to give the Marhatta nation the appearonce 
of a great military republic, uoited by general iotorests. 
but divided and distinct in tbe operation of its various 
•Executive brandies, in which situation it retnains to 
Ibe present day. At tbs period now commerooTallogi 
Madho Bow yairaui held the office of Faisbwab at the 
court of Poonab. fiy an early applicetion to business, 
he ooutrived to uphold his authority against the is* 
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tngaes o{ hie oumerous eoamiee, aod to render bU 
antbority respected. 

On the other hoDd. three poverfal iamilies in the 
state were seoretlj endearourioi' to uod ermine the 
authority of the Poisliwah, and erect their own on its 
rain. 1. The familj of Bhonselah. rDlere of the proriooe 
of Bemri «rhich they held ia j^hiro from Bajab Bahoo. 
Moodnjoe Bhooselah ai this time ruled over that 
pro via oe, and is wall koown to the British patien. 
.\llisd by blood to the royal fanily of Bivajee, this chief 
teas coDsldered Mtii the hig:heet respect by the whole 
Marltatta nation ; and, having established bis authority 
on a sound bosis, ho is looked np to by all parties as a 
proper counterpoise to the inlluenoe aod over-weeuing 
ambition of ^e court of Pconah. 2. PUlajee Oujoa< 
war, or ^e herds roan, whose ancestors wrested froo 
the fifogal Parrot Seer all the country at the foot of 
the Balah Shaut monntuns, and from A.bmadabad| the 
capital of (hi^ser^ to the port of Damauo on the coast 
of Eookao. This family (whose jagbire was bkewise 
H grant from Sajab Sahoo) formed an aUiance with 
the British Qovsmment duting the Second Morbatta 
War.* S. Tookajee Holkar and Madbajee Stndbia, wbo 
jointly sbared the Malwah province. 

Tbe Karbatte force when united might amount to 
150,000 moo, tbe major part of whioh being horesineD, 
were accustomed to a desultory and predatory mode of 
warfare, enhrely destitute of soienoe or discipline, bat 
formidable from their numbers and energetic method

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of attack. Tbe Harbattea thBo^ as Already remarked, 
having recovered io a great loeasare the shock snstaia^ 
ed in tlieir late defeat, appeared reed; to reoew tbeir 
^orts, and interpose Is the trsDsaotions of the court 
of Delhi. Three chiefs of note, Tookaiee> Siodhia, aad 
Beeagee. bad for some time pest taken a faTourable 
positioa with a Urge force' to the northward of the 
river ChumbuJ, in the vloinit; of the town of Fattahpore. 
Kajeeb A1 DowU« 'vbo bad been placed at the 
head of the nduiDlstmtioD at Delhi, continued in that 
siPiation with great oredit to himsell and benefit to 
the state. An able politician, a vdorena soldier, and 
pleasant and jtSsble in his manoers and demeanour, ho 
gained tbo conddeoce oi the Dalhians, and hia influence 
wns found enfficient to uphold the rojal authorit; in 
the small portion of authority which it still retained. 
Hajecb A1 Dowla. who was equally deeirone with the 
king’s friends for bis cuajest; to return to Delhi, readily 
entered into the views of the Marbattas on that head. 
He had, moreover, a more forcible argument to inspire 
him witb that resolution. The Jants, who, notwitlw 
standing thsic Uto disaster in the loss of Soorui Mulk 
their favourite chief, bad made head again under bis son 
and enccessoT, Jownher Sing, and threatened Delhi with 
the horrors of a siege. In this critioal stnation, the 
minister entered into an alliance wiUi the Marhatta 
leaders, and. in concert with them, invited 8bah>Anluiii 
to retorn to bis capita]. The hfarbattas who had an 
arm; conaistiog of 30,000 hone, if sincere in their pro* 
iessioDs of Ameliorating the king’s sitoatioD, cerbsinl; 
possessed the means, totally independent either of the 
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British or &07 other oatioa ia Eiodoataua. But it 
cannot be -deoiod that their chief aim io uaiCiag with 
the minifiter, and u coccurreQce with the kins’e in* 
clinatiooe, were not dictated b; a Keoerous regard for 
hie iatereata. but entirelf with a riew to their owe 
ag^Ddisemeot 

They expected, when Shah-ATLluoi. thi‘Oug)i their 
aasietaDoOt shorzld be established at Delhi, the whole 
manageaseat of afTaira would be placed in their bands, 
ud were determined that ocither Kajeeb Al Dowlenoc 
any other minister should possess inttneaoe in the state. 
Thia iateahoG, lodesd^ appeared maaifeet tbronghout 
the negotiations; comforznably to the characteristic 
policy of their nation, they instructed their agent to 
announce to the king the reward they expected for 
their iaterferenoe, in the present critical state of s&tiie 
and made a previons, tiiongh secret, stipulation for a 
cession of the proviooes of Corah and Allahabad to be 
delirersd over b them for ever. 

To beee domaods. however exorbitant, Shah-Auinm. 
ifDpatjent of his coofineiseot at Allahabad, and eager 
to set out on bis intended journey, yielded a ready 
assent Najeeb A1 DowU, when be wrote at this time 
to the king, recapitulated the oircura stances that led to 
the present offers of the Marliatta loaders, and earnestly 
pressed the oeoessity of his speedy appearance at the 
capital ''By this stop,” said he, "the deeiges of your 
eoemies will be frustrated aod the rebels pnniabed; and 
I shall have the singular satisfaction of seeing your 
najeaty, before I die, seated on the throne of your 
illuStrioQs ancestors, and restored to imperial authority/' 
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A few days after writiss tbe above letter, this able 
mfoiffter, at ad advasoed ag:e, bariiig laboured uader a 
compUcatiOD of disorders, espiied, to tiie ffreat detri> 
coast of ttie Idog’e isterests, and tbe general regret of 
tbe iDbabitasb of Delhi, who atill oontinue to speak 
of hie administration in terms of respectful gratitade. 
This occoirence, however onto ward, made no altera* 
tioo in tbe plan laid down ; on tbe contrary, tlie king 
appeared more eager than before to commeoce bid ex¬ 
pedition i and notwitbstaodiog the salutary advice of 
the English govcrnmeot, the eotreaUee of the vaztr, or 
tbe Temons&ancea of sucb of bis servants who were 
attached to bis real latareets, he persisted in his 
dedigo. 

Previous to Shab-Aulnm^s departore. bis roiaister, 
Uuneei A1 Dowlab, who had alraady made two journeys 
into Deccan to concert measures with tbe biarhaltct 
cbiela, was now for tbe last time sent by tbe Iciog to 
CaJontta to demand (he approbation of the British 
goverameDt on bis intended movement Bat here he 
met with a positive refnsal ; coovinoed of the impru¬ 
dence of the step hie majesty was abost to take, the 
CouQci] strongly romonstretred against it; they told 
Mnoeer A1 Dowlah that the bog was throwing away 
the substance to grasp a shadow, and saerifloiag hie 
solid and substantial iotereste to tbe vain and idle 
gratification of residing in tbe imperial palace i they ' 
warned him against the impolioy of placing oonfdenoe 
in the Harhaltas, tbe very people whose perddicus 
conduct and insatiable ambition bad already proved < ee 
fatal to many of hie august family. They finally *pre- 
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diotdd tbat tbe present loeosard was equally danger&us 
aod deelraotiye to hieicol boaefit, as it would uadoubted- 
ly hereafter prore distresBing to hie recoUeetioa. 
With these sectiffienU, certainly honourable to thom- 
selvee, the Couacfl of Calcntta dismissed l^ooeer Al 
J)ciwlab. But though the British government declined 
to ' Sanction the king’s departure from their proteotion, 
Cbey permitteed him to retain in bis service some batta* 
IJona of ideapoys which had been trained aod disoipUaed 
after the European method, having first, howerer. with¬ 
drawn &eir own officers. With tlieeo and other aida. 
porticnlarly a Urge supply from the vazlt, and (be enet- 
tioDS of tbe Mogul nobles. Sbah-Aulnm was enabled in 
the spring d 1771 to assemble an army <^f about 16,000 
moo. At his , departure, Shujaa o Dowla. tbe vasir, 
presented a mogoificeot paisboush, or offering, with 
four lacks of rupees in specua He, likewise, iu convert 
with the eommander.in*'ehlof of the British forces, 
nocompaioed hie majesty to the frontiers of tbe Corah 
proviece ; when, having again renewed their solicita¬ 
tions to detain the king, but without efieot, they took 
til sir leave. 

On the road, intelligence was received of the death 
of Ahmad Kbau Buugeieb, tbe Kawaub of Forookbabad: 
os which the army baited, and a message was sent by 
the king’s ministers to tbe guardians of the infant 
Kawaub, Mozaffur Juag, So demand tbe arieare due as 
paisbeush to the royal treasury for several years. 

This action, cocBidering tbe unprotect^ state of tbe 
youuft l^twaub, was conBidered as oppreesive and 
unjust ; but it was vehemently defeuded by tbo miaiS' 
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tersi OD tbd principle hie mftjeety’a waot oi ability to 
enforoe bis right until the present period. 

HassaiP A1 DowUh and otbec ooblerneQ had a coD' 
fei'saoe with the guardiaas oi the young l^awnub ; at 
vblcK it was agreed that palsbcush of fooj laoks of 
rapees shoo Id be giveo on the part of MuKU^ur Jung ; 
lor wbioh he was liocoured by hia majesty with a khil> 
lat, aad other marks of distioctiou ; and a patent was 
directed to issued from ttie chancery office, oooHrmiag 
him Ifawaub of the district. 

The periodical rains being now iiat iu, the king 
ordered his army to oaotoo at Kabee Oaoje, a tom 
thirty miles westof £^ookhabad, and in the high road to 
Delhi. At this plaoe Aaunt Bow, a hfaiahtta vakeel, 
waited the arrivai of the royal army. He was oharged 
with the following propositions for tlis king's consi* 
deradOD ; 

1 . That whatever balance of Chou(* was duo from 
the crown to the Paiehweb family siooe the time oi 
Mob mud Sbab, should be faithfully discharged. That 
whatever plunder might be ecepired during the war 
should be equally dirided between the Moriiattas and 
the Mogul troops. 

2. That on the king^s arrival at Dellui the Marbatta 
leaders should be cooArmed iu the possession of their 
respective jagbeers : and finally, for the purpose of 
carrying on tba war against the Jaute and otbors, the

These prooposalSi at a time wben )ub majesty ^ras so 
uear bis oapiUl, caused him extreme disgust He 
peroeived too well the anogant spirit by vbioh they 
were dictated ; but coasoious of ins own iaabiifty to 
resist or evade the fullest oompliaoce, lie acquiesced in 
the demand. The Takeel was graciously received : and 
n few days after the l^awaub Hajd Al Dowla aud 
several of the nobility arrived in the camp from Delld 
to visit and oougratulate his majesty oo his approach. 
Tliey brought with them from the Harhatta chiefs a 
varied of costly presents ; aud maoy soldiers of fortnae 
and adveotorers haviog joined the royal standard^ the 
court exhibited a gay and splendid appearance. 

The arriTol of the Harimtta cbieb enhaaced the 
general satiafaction ; and on a day appointed, Sindiab, 
Holkar, and Beesajee, were introduced iato tlie' 
king’s presence, and received with marks cl 
dietiuguished respect. 

Everything being now settled, tbe army continued 
its march; and, on tbe 2bth of December. 1771, Sbsk- 
Aulum made his entry into the capital with much pomp 
and splendour, and amidst the uccUmatioas of all 
ronkB of people. 
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PaOCEBDlNOe AflAWST ZaBHA KrAH— Th* MARHAttAS

ThQ tirat objeot to which Shah<Atilam directed hU 
attention efter a tew dajs* repose, was the pnniabmont 
of Zabita Ebao, son to the late minister, Najeeb Al 
DowUb. At tba time of hie father's deathi this noble* 
man resided at Sehanmopote, the capital of the 
proTlnoe of tbe same name. 

Tbie proTinoe, eitoated in tbe upper parts of tbe 
Dooab,* in tbe Tioioltj of the Sewalicic hills, in the 
latitude of 28 29. K. long. 77. 50. W. and about 70 
miles East of Delhi, was the jagbeer bestowed upon 
K^eeb Al Dowlab, as a reward for tbe many Beirices 
rendered by bin to the state. It commencas under the 
Sewaiick hills, and is bonnded on tbe north by the 
fortress of Ghoiis Qxat, east by Sakertanl on tbe Ganges; 
west by the Purganaab of Seamlea; and south by the 
town of Uoemt Tbe soil is fertile and luxurious, 
producing gnin, angaroane, and tobaoco, in tbe greatest 
Sundance: and uatiJ injured by tbe rsrious internal 
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commo^oos which occorred duriog the tiu^uleci reigos 
of AoraDgMeb’e successors, it was Gstesuied osc ol the 
most iortiie parts of the empire. 

Zsbiu Ehan, not eQoally inolioed to support tbs 
royal cause as his father had hoea. deemed the coafused 
state of the king's aifmrs a fit opportnuity to facilitate 
his own ambitious v'iewg; aud scare bad bis father 
expired, wiien he applied bimaell to raising troops, who 
nere chiefly Afghauosof liisowo tribe, and ic fortifyiDg 
tho Btroogboids lo hie district Among theee was the 
post o! Sakertaa), situated fifty miles from tbe capital 
OQ the weatern bank of the Oanges. This place was 
selected by Zabita Kban as tbs most eligible to make 
an advautogeous stand. He threw up stroog encreueb- 
nieuts; and hariog assembled a numerous body of 
Tsterau Robillas, resolved Co wait the attack of tbs 
royal army, cow on the way to pnnish his reheUlon. 

Tbe king commanded io person, and under bim was 
the Hawaub llliza NujafT Khan, who began abont this 
time to be noticed with marks of particular regard by 
his majesty, which was the foondatioD of bis future 
power. Tbe Marhatta forcee ware sent on as an ad- 
Tance gnard, and tbe king and ^ujuff Chan followed 
with tbe remainder of tbe troops. 

Intehigeaee of the approach of the royal army 
being conveyed Co Zi^Ca Kban. be thought it better, 
by making a spirited effort Co overcome bis ene^ 
miee io the field, than waiting behind bis eotrsoob- 
mente. He accordingly advanced a few miles ia front 
of bis camp, and offered battle to the king’s troops. 
The contest was bloody, and for some time doubtful; 
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thd T^bel chitU, Ssadut Khui aad Syad Kh^a, I&d oa 
theii troops mtb great spirit; bpt the former being 
nofortuDAtelj slain by a cannon ball, tbe Bobillas. dis¬ 
pirited at that event, begao to give v&y- ^abita IChan 
percoiviag the disaster, ordered a retreat, cod was soon 
compaUed to leave the tield of battle with predpitataoa. 
The Marhatta hom, advancing with great rapidity, 
coiumenced the panniit of the flying enemy on all side?, 
and entering the camp aloog with the fugitivee, they 
HOOQ got possesstoQ of it. which reodared their victory 
oompiete. In the oaiup they found a fine park of 
artillery, together with an immeoee plunder of money, 
stores, and valuable effects of every kind; and U)e 
whole of the family of Zabitft lOtan were made 
prisoners, 

This first essay augured favourably for the success of 
his majesty's arms; but tbe avarice exhibited by the 
Marhattaa in the moment ol victory caused great dis 
cootents among the kiog^e troops, and laid tbs seeds of 
internal discord and animosity. fTotwitbstanding tbe 
etipnlations already recorded, which were entered into 
at Kubee Q^oj. tbe Uarbattas appropriated tbe greatest 
part of the spoil taken on this occasion to tboir own use, 
They secured the whole of tbe (reasBre, amounting to a 
krore of rupees, without offering to make the smallest 
distribution with their gallant colleagues The king, 
incensed at this oondpet, complained of it with warmth 
to the ^arhatta leaders, but without effect, lie found 
tbeir preseat ioffucace too great to be set aside, and 
therefore dissembled; but the 3£ogul nobility nouriehed 
a secret hatred against tbem, which they resolved to 
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make maoitdst on tke first opportuaity that was offovded 
thoiD. 

Meaowblie army Bd7aiiGed» aod took posession 
of Sahaaranporei togatbar Tsitb other atroof places iq 
the neiffhboxirbood; so that, excepting the fort ol Gbous 
Ouch, tile whole ol the proTiDOC ackoowledged tbe 
krag’B antitority. The family of '/^abita Khao, wbo bad 
been taken in bis camp, ware, by order of Sbah-Aalam, 
aet at liberty, and sent with a strong escort to the fort 
of Qhoos IHirh, it being an inviolable maxim through- 
out HindostaiiD, and in general raostreligLotialy observed, 
to respoct tbe bonoor of tbe Harem,* 

Having appointed a person to cooimand m Sahaa- 
runpore, and settled the aKairs of tbe province, Sbab- 
Aolnm returned with the army to Delhi. 

Tbe condact of the Marbatta chiefs, in refusing to 
make a fair distribution of the spoil Ac^nlred by the 
late victory, mode a deep impresslou oo the mind of 
iShab-Aulnm. The presence of persona who had iosalted 
Jiis autiiority irksome to him ; and, in order to be 
released from tiie restraint which they imposed, be 
requested them to luarob their forces against tbe Jauts, 
who bad again assembled in arms under tbe command 
of tbdir chief, Rajab Newal Sing. Tlie Maviisttas obeyed 
the order, and departed ; but bad not been gone many 
days, when the king received autbeatic iDformatios 
Chat they were in league with toe rebel, Zabits Ebao, 
who had Dueled them into bis views, and were

Sbah-Aolum, defcarmined to make one ef!brt to 
destroy tiieir iDidUitoua oabala, asked adnoe from Nnjn? 
Kbao. Ho proposed to augmeat the Mogal army, and 
to raise new Uviee with aU poaaiblo expedltioa. The 
king:, who knew his ability, and was coofluced of his 
attachment relied entirely on bis exertiooB; and to pro 
proof of bis coafideoce, be publicly bestowed on him the 
office of Pay-master Generel of his forces. 

Kojoff Kban in a abort time assembled a coasiderable 
body of troops; aad to snimate their ;ieal on the 
occasioQ, ho declared it was for the sole poipose of pto- 
teotiog the person of his majesty against tiie Insolent 
meosces of the Marbatta chiefs. 

^ese precantioDfi were snfRoiently justified by tlie 
oondnct of the Harbattas. wbo, on thoir arrival in the 
conotry of the Jauts, instead of prosecutiag the war* 
wore employed ia settling the terms of a treaty with 
habits Hhan. Oo the arrival of tlint ^ief in their 
camp, it was stipnlated that, od bis ndranoing a large 
sun of money, they would retorn to Delhi, and on tbelr 
airivol, in concert with bim^ insist not only on a pa7doi» 
for bis oflencae, bnt the investitare of tbe office of 
Ameet A1 Omrab*. which his father bad enjoyed. 
Conformably to this agreement, they struck tbeir tents, 
and marched towards Delhi, '^hen arrived in the neigh¬ 
bourhood of that city, they sent e messenger to his

fnnjddt? to reciaira bis compUancB with tbe dsmsuds 
Aioremsa booed ; bat Sbab-Aolao, relyiDS oo tbs attaoh- 
roent of tbs Hognl troops, and tbe fidebt; of Kojaff 
IChao, assumed t bolder tousi sod dismissed tbe me$- 
sealer with a poaitiTe refusal 

Keaowhlie the raioister, hj the hiag'a order, led out 
• bis troops to battle, He took poat aear tbs Riooumsat 
of a Mahomsdsn devotes without tbs walU of tbe oitj, 
opposite the gate oallsd Ajmers, His ana; was well 
nppoiQted, baviag a aumerous artiUetf coramaoded by a 
FrsDoh o5icer, The Karhattas, who outcambeTed tbsir 
oppoaeoU, were coafideot of success, and the attack 
comcnencsd with grs^t fury on both sides ; bat lo 
accideat which happened to j^ujuff Clisn. by the blowiag 
tip of ea ammunitioQ waggoa, and which caused a con* 
«i(lsrable loss amoag bia troops, turned tbefortODS of the 
day in favour of tho enemy, aud with great difficulty 
the miniatar was enabled to draw off a part of bis army 
under sh^ter of a slight satcsoohmeut thrown up in 
haste by the French com mao dan t of artillery, The 
Mnrbattas disliking to attack eotrsaohmeot, auddsnly 
wheeled off and attacked tbe gate of the city which 
was near them, hoping to carry it ; but Hussauj Al 
Dowjab. who wsa stationed in that place, repulsed 
them with greet intrepidity, till findlog they could not 
effect their purpose, they auddeuly withdrew their army, 
and retired to a small distance from the city. 

From ^e issue of the preceding day, tbe kiog saw 
too plainly be could not hope to prolong tbe conteet : 
and, ^ a coasultsdon which he held with his Hogul 
officers, they with relnctance advised him to aocommo* 
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date matters witb tba aaeroy, and a nagotiation aooord- 
iDgl? oommecoed. The Marbattas were again invited 
to oonrt, whlthar they lepaired the aosuing mom log, 
aecorDpanied by Zabite iOian, who was pardonod. and» 
iDoreoTOT, gratified with a kbillut, reioatated in his 
government of Sahaiiraoporo, and HnaHy, appointed 
to the ioog^expected office of Ameer Al Omrnb. It> 
has been jodgsd by many that those ooooeesioDB so 
degradingto tlieking, were not wholly occasioned by his 
ioability to TBSisb but partly from the istiigaas Pf 
Hossani Al Dowinh, who, though he had behaved 
gallantly in the late attack, was known to be in the 
ioterest of the Marhattae. Tbeir trmmpb was now 
complete; and to establish it in tbe eyes of all 
HindostauQ, they asked and obtained from bis majesty 
for the province ol Corah and AUahi^ad, which 
hod by a solemo treaty already been granted to tbe 
Engliai'i. 

Though Shab-Aulnm aoceded to bis degradation with 
iodignatioD and disgust, rigid impartiality demands that 
to hU own weakness, effeminacy, and indolence, be 
ascribed tbe real oanses of his disgrace. His total want 
of energy in judging for bimseU. made him always n 
ready and easy prey to the designs of tbo insolent or 
ambitions. Hussam Al OowU, who had long been the 
personal enemy of Ilujnff Kban, took this opportnnity 
cf persecadag tliat nobleman to the utmost Supported 
by the Miubetta cliiefe. ho publicly nconsed Nnjuff Khan 
as the sole adviser of tbe late pernicious measures in 
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^ffdotiag a breach befcviKt hia laaiastr aod his fsithio! 
adherents tiie Marh&ttu, and, that owing to his oonocils 
the affoirs of the state had fallen into disorder; ho 
insisted, therefore, on hie immediate execution. The 
king, thongh well oonTiaced of the attachment of Knjaif 
Khan, was incapable of aftordiog bira tny protection at 
the present juncture: being entirely at the disposal of 
the triumphant party, bo would therefore have fallen a 
Tictim to the malice of his enomiea, had not his o;vn 
resolute spirit resousd him. 

When the aforemenUoned negotiation comiBSoced, 
Nujoff Khan, who foresaw the gathering storm, bad 
retired prudently to his own palace; there^ aoimated by 
a geoerons indignation at the noworthy treatment be 
had received, he collected his friends nnd dependants 
around bim, and these to the number of 3,000, deter- 
rained with their lord to share his (ortones. Instigated 
by Hussstn Al Dowla. tbo Karhattn forces were ordered 
to assitU Mnjuff Khan in his palace; tbo ndsir began 
to wear a very serious aspect; as, from the known 
bravery of the general, he could not be taken without a 
desperate reeistance and much bloodshed. This, how¬ 
ever, was prevented by tho icterferenoe of Tookajee 
Holkar : admiring the intrepidity of Kajuif ifban, and 
osbamed of the part his countrymen were toting, this 
generous ohlcsf oftsred bis mediation, which was accept¬ 
ed, and llujuif iCban directed to repair to coart in' 
order to rsoaive his pardon. Accordingly, atiLI attended 
by bis faithful adhereuta. who refused to quit him, ha 
repmred to tho imporial palace, wbsre he was graciously 
received by his majesty, honoured with a bhillut, end 
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ippoiated to tbe aoromaod of tho arcny. Fot this last 
hronr, he was iadobted mote to tbe couplexioa of 
aflkirt thao tbe iaolioatioDS of hia oDomies. 

Duriof the )ste commotions within tim proriaoe of 
DoUii, others of n yety serious satura had arisen from 
ao opposite quarter. Tbe Robillas were oa the eve of a 
memorable coates^ in whfeb tbe iatereats of the vasir 
Sbojaa o Dowla, as likewise those of tbe Icings were 
materiallf inyoWed. The Blarhattadi who during the two 
precddiog years bad committed oyery species of violence 
and oppreesioQi Uyiag waste the conotriee tbrongh 
which they passed^ and iosuitiag tbe inbabitaDts, had. 
among other places, made irruptions iato tbe fine prO' 
vtnee of Hohilcond. aod, by a barbarous species of war- ' 
fare in deetioying the prodnoe of the conntry, • excited 
in that warlike tribe a just indignation. Not being of 
tbemseWes sufBcientl; uumerooe to resist the eoeiny. 
thay applied to the TOair foe assistance, who, in con- 
ooTTence with the commander-in-ebief of tbe British 
forces, agreed to unite and expel the invaders. > 
Heite Eabraut Chao, chief of tbe tribe, on this occasion, 
formed a treaty with the vaair nod the Soglish, io which 
he agreed, in return for tho assistance offered, to pay at 
tbe end of the war the sum of forty lacks of rapeee to the 
rasier. In these transactians, Sl)ab-i.uluin had secretly 
borne n coosidenble part Peoding tbe treaty, be had 
privately coosulted with the agents of the vazir, and 
had, moreover, informed tbe British govern man t* it 
was now at much his earnest desire to be rid of the 
thraldom in which be was kept by tlie Karliatiaa, as he 
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hod boforo bseu partial to tliem. Ho added, like wise, 
that everf OKertioo should ho mode oa Iuk pnri to 
-conatoraot Iheir designs hy coustantl? giring iDtiiii4> 
tios of their Idtendod morenjeDte. 

Tb coBSOquODco of tliese ougageoients, the forces o£ 
ShnjuA o OowlSi* accompanied by tho English brigades, 
joined tlio Rohiliu army^ who were stationed on the 
frontiors. Previous to this event, a very large hUrhatia 
army, oomniandod by Holkor and Ueeajeoi had croesod 
tl\e Oftugue, end laid waste greed; pert of the county t 
they were, liowever, soon repulsed and diiv'oabscic across 
the rivet with the ntiuoet precipitation. The remainder 
of the ilarbatta army aadei Sindiab, attended by Knjaif 
Khan, who as, already mentioned, bad been veinstated 
in life appointment, now arrived, bat finding tbe ill 
enccase of their associatee, nod observing tbe cottDte< 
nancD of tho British troops, they held a cossnltation upon 
their future operations, ^dlng the aituation of affairs 
hoKtllo to their views, nod knowing tbe king's mind wan 
now entirely ostranged ficm tbem, they resolved for tho 
present to returo to Deoenn, dcierinioed to renew their 
ambitiotia schemes as epportuni^ should offer. Agree* 
ably to this resolve, Sindlah and Holkor first, and 
Sesojee afterwards, withdrew tbeir respective troops, 
and tnking the rente to Joy pore, quitted Hindostoun. 
Kufnff Khan returned to Delhi with tho Uogul troopa

The retreat of the Horhnttas A(foi'ded ^hoii-AuIunt 
the highest satisfaction: freed from the vexations 
occasioned by Utoir insolent domeanour, ho hoped he 
should onoe more be enabled to maintain lus authority 
ia tlie state, and briog’ his affairs into a better train.*— 
Ho was iGeolved to place his wliole conddecco on Uirza 
ITojaff IThan, who In every respect was well ciiialifiod for 
tlie important trtist High spirited and nn nctire, 
equally a vail not, commander, and of courteous and 
obliging manners, be conciliated tbo esteem oi overy 
onej and hy his unremitting attention to business, bo 
preserved re^larity, aad restored order tirrongbout 
every department 

The king, to give public piccf oi liis opinion of this 
ncbleman's attachment tlmgbt proper, as a preliminary 
step, to dismiss hir rival, Hnssam A1 Dow] oh, from all 
hU employmenta His majesty had long bobcld the 
predilection wbioli that mioisior had entertained for tiie 
Moihattas, whose interests he liad dared to prefer to 
those of bU lawfnl sovoreign; aod roeolved to punish 
him for his presumption. He was degraded from hie. 
nobility, and all his sstatea oondsoaisd to the royal 
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trdo^arj. Hid appobtcneDts were co of erred oh NojnK 
Khdo, who ^as &t the same Cimo created o&ptoin^ 
gooeial of the forces of the empire, aud di^fiod rvitb 
other titles.* 

The treasuies teken frooi Hossam At Dowla, which 
hnd been amassod by oppressive mcasa, afforded a fand 
eufficieot to Aosa^er tbe expenses of a war wiH} the 
rfants. who, during the late disputes at court, bad again 
made head, and were exoitiog fresh dirtorbaocee in 
order to embari'ass tbe king’s govern meat 

About this time, ICajd Al DowU, a soblemaa of 
coosiderablo craioence, was appointed to the office 
of Dewauoi* and the king, to eoooutagB bis army, 
caused it to be signified to tbe troops that the plunder 
acquired during ^e intended expedition, should be 
divided amongst them. 

The country of the JautASO frequently nientioaed, is 
situated on both aidss of the river Jumna, and com* 
pi'eboadA a tract of 150 miles in leogtb, by about 60 in 
broadtb. It extends from tlie vicinity of (Gwalior, a 
largo town 00 miles westward of Agra, to the skrits 
of the capital ; and contains within its iimita many 
strong fortresses and other holds. Towards the close 
ol the reigs of Amucigzeeb, this singular tribe hist

Emigrailog: from a remote spot 
on tiie banks of the loduSi in tbs lower ports of the 
Multan piQTjnos* and accustomed to ^o hiiroblo 
oooupaUoDS of husbandly, they were allowed to settle 
themselves peaceably m their present residence. lu tlio 
course of a few years, bocomlns unmerous, they vooturod 
to atteok the carAvans proceedio? to Delhi with supplies 
for the royal army ; and, having met with unexpected 
sucoess on ttieir firat attempts, at leogtU beoame so 
formidable as to require ^e proaenco of the imperial 
troops to overawe them. 

Their foturo progress was inconceivably rapid ; nod 
amid tho civil wars carried on by Auiuogaeeb's saooea- 
soTs, the Jaate found means to soenro a large portiou 
of oonntry to theiuselrea, io which they built forts, and 
accumulated great wealth. Their natural propensity 
to plunder, which accompanied them in tbetr emigrAtion, 
iias comniunloated Itself to their poateriCy, and they aro 
still a most notorious and daring baoditti. 

Chura Hon, one of their first chiefs, was an intrepid 
soldior, aud remarkably fortunate in hie encounters with 
the imperial troops, who were frequently compelled to 
retire with precipitation before this during tribe. Tn 
later timeSi Suroj Mull, who fell in an ambuscade a few 
years si oca. wns one of the most veepectable of their 
leaders. Ke, in 1760, having been dignified wltlt tho 
title of Eajah, or prince, kept liU court with great 
splendour. But with bia death their power, in a great 
measure, expired. His eldest son, Ifewal Sing, who now 
commanded the tribe, was not equal to coutand with 
the ability of KulufT Khan ; but being a man of great 
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persoDftl coiirago. determined to neb tho issue ; and 
far this purpose besides augmenting bis he bad 
fortl^d in the strongest >TQaa a er the towns of Dug* 
iinUnm Qurfa, and other places within bis jurlsdiotion. 

^nlficar M Uowia liaTiog received his inatractions 
from the biog, pot bis troops in motion, and marobed 
towards the Jauts. In Uis way be reduced several 
refractory Zemin dors, whom tlie late distorbaDCee at 
court i)od tempted to revolt from tlioir allegiance. Oq 
these tie imposed bsavy imes. and by this means enricb' 
ed his treasury to a consideinbls aoiount. In the mean¬ 
time, the Taut Rajah, hearing of tbe success of the 
captain-general, was fearfal he might make an attack 
upon the fort of Deig, one of bis strongest holds, which, 
if auccessfd, would undoubtedly put an end to tbe war, 
and prove utter destractlou to his affairs. To prevent 
tills, he resolved to hazard an acUoo ; and, agreeably to 
bis (leterninaiicn, threw himself in tbe way of 
royal army. A sharp engagement ensued ; but ITufaS 
iChan’s good ioTtuoe prevailing, the Jant Bajab was 
totnll; defeated and compelled to quit the £eld cf battlq 
with very few of bis soldiers. He took zefuge in the 
fort of Deig, which be resolved to defend to tbe last 
extremity. 

The plunder of Vewal Bing’s camp, which was 
immense, prevented au immediate pursuit : and 
Khan, elate wi^ hia victory, sent an aooouot of It to 
Delhi without del&y. Tbe sews of success, eo ioiportent, 
was received at court with the iiigbeat eatiefadtion 
and rewards andbononrs were conferred on tbe captain- 
general and his army by tbe king’s' express commandJ 
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He erat the gcD<3r&V a lottet of thanks, written ^ith bis 
own hand, and recommeaded a vigorous pursuit of tlie 
6DdQi7, which it was hoped would briog the contest to 
8 speedy and; fflTOnrable issue. From the field of battle, 
Ifnjuff Khta led the army to Agra, which place he 
inveeted ou all sides ; but oot haviug a sodioient tiaiii 
of artiUery, be was compelled to tnro tbo siege into 
a blookads, wbioh. lodeed. is tbs more general method 
adopted by the armies of Hfadostaun. 

During the aiege, be seat detnebrueota to different 
parts of tbo surrounding country, by which meaue. 
several of the refrnotory eemiudars were ioducod to 
submit tbemselves to the Mug’s autbonfy. 

About this time, the TnzirSbiilaa o Dowbi, advanced 
into the Dooab with a oooslderable army. That prinoe. 
whose ambitioa was great, deeming the retreat of 
ted Harbattas favourable to bis designs, resolved to 
appropriate some of tbeii posseesions to bis o«s use. 
He Bocoidisgly laid siege to Etawah. a city on the 
frontiers, from whence he expelled the Marhetlaa. and 
placed a garrison therein on bis own part From Etawab 
be proceeded to Agra, theu besieged by Kujuff iCbaa, 
whom he assisted wftii en increase of force; and soversl 
fine cauDont, which euabled the cnptain-geueral to carry 
on the siege with vigour. The gairisou. threatenod by 
a deertb of provisions, were, without diffioulty, persuaded 
to oapltnlete, and accord I ogly delivored up the fort and 
its depeudenoiee to Hujuff' Khan. A messenger was 
immediately dispatohed to the capital with the importoat 
iatelUgenoe, and carried with him the keys of tho fort 
to be laid at his majesty’s feet. 
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Sboj&a 0 Bowla at tUa same time seot Illaj IChau, bis 
{aranrita, to wait on the kiog, in lus name, ooiuplw 
aceot biCD oo Che late eaccesses. But tliat Doblemao 
was aharged with a seoret oommisaion of a more import* 
ant nature. It wu to engage the king’s cooaent to the 
•desigQS wincli ha now medituted againet the Bobilias, 
In the event oi oonaaest. to iiartioiiMte witb his 
majoety in during the oonntry between them. The 
jealousy with wliioli the vesir bad long beheld the Bohilla 
po^re^, and his alarm at the e^cteosion of tbeir ioilneocSi 
so cootignens to bis own dominions, deteimined hiin, 
tbongli contrary* to strict jnstfce and sound policy, to 
^narrel with that nation ; sod that a pretax might not 
be wanting in his InTOur. he urged the infraction of the 
into treaty, aud oomplalned loudly of the treacberons 
conduct of the RohUlas in delayin^ payment of tbs 
^pulated vum. 

The viohiiion of a treaty mndo under sncl^ eircvun- 
eCryocea, and by which the BohiUas hod certmoly received 
luatoiial iiesistanec in the expulsion of the invaders ot 
tocir country, oancot indeed be justified by toy principle 
oomnrou honesty, though at the same time the 
'inordinate ambition of the vazir, aud hie enterprlzing 
spirit, wore grounda of alAnn. snficient to persuade 
toe XtobiUa Sirdars to counteract and curb it by any 
means witlyin to sir power. 

Hluj Xlmo, on his arrival at court, oonsolted with 
Majd Al Bowla on the foregoing points ; and, as be 
^ronght a laige snm of utoney with him, be found less 
difRcolty in succeeding in his objeot A secret Creafy 
was at length fomied, by which the vazir bound brmaelf I 
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act oaly to dafr&y the expeosee of the ^Tar, bxit at 
its ooDCla&iou, bis majesty shoaLd porticipato id tlie 
distribatioR of the plunder as well o9 a slmre in the 
cosquerod provinoe, or if more agreeable, have an equid 
proportion of country, more cootigooue to He!hi. On< 
the part of the king, be was to send tho army under 
Xbon to tbe assistance of tho vaair, who was. 
preparing, in concert with tbe British foroos. to tsko* 
tbe field. Shah^Anlnm appeared to listen to their pro* 
posals with nncb complaoeooy ; yet. as an ingenious, 
historian* has justly remarked, ho did not heartily con** 
cox la the measure, being averse to aggrandisiog the* 
s'ozrT at the expense of the RohilJAa ^Vhatever wer^ 
hie real sentunents, tbe Dspt&in-geueral wna reoalled< 
from Agra, and directed to march the army towards 
Bobilcnnd, and tbe king prepared to take the field i 
but jndispositjon, wbethei* real or pretended, pre7BOtdd 
bim from attendiog the army, which set out under tbo 
command of Nnjuff Khan. 

Tbe memorable battle of Cutterali, and the teriuluatioa 
of tbe Bohilla war which eoon followed, nro too well 
known to require any oomiaent in these tmosactions 
it may, bowerer, gratify curiosity to take a view of tho 
^en situation, sod, climete, and productions of that 
celebrated pro vi ace. 

BobBcund, called m Sanscrit comprehends 

that tract lyiog east of tbe Oaagoa, between tbe 2Rth 
and SOtb degrees of nortit latitude, and from 76 to $0 
lODgitade. Commencing iu the Tlclnify of Loll Doogv 
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at tba foot of the Eummow Hihs, it extends eastward 
to tbe town of PiUibeet : ou the north and vpstr it is. 
bOTznded by Uia Ouges, auil to the south, b^ the district, 
of Mahomody, i& tbe domioions of Onde. 

The soil of Outtair is in general a rich black mouldy 
iatermixod in many parts with sand and red earth 
it 18 aneomiuonly fertile, and capable of the lugbeeC 
oaltiratioo, aboaadiog in all aorta of grain, sugaMcase, 
Hod tobacco. Pew countries haye. in tratb, more 
natural advantages than this ; it is woll supplied with, 
seroral large rivers, besides numerous smaller streauu. 
Among the first, are the Rnmganga and Dewah,. 
(or Qambcrab). 

Tlie Bamganga, taking IB rise between ^e ilrst and 
sooond range of mountains to the norUi*east, Issnea 
forth into tbe plaioa of Hindostauo at the <Hat of Colly ; 
and, after traversing the greater pact of Rohilcand, in 
A south and soulb-westorly direction, and fertiiifsing the 
lands, is joined in its progress by other riven, and finally,, 
discharged* into the Ganges in the vicinity of Ksnnonj. 
This majestic river, until late years imperfectly known, 
is navigable fer seven months in tbe year ; its stream in 
broad and rapid, and its bonks aro adorned with many 
large and populous villages. On the eastern side, the 
Peweb, iSBnjQg from the same mountains, runs by the 
town cf ]?illibeet Hero are embarked the doeet Saul. 
SIseoo, and fir ticoben, tbe produce of tbe oeigbbouring. 
forests that skrit the foot of the Kummow hills. At the 
City of Shabjebanpore, tbe Dewah joins tbe Qombarob. 
whose uame it assnmes, and, after washing the towns of 
Sandy, Beroun, and other places, meets the Bamganga. 
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its janctioD with the Craogds. Tho a Dialler atreiuns 
are the Cossillab, Ifabal» B;gba), Dakra, Bulcrali, Bo^srah 
aad Tarwofadar ; these, likewise, contnbate highly to the 
culiiTation df the country, and by means of reservoirs, 
elaices, cnnala and acquedaots, disporso thojr watox’s 
tbronghont the corn fields in every diiectioo, bat more 
partioolarly so in the jagheer of the Ute Vyzoolali Klitui. 

Aso^er property peculiar to Cuttair, is the fHoility 
with which wntor is proenred ; exoloslro of the rivetv 
and stroAUis before enumerAted, the soil is snoh, that 
diggriog a few feet from the sarfaGe of tlie oartli ia 
aay part of the conn try. water is proonred in abiiodance. 

So happily sltnated by nature. Hobilonod hua in all 
limes boea deemed of great political importance. To 
the early times of the empire, commevee llouriaiied. 
TFbe great mties of Shahahad, Sbahjebaapore. Bareilly. 
Bissewiee, Bedaoo. Owola. Mooradabad and Siirabal, 
formerly kept up a coostaat iatercourse witli the 
<aravoo8 cf the north. By them were exported into 
^Ctair, the produots of Lahore. Oabnl, .Cnahmere. 
'Candabor and Persia, rubies, precious stooas, tuteneage, 
•copper, iron, tic, lead, borax, drags, Coshmariao shawls, 
*CarfflaniaQ wool, mules, horses and camels ; in retovn 
Iboy received, coarse clotlis, sugar, graio aud tobaoco. 

Luring the reigu of the Patazi Dynasty in Hiudos' 
faUD, many princea of that family kept their courts for 
A series of years io the aumect city cf Bedaco. There, 
«B in many parts of Cnttaii. are to be seoo the r'emoioa 
4 f magnificeut edifices, palaces, gardeos, mosques, 
oolleges aod luansoleums. Among the first-rate cities of 
Qioders days are to be placed. Owola, Bisscwlee, Bareilly 
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nod Pillibeat, Avhiob baviog Ueeo Uie naiddoccf; o( tboae 
IRobilk chiefs who fonnded a new ecopire in CotUir 
within half a century back, demand on this oooasion 
partionlar ntteotion. 

Tbe city of Ownla. situated in the centre, and in 
•one of the finest parte of Robilcnud. U built on an 
•eminence, baring a communding view of the ndiacent 
-country. Tiie riror Nuwaub ITuddi runs aloog the soutli- 
wutcro side of the city. The town is of considerable 
extent, aud adorned with innoy handsome buildings, 
most of wliioh are now in mine. Roougli, how ever, 
retnaias to disoorer tlie former grandeur of tlie place, 
^ud to regret tbo fatal ravages of dcstrue^Te nmbLtios. 
On the acmrolt of tbo emioenoe ie the fort bnilt of brick, 
Tt was erected abont fifty years since by All Mahomed, 
foDuder of tbe Rohilla government :o Cuttair, and here 
U<« kept Lis court. ^Titliiu the fort is tho palace of 
AH Mahomed, a cathedral, and several other public 
itnildings. In the onvlvons of Ownln are raioe of 
palaces, gardens, and mosques ; tbe adjacent country 
is by nature beautiful, but tbo total want of cultivation 
'lenders lueJanehoIy tbe prospect Owola le sixteen 
milee N.*W. of DareiUy, from Bisnowleo fourteen, and 
abont equally distant fiom Dellii and BUlibeet At 
Bi^^sowlce are likewise to bo seen OTidont traces of tbe 
former splendour of the RobiUa goverameot; and It is, 
tDoreovor, roiu actable for being tho burial place of 
sovoral of tho family oi Ali Mahomed. 

Bareilly, sitnated on the banks of the united stiesms 
of.iTooab mid Suokra, is a Iarg:c, bendsome, well^buUt 
.city. It was the oapital of Hafls Rahinat, and a place 
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of conaidersible trade. It is dUtant ii^on LuoJcoow 180 
miles, Qsd from the Gaages 120.—JiOStly* the to'vn 
of Piflibeet Xhfe place, tbirty-eis miiee to tba aorlh- 
east of Bareilly, ^as pecallarly eelectod by tbc <liecnmi> 
Dati7e foresigliC of Ha6;( Bahnab Xbau, as of great 
imporfaoce io Its cooimetoiAl vosources. For tlie on- 
coangement of trade Cbat prioco built a spacious Siicbr 
PoQDBh, or Pettah, wbioli is four milos iu circnmfoi'CDcr'. 
Zt U enrrouuded by a brick NrnlJ, aod wltoio the ODOlosuro 
is erected a magnificent mosque. Admirably situatod on 
the banks of the Denali, PllUbnet, during the RohUla 
gOTeramenk, was an eisporiam of commerce. Its staples 
Kre SanI, Sessoo, and fir timbers, sugars, aud coarse 
doths; and from the mountains of Aimoiah aro imported 
boTRu, pitch, drags, wax, and honoy: o! late yours, 
howerer, it Is melanoboly to ruid, the hand of commerce 
is ahvimlc up, and tbe naot of a nell-regulatod police, 
too total diacourogement to industry, and the vexatious 
imposts loTied by the tellers have almost anailnlatod its 
oi 2 ce**pToH table and iloarlsluag trade. 

The reveouss of Cattair are stated, in iho imporinl 
I'egiater at Delhi, to be fire raUlioos sterling. Dorieg 
the flourishing times of the empire, tlie face of the 
eoDDtry will warrant the suppositioo, and under the 
Rohilla goverumeot who paid aoremittiog attootioEt to 
agrioultore, toe province might have yielded that sum. 
After toe conquest of Robilound by Shujaa o DowIa, an 
olVer wss made to that prince to rent the provinoe for 
two millions. Siooo that period the revenues, from a 
Tariet? of oauses, have continaed to decline; and 
under toe preseut govern men t, .the provinoe of OuttUitv 
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with difBcnlty yields the sam ol BS laclrs, o; aboot 
b 400.000 sterliag. 

Of the inliabitftuts there yet reniams to spoalr. The 
Boiiiilas.* who. it Is well i^aowg, onfinaDy eai^ratod 
frooi the inountaias of AtghfinistuQ, eboat sixty years 
slace, settled ia Outtoir, They arc a hardy, warlike 
race, equally capable of aroia nad husbandry. Theii 
fendol system of goverumeot, similartc those of Europe 
in former d&ys, has iuspived iitoiu with ideas of tuc^ 
buleooo and ferocity; at the same time they are 
uu commonly paUeut under iiardehips, and attached to 
their chiefs by indissolnble bonds of national affection. 
Bat withal, in commoQ with other Afghauos, tliey are 
crafty, teacheroua. and rereogefal. Tills choracteristic 
national spirit, aided by tbo impetuons follies of a 
ferocioTLB nnd uooiviUxed mind, renders diCBcult tbe 
govemoient of this race. Keoee, frequent revolntiona, 
civil broils at ho me, and wars abroad, have constantly 
nioiked the BobiUa government under its different 
raters. Yet has it been evinoed in more instances 
than one, that by kind nod proper treatment, even this 
geueratly-conaidered ferocious tribe may be rendered 
traoiablei that, when tiioir peculisritie^ and piejudicss 
are attended to by a wise and liberal goveromefit. 
they wiU prove not only good subjects, bat svea steady 
and faithful nlliea. 

Sliortly after tbe battle of Cnttera, Zolficu Al Dowla 
joined the vaair and '^e firitasli forces. He was reaeived

It has been seen that by the treaty of Dollu, Shnjoa 
0 Doffla had agreed to share his couqnoeta witii tho 
king, and to make an equal dlTisioa of tlio plunder 
ac<niired by tiie wax. Con son ant to tise spirit ot thia 
treaty, the captain-geoeral liad come from Delhi In aid 
of the voair : but the boliaTlonr of Shujaa on this ocoS’ 
sion was neither just nor houourablc. Tliongh immense 
plunder had been acquired in tiio lato battle, his avarl> 
cioua spirit piumptod him to retain tlio wliole to him¬ 
self ; and when urged by the captain-gsnernl to deliver 
op the kiog’e share, be peremptorily declined it A 
conduct in every respect so unwarrantable, excited 
exti'eme disgust in the king's mind ; but having made 
several froltleas and iaeltbotcal endeavours to oltcir the 
razit's resolution, his majesty at lengtli desieted, and 
Knjuff Khan was oompolled to return to Delhi. 

Shujas 0 Dowla, after settling the government of the 
province, and appointing Aumils to the aorerol diatriots, 
took hi» leave of the British ooruimuider-in-chief, and 
returned to Onde. During the remainder of that year, 
ho employed himself in ananging tho aHaira of tlie 
province of Fnrrokhobad, which was tributary to hin j 
but having beeu long afflictod with a violeut dieerder, 
which now returned with accumulated violoneo, not- 
witbstaediog every exertion and assistance afforded 
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bjr bis pli^sioUss, ho expired in his palaco «t 

V7aabad,* 

Ad historiaot. respsctabldfor bis idects, h&s ico formed 
tlie world that the vei^ins family la Onde were 
obacure in their origin and of low birth ; but as that 
ioformatioa, from aoooQnts pioourod at a later period, 
appears to be Inoorrecb we have, witii that defei'enoe 
to fidelity which the. Impaitiailty o£ luatory demands, 
detailed a more anthcatic sccocot^ of the rise of tljat 
family. 


SAlDUT KIIAN. 

8aadnt ICbaa, son of Idima Kussar A1 Been Hyder, 
kaown at fixvt noder the name of Meet hfahomed 
AmooD, was bom ia the city of Nishapore, Id the prO' 
visce of Ehoransauc. He was descscded in a direct line 
from the TmaamMnsa Raeim. of the family of Ali, esteem¬ 
ed id Persia as of the highest nod most coble extrao- 
tloo. Towards the couolnslon of the reign of Bahadni 
8bah. Uie sod and sncceasor of Aurongseeb, maoy Per¬ 
sian fumiliee of diatinchon, retiriog from tbe disorders 
and civil wars nhioh overwhelmed their native oountry, 
sought an asylnm in Hindoetauo. At that period. Meer 
Mn homed A mean, who bad been bred to arms, became

Increasing in favour 
he ffas appointed Soobadar of Onde.ond at tbe same time 
presented «itb tite rank of 7,000 horse, and honoured with 
a new patent of nobiUty.* JOariog the reign of htoliam- 
mad Sbah he bold witii appluse the highest offices of 
the State : and by his snoceesee in Deocan. and ou tbe 
frontiers of the empire, upheld the tottering fortunes of 
a Avenk nnd dissolute goverornent 

But in paying bis tribe te to his abilities, bis cooduot. 
’when actuated by base nnd unwottiiy motives, must 
^be equally reprobated.—A.t the memorable invasion 
'of Hisdostsuo by 27(idir dhsh, when bis country became 
u prey to savoge ferocity and lawless outarge, Saadut 
ICbno. from selfish views and a spirit of iDordinate ambi¬ 
tion, excited tlie vengeance of the coaqaeror, and by

SAPDAR JCJKS 

When* Saadat JIban quitted his netive conntry, he 
left behind him an only atetor, aanied to a noblemau, 
oaned Jaafer Beg. He proiniBed at his dsparttzre, ehoold 
fortune pro^e favourable, Co send for his family CoHio- 
AostauD, which be did acoordingly. But Jaafer Beg 
iiad died and left tiro sons. Abul lifuDSoor Ehan sod 
ifiTza Uolisun. the former better known as S&fdac 
Jang. These yootha were received with affbetiooate 
regard by 8aadat Khan ; and. to porpetuete the family 
bononrs, he bestowed lus only daagbler in marriage 
to the eider brother. That prinoess, the grandmother 
of tlie reigning Nawanb, is well known to ^e BrltleU 
natloD. After living to the great nge of ninety, sbe 
expired a few years siiice at her palace In Onde. On 
death of bie usole, tho young Kawaub Safdar Jung was 
confirmed by the king in hie govern cuent of Onde; and 
cn the dopartore of tbe Persian conqueror, became a 
great favoarite at the court of Ifohammad Sbah. Bm* 
ployed, like bis predecessors, lo distaot parts of the 
einpire> his success was frequently brilli ant; and be rose

SHUJAA 0 DOWLA 

Shujoao Dowla, sou aad successor of l^fdar Jong. wa& 
called in liis yoaagOTt days Mirza Jolsul iJddeeu ilyder. 
Hod this prince lived in the roign of Shnh Jehon, or the 
Great Aureugseeo. he might have attained a high 
ebaraoter in the annals of the empire; but be was bon> 
at a period when tho bouse of Time or w.'is rapidly 
deolining, and tiie superior geoltia of n foroign Dntlou 
hod acqnired no ascendenoy not to bo overborn, i^hojaa 
0 Do win, in his contest witii tho English, baviog rashly 
espoused the cause of the nnfoTtaoato Caiisim All, 
Nuwanb of Benga), felt the offsets oi this asoendenoyv

atlcotioo of hie eoemiee. He yns not deceived; the 
peace of 1766 (troU IrQOtvQ in Eorope) placed Llm in 
asituatioD more eligible than what be hold at the com* 
aeocement of tiio wnv: for, exclnsive of tho restoration 
of the couQQOrod proviocee, lie became tlxa friend and 
ally of t)ie En^rlish; aod to cemont tho union b 7 etill 
closet' tioa, lio asked and obtainod the ossistaoco of 
n British force for the protection of his frontiers. 

When released fi'om ttio afoi'e-montloned contest, 
Shuiaa c Dowls directed his atteatioo to the au^menta* 
tiou of hill army, and to tho inanageniest of tiio nftaire of 
his own dominions, into the go/sronieot of whicli great 
abuses bad been istrodocod. If we take his ehaTncter 
compai'atavely, Shujaa o Dowla .wUl be allowed eoo* 
Etderable merit: active and vigorous in bis miod, he 
was bold, dnrinc, and onterprising, wbioh he maoifested 
on various oocaslons, and in eitnationi oi danger and 
difficulty. His taro per was Irasciblo, which ottsa led 
him to oommit acta cl erueUy; yet he ims an oscslbot 
nmgisCrate, a lover of justice, and anxiously dcsiross of 
the prosperity of Ins country. To the internni economy 
of his govoenmeut, he paid a rigid attention; and by his 
judieiona and prudent arrangements, aided by the sxer* 
tlODS of some very able officers, he cleared bis domisions 
from the remains of a ucet of banditti which had long 
infested and disgraced them. His condoot with regard 
to his neighbours, the Rohillas, was on every Acconnt tho 
most exceptionable; and hie hostile attempt to destroy 
their power evidently oxiginaCed from a spirit of 
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Ambition, bonodlesa as ioordioato nad reprohonaible: 
nor oan his eadoaToars to extonnato his ooadnct by 
Uirowiag tho blAma os the iicpolitic obstioaoy of the 
Boliillas in refaeisg to discharge the stipulated snm, 
in any shape justify tbe means he used to effect their 
destruction.*

}?ajotT ICImo, on his arrirn) at Bolbi, mot wiUt 
a rccoptiQQ different from his expecUtioos. Tho kioi: 
was digested viith bits fox sot haviog ioslstod m 
a mors reaolxite menoecupoa the dolivery of tho districts 
which hod been stipnJated in the Ute treaty with the 
vnsir; and for omitting to urge his right to participais 
m ttic pluader ncgaiiod ia the Rohilla war. 8tibh> 
Auloni, in fact, saspectad Ihs mioistev to have been 
ioflueoGod oa this occasion more by so attention to his 
own iotorests tlian that of his 3ovoreigQ« os tbs vnzir, 
preplons to bis departure, publioly bestowed on Kujiiff 
Khan the t^eobnt* of the T&zarut The easpioioo was 
diligently fostered in Uie king’s mind by tlte inggestlons 
of Mold Al Dowla, who now began to acrinire ca 
oseendenoy orer bis majesty; and being jealoos of llie 
anthority and influence of Nujoff Khan, resolred to 
oppose him in ererythlng. Tbe minister had long 
entertained hopes of that very appoiDteceot; but, baffled

Tho army affain assembled« and the oaptnm e:eDcral 
led it without delay t^cst the fork of Deig, tlio only 
place of eonBoquesce ibflt remained to the Jauts. Xnjuil 
Klian bfiFin? loTested the fork on dl sides, and com¬ 
pleted tbe blooicode, detaohed a small portion from liis 
main body bbrougbont tJm adjacent country, and redooed 
many of the semiudars to obedienco. 

WhUe tiie srmy lay before Deig, an embassy Arrived 
in camp, sent by tbe Tazir Asuf! Al Bowla. That young 
prince, who suoceeded to tbe Uusnod of Shujaa o Dowla, 
won olgbteen years of ago. On bis acceseiou, it was 
deemed advisable to request of 8bah-Anlum a con¬ 
firmation of his patent o£ tlie vosoiut in his own name, 
For this purpose, XUoj ^hao, a favourite servant, was 
deputed to Delhi, attondod by a apieodid suite, and 
oflrryiog with him fifty l&clcs of rupees as a paishonelt. 
After a short stay in tbe camp, he proceeded on to 
the capital, where hie success At firat fell short of 
his expectfitioDS' The king did net appear inclined 
to expedite tbe patent; aocl, under various pretences, 
delayed giving a direct answer^—But a severe mis- 
fortnne which at this time befell liis majesty^e arms, 
caused an immediate and ready assent Zabita Hban 
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had ftgsuii beooiSd retractoty, and refcsed to for 
^ard tie stiputotod tribate to tbe rc^al tmaary < 
Aod was aow prepared to support hto reb^ltOQ by 
force of sriss. Abdul Cauem Khait, on tho part of too 
kiug, was ordered to march au army to ottauk the 
rebel. Z^iU Khaa, who was posted to Ohoos Onrh. ]lea^ 
ins of that nobleman’s approaob. marched boldly oat. 
and olFored iiiu battle. A desperate ooatlict euaaed. 
end the event was oq the potot of provlss faToorablo 
to tbe royal forces, when a body of 1 ‘athaa horse, who 
bad been planted ia an amboseado by Zablta Cban at 
tho commcDcement of tlie action, came saddesly out 
of the place, and fell upon the rear of the klns's troops 
with siioli fary as totally to disco m&t them. Ttie 
general was slato whilst endenToncing to lally his men; 
and bis fall threw toe troope into snob disorder, tbnt 
it was with great diSoalty Majd A1 Dowla, who 
succeeded to tho comxnnaJ. was onsbtod to maVe good 
bis retreat with & rery small party. Zabita Ehan re¬ 
entered his fort in triumph. 

Accounts of this fatal disaster arriviug at conih 
created the greatest coDSterDudos and dismay* 
^ortncately, bowover. for 8bah-Autom, at this oritical 
moment he was lolievod by the appearance of Latouiat 
Khaa, one of tbe yasir’s officers, who brought abog 
with him a body oi h.OOO troops and a train of artillery, 
for tbe lciDg*B use. This salutary aid prored of the 
higliest service; 'and being relieved from any apprebeo- 
sioas for the present, tlie court determiaed to gratify the 
▼azir for tbe esseotinl service he bad leodered. A 
patent was immediately made out, aocoinpaaied with 
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the iDsigoia ef vSoe and Taloable presents ; ftod tb^ 
whole were sent off with mpob pomp and solemcitr 
vadei the charge of four commleaioners Qaiued the 
kiog for tills express parpose, 

Dariog these tnmsectioue, Kojuff iChau was still 
emplojod before De!g : tliaC fortress, whieli was uo* 
COCQ 1 SOSI 7 strong find defended bf a anmerous gurrison, 
contiQnod for nore tbaa twelve moaths to bid defiance 
to tlie efforts of Kpjaff IChao. The I'cpeated aud bloody 
assaults which were mode by tho garrison, Imd, liowover. 
much weekeoed their force^ and the health of the Jant 
prince begioning to deollsc, he entertaiuod theughta of 
soboilssioD : but before ho had time to execute his le* 
solutio&« be was hurried off by death. Buuieot Blngh. 
his brother, succeeded to the connuand : he was willing 
to coDtfnQs (he dsfeaco to the lost extiomity ; but pro¬ 
visions growing scarce, his troops mutinied, and be was 
cojupelled to withdraw privately from the fort. 

Accordingly, availing himself of tlie opportunity of 
aa extreme dark uight, and taking with him hia family 
ud treasures, accomp^aled by the greater part of the 
garrison, he effected his escapa On the ensuing mornlngi 
the king’s troops, who were prepared for an assault, 
were astoolshed to find tho walls unmanned, and no 
appear»Qce of rosistasoo. The general at first suspect¬ 
ed a atratagem ; but. on a closer iospectlnp^ perceiving 
tfad rebels had actually retired, he entered and took 
possession. 

A groat quantity of ammanition and stores, witb » 
train of artillery, were taken, bnt cot moch plunder, 
which circumstance esnsperated tbe troops, and induced 
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them to commit all sorts of TioJeoce upon the 
fesceless iobablbonts. Kot cootect witli iosalUotr. 
them, thsf proceeded to attack tlieir Pagod&s, where 
they broke aod demoUsbed tbe Idoie, in spite of the 
prayers aod eotrcnties urged by the poor wretclios oa 
bsbelf oi Iholr alters. On the capture of Deig, dl the 
romniolop pert of tbs Jeot country enbmitted; and as 
heavy fines were imposed by the goooral upon tlie 
difibrcQt eemindore, be coptlnued to fill his troasury, 
which ounbled )iiiu bidiecborgo tho arrenra of hts troopi; 
nt the SROjc time be ordered a general rejoicing 
tlirongbopt the camp. 

Tho embnisy afore-meuti00cd nrrlviag at tlie same- 
time, NojufF Khau availed himself on tho occi]<iiJD to 
shew |}is respect to the vazir, by eotertainiDg the' 
commiseloners in the most splendid manner. He feasted 
them for several day?, nod then dismiseod them with 
additfosal presents. 

The coo(iacst of tlie .Tauts beiog now complete, 
Kujuir Kliao directed bis nttentioo to the collectioo of tho 
revenuoa, and in roformiDg the ,aboaes wbicl^ liad pre- 
\‘AUed daring the war. 13ut to tho midst of bin arrange* 
meats, be was suddenly called off by letters received 
from Delhi, which required his ioiinedinto presence at 
that city. Tjabita Kiiau, whose sneoess, an nlready 
related, bad infiamod bis rescotcceot and excited bis 
ambition, was resolved to persist In bis rebellioD, and 
Actnally tbreateaed Delhi witii a siege. Prevlona,. 
however, to proceeding to opes hostilities, be aug¬ 
mented bis army, and took into bis pay large bodies of 
Sikhs. 
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Kd formed moieover. oogneodoits \7idi some of tiie 
priQCipal of tisRt nation; uod, in order to render 
t^s iUlance the more effeotnali be ombmord tlio'tenets 
oi tbie extraordinary sect,aud became a oonrort to tiieir 
iaitU. The part wbioh the Sikhs have boroo in die 
tranaaotlone of later times io the upper parts of iliiidos- 
tanoi jastify an attempt to describe their origin aud 
iprogresaire advancement to antliority in the empire. 

Doriog the reigos of Abbaiv Jebanglre, Shah Jehan 
4md Auvangzeeb, tbo annols of Klndostauu exhibit a 
series cf events and brilliant actions which mised tlie 
enipiie to the first station in Uie bistory of Asia. 
Enalating the conduct of tbeir founder, tlie great 
'TImoor, those princes, whilst they trod in his stops, 
rendered tbeir dorainion flonrishing and tbeir peojile 
liappy, aod the power of that august family appeared 
established on so solid a basis as to bid defiance to tlio 
ilnctuatiug nod oapricioue changes of fortune; but tlie 
seeds cf diesolntioo and decay were internally geoeritt> 
.od even in Hio height of their prosperity; and the 
indolence, folly and e^fetnlcocy, of the princes of latev 
times, ovorthrew the fabric of power, and buried the 
auUioTlty of the house cf Timoor under its ruins. Out 
•of the shipwreck cf its former grandeur, several uow 
and independent states arose. To the Sikhs, among 
others, may be assigned an ioteresting station; obscure 
in their origin, !n a remote part of tbe province of 
labore, this tribe bad nothingbut novelty to recommend 
itself or attract notice. 

In the reign cf tbe Emperor Baber, Naoak Sbab 
founder of the tribe, was born at a small village, named 
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TRlblndde, \a tbe i>roTiiia(>of ZrUiora; nt aa 607(7 period 
•of life, tliie ez^faotdinar 7 person, wbo possessed a good 
capaolty and nsniable maunera. forsook tiio world, and 
devoted kimseU to a life of religioas austerity. In this 
rednse state, aided by the effosioos of a fervid irtiagi* 
aatioD, Kaaok framed a system of religion, composed 
from the speculative nud coatemplatlro theories of 
Muesulnmo divlol^, whioli ho dolirorod to his Domer- 
nos folioirers as of divine origin. This book he 
termed Grautli, which, In the Panjabee dialcch implies 
scriptarol. Naaok, after reaching ids nintieib year, 
expired peaceably, and was bnried at Amritsar, 
where his tomb to the preseat day attmcts the 
AtteatioQ, and animates tbe piety, of his sQinoroTis 
disciples. He loft two childreo, Labiui Doss and Sree 
Ohaad. 

At his death, l^anak Shall, with a riow to render 
pernianeDi Ids new system, ovdnlnod that the saccession 
flhould bo olcotivo nod not liereditary, an crdioatioa, 
which, as it precluded the supreme Authority from 
remaioiDg In one family, plao^ the benevolent and 
disinterested views of tlie founder in n light truly 
ami able. Sree Chond, who found moans to seenro his 
oloctioD, presided over the tribe for several years, and, 
at hie death, Asgadjee aaceoedod. Bot this c as tom, 
though it obtained for eome time, was at length eet 
aside, and Ooozoo Earn was the first wbo established 
an bereditary sncccasloo. 

Tbe tribe contianisg to increnee by the vast aumber 
of converts wbiob it bad acquired, bad not hitlierto 
Attracted (he notice of the neighbouring powers; ocen* 
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pied Id paring & scrupulous odharence to t]ie laws aod 
ordloatioDs of their founder, tbo Sllrbs ivere looked upon 
os bormleas, inoSeusive devotees; bat tiie period was at 
band when tbey wove to net n different part, nod to 
conteud with rigour agniost imperial nuthority. Teigli 
Bahadur, whose ootloua aod miafortunes render \m name 
momornble, was tbe first who took up arms against thn 
ollioera of Aurangseeb, till after raauy bloody enooauters 
wiUi the king’s troops, he was at length overcome, tnkoa 
prisoner, and put to deatli. His suocessora, animated by 
revenge, continued a prodotory wnr with tho dcsceud- 
anb ol Aurangaeeb, and, during the struggle the Siklis 
aegnired a oonsiderable addition of territory. Among 
tbe uost memorable of these ohlefs, was Bandab, who, 
after a long and severe contest, was taken prisoner, 
carried to Delhi, and thei^e suffered with lioreie fortitiido 
no igonmiDious dbath.* 

In the roigii of Ahmad Shah, the tribe bocams very 
fcrtnldable. Profiting by the distorbeoces which tlies 
prevailed in every port of the empiro, tho Sikb^ again 
mode bead against the govoroment, and with far bettor 
saocess. They oouguered the wiiole of tbe Punjab, 
(or country inclcdod within tho Hve rlvere which fail 
into tim lodiis) and eveo pushed thoir arms beyond 
it 

Iq tbe last reign (Auluca Oaor tho Second), their 
doiuioions were boonded CD tbe west by tiic counhy 
of Cabui, aud extended eastward to the vicinity of Delhi,

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aortli b; a ras^ of bigh oioosUtiDa, and to tho south- 
west thej embraoed Uie ptovicoo of \tQlUa aod tlia 
o!t7 of Tfttb, situated oa tlie baab of tbejadns. 
LaKore. the capital of Pucjab. was selected as thoir 
chief city of residecoe. aod as such has since cootioacd. 
Thof poas&ss cnaof large towns, aod among the prlooipal 
are those of Puttiak Hurrlal. Loeh Garb. Sethiod, 
Sbalmbadi and Thaoeaser. The Sikh territories nre 
said to oontaiQ prodigioae QuanUtics of cattle, borsos, 
OKen, co^7S, and sheop; aad grain of varioae hiode is 
produced to abundance. The precdous metals are very 
scarce; and tlicir trade is for that reasoa obiefly oarried 
on by barter/specially in tbe toanuiactariog towns. 

At Pattiala they make excellent cloth, aad fire arms 
superior to moet parts of Hisdostaai). Tbe oollectod 
force of tbe Sikhs is join cose, they boiog able to bring 
ioto the Held au army of S60.000* niea, a force appa-

teoaoiops of bis latbority, and jeaJous of bis brethren, it 
seldom bappeas toat this aatloa makes tin naitod oflurt* 
Tiio Sikhs ore armed ^ith a spear, aciraltar, nnd 
escelloDt matoblock. 'tlmr horses ore stroog, very 
patient pnder hordsbip, uad undergo iaoredible fe^gue, 
The lueo pro accostoDiQd to oharge ou foil gallop, on 
a sudden they stop, disoharge their pieces with a 
deliberate aim, when suddenly wheeling obont, after 
parforcDlog ibree or lour tnros, they renew the attack. 
The shock is impressive \7hcu offered only to infantry 
hnC against prtlUery they canuot stand. It is a fact 
well known and established, that a few iield-piecos arc 
eudiment to keep in check ihclr most numerons bodies, 
loured from thmr infancy to tho bardabips of a military 
life, tbe Siki\a are addicted to predatory warfare, in a 
manner pecnliat to themselves nlooe. When determined 
to invade a neigiibeating provinco, they assemble at first

dooianded tbe raH or tribnte, if it be complied ffitb, 
they retire pe&ceably \ bat ffben this it denied, hostiUbee 
oommenoe, and the Slicba. in their progress, are accas* 
to)ned to lar waste the ooantrr on ail sides, csTryiog 
aloog' with them as many of tbe Inbabitante as they 
can tftko prisonai?, and all tire oatUe. The prisonere 
are dotainod oe alares, noless redoemed by n peonoieLoy 
OQinpQa:»atioa.—Bat thoi:^;li fond of pltindor, the dikhs) 
in Cite interior parts o! their conotry, prosorro good' 
order, and a rogolat government: and tbe onltiration 
of their lands is attended with much assidaity. Their* 
roTonues are collected at two stated periods of slz 
months each ; and by an e<iaitablo adjostiuent between 
the proprietor and cultlTatot, the latter is allowed a 
fifth part as tbe reward of his labour. 

Oi tlieir religion mueli Inforfflatlou iios not as yet 
been acquired ; bat it iiae been remarked by an ingosioos 
and spirited historian, that in the aot of receiving 
proselytoe, they oompel them to the performance of an 
act equally abhotreat to tl^o principles of tbe Hindoo 
or Unhommednn faith.* Yet. notwitiietanding the iia> 
tare of their ceremonies, It is ceitala they cootinne to 
gain nutuerons converts. 

Tiic Sikhe. in their persons, are tall, an d o! a manly 
erect deportment; (belt aspect ie ferociona, their eyee 
piercing and animated; and in tracing tbeii featares

Pi'om this digression let as proceed to Telete the 
traosaotloas at oourk Sbah-Auliim, who was eoraged 
at Tiabita Kbnu lor bis repented nets of insolence and 
disrespect, reeohed to take the field in person, and bad 
for this purpose, as above remarked, ordered the coptain 
general from Oeig. Os the minister's acrlTal, the kiug 
marched out and eo camped. 

At a secret conference held on the oocasioo, It was 
resolved, previous to oommeneing hostilities, to make

The autiior 
has to apologise forgiving a sketch ao imporlect, though ho is 
>happy to Uavn there ia another and far belter aooouat already 
bsAito the public from the late Colooel James Browur, uf tbe Ben> 
gal establish neat but which aocoont tbe anthor has not seep. 
The account here given stands merely on bis own teseamhes. 
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one effort to fiersu&de tUo rebel to retara to his dut; ; 
tboQgh, had a rotiospoot of his former conduct been 
taken, they would hare foreseen the iosuffloienoy of 
any hut resolute meaBurcs. Agreeably to this tesoWe, 
JUja Daynrniu, Hiionat Bahadur, aod Latatat, were seat 
to SahHuruapore to treat tmd offer tern^a ; but for looi of 
au aoBUceeaefol issue, the king and geooral followed 
with the army. The deputation at Hrst gavo bopoi of 
A poacoful tormlaatloD. A conference took place botween 
the oaptola general Mojd Al Dowle, and ^abita Khan ; 
but, unhappily, u nueuadoretaudlag arose, whfoh 
proceeded to Wolest altercatloa on both sides. 'S^hether 
/obitft Khao, who was of a turbulent and haughty spirit, 
could not brook the maaaer of the king's iniDistera, wbo 
talked in a high strain, or whether he was determined 
at ill events on resistaace, has not been clearly 
BSoerUloed. From whatever onuao It aroBo. he wsa 
observed as hs oaine out of the tout to be uocomnioaly • 
agitated! and, uithont wating for the ministers to 
ncoompany and introduce him, repaired directly to the 
royal tent Having paid his rsspeots to tbo kiog, he 
withdrew to bis own catop; and snddeniy, without 
Bsaigniog any ceasoo for such a coudnot, struok bis tents 
and went into fort Kotwithstanding so glArlog sad 
insolent a oondnot. the king did not proceed to the 
immediate pnaiahtoeat of the rebel. On the ooatrary, 
be was persuaded, throngb the mediation of Latafat. wbo, 
it is asserted, was bribed largely on the occasion, to 
pardon bioi. ZabitsEban .was, therefore, invited to court, 
and, on promising suboissien, was again condrmed in 
goTernmeotof SabaumApore, The army returned to DelbL

Oo tbe retoiu nt tbe ropal army to Belbi, KojufT 
Ehao, who Jiad ktoly beeo appoiotod to the govoromoQt 
of Agra, topairod to that propiaco: aboot this timo 
DOtTB arri?od at court of the death of Madbo 8iog» raler 
of Jypore, aad of tbe aeceeeiOD of Portaub Slog, a 
yoatli nf ttpelre ysars of age, to bis father’s govera- 
moot The ooDsiderable share which this priooe bore io 
. the traaaactioDs of the ooart of Delhi, jostily oar 
tokiog a retrospeotire view of tbe proTiooes of Oodipore, 
Joadpore^ and Jypoce, or the ccnsotriee denomiDated by 
geographers Rajpootana.* 

'Wbea tbe Mogols first eotored Hiodostana, they 
ioaod the iababitanCs in general e^eminate nod luxorious. 
and, in cooseqaenoa. incapable of opposing with effect 
those hardy bands wbo at first under ZengU Khan, and 
afterwards bis desoendAnt, tbs 6reat Tiooor, acquired 
& suoesesion of conquests, and finally laid tbe fousda* 
tloD of tbe Idogul empire in Hindostaua in tbe person 
of Baber, sixth in descent from Tlmoor.

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But hoverer competdot to overturn the Pntb&A 
government, the? fcmad it more diScnlt to sntidue 
the great Rajpoot prinoipalities.—Tie priaoes of those 
oouatriee, who ivete tho aboriginal aovereigns of 
Hlodostauo^ iobarited from tleir aaoestore a high and 
warlike spirit, which, added to the natnral odvaotagee 
of their aitoation, in oountriea surrounded by high 
moQntaina nod intecseotcd by oaixow vnllies and numer¬ 
ous dedloa, londored hasncdous a forelRn iovnaion. The 
Rajpoot prinocs tbarefore continued long to .resist 
with effect the valour and discipUno of the* Hogul 
troops ; and the difToront sovereigns of the house oi 
Timoor, after repeated, but InefibotaL struggles to 
reduce them by force, were in the end necessitated 
to adopt a method more oonciliatory. The first priocee 
of the race of Timoor sot only invited them, to the 
dapital, and heaped upon tliem honouis and dignities 
of all kinds, but >vere ncoustotned to lotermarry with 
thoir familicB, a circumstance, which, if the tenadous 
adherence of the Hindoos to preesrve their blood purs 
and an contaminated be oonaidered. would appear dls* 
graceful; but an alliance with the sovereign was, 
among tlie Hindoos, deemed honourable by the ancieut 
usages of their couatry. 

The great acquisition of lotetsst thus obtained by 
the Rajpoot princes, the aeourity of their posseBions, 
and, abovo all, the prosp.eot of their desoeadaats mount¬ 
ing the throne, were motives that insured a cheerful 
acquiescence io the proposed alliances, and abated their 
ardent love of Independence, and contributed to render 
them conteuCed in their tributary state. Accordingly, 
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duricg the nigoa of Jebaogire, Sb&b Jehao. sod 
Aore&pnbi the Bajpoot priooee, were gradceUy allied 
to royal blood.* 

Bajpootaaaf. or cocntry of the Batbore Bajpoots, 
jo tbo Imperial register, ia iooladed io the proviooe of 
Ajmeie. From Jypore, ooe of the principal cJiias, it 
axteada 168 coBea§ to ita north-westero bODodary of 
Belcaoeer, a city which elcirte tlie oonSaasof the desert; 
to the eastward it extends 150 ecnes, and is boonded on 
that gaarter by Agra; west hj the city of Debsiporcs 
on ths banks of the Sattlnj; and south by tlie proviooe 
of Gnzsrat. 

The principal nrer, the Puddar, rises is the 
monotaiaoQS part of the country ; and, after trarersing 
a TBSt extent, is discharged into the sea. near tbo (>Qlf 
of Entob. 

Within tbe alore-mentioaed tract are tbo cities of 
Oadipore, dendpore, and Jypore, inolnding the strong 
fortresses of Cheitore and Bintiffipore; the former 
memorable for resisting the arms of (ho emperor Akbar ; 
and Bnt latter for iiariog afforded an asylum to the 
families of 8hah Jebao and At]raagzeeb> when in 
rebellion ngaiaet their parents. These oonotries abound 
in cotton, opinn), indigo, tobacco, and grain of variona 
kinds, moat of which articles are e xported to Ahmads-

fnotards of Sarops and Persio. They have also a brood 
of oxeelloot horses, wbidi are in general use among the 
hiarbatta OTcnies. 'While the empire flonrisbed, the 
TOTenaes of the Ajmere province were . eeUmated at 
tventy-six millions ; and the di/ferent Rajahs, when 
nnitcd, ooiild bring into the hold an army of 200,000 
men, a force truly formidable, and winch proved fr^ 
quectly futul to the Uogul ptinoe^ evea in the zenith 
of their power and authority. To conclude our remarks 
OP this singular people, in the words of a spirited 
biatoriim*, “tliuir eitnaiiou enabled them to retaliate 
“iofuriee in tbe canter of the empire; bat attached 
'*lo their soil, as ground on wbloh their deities as wall 
ttieir ancestors bad lived, few of their princes had 
"been ombitioas ol incteosing their territory.*’ 

Towards the close of the last century, Jysing, a 
prince no less celebrated for bis warlike talents than 
iot hie i^epntation as a philosopher and a cnltivator of 
tlie ai’ts, foQoded the modern oity of Jypore, which be 
called Jynagghar. It is situated in tbe central ports 
of Rajpootanah, and abont 140 miles west of Agra. 
The town i$ handsome aod well built: the liousee are 
of stop^, and the streets, which are large and apaoiouA 
iutorseot each other at right nngles. A citadel, which 
Qommanda tbe town, is built upon a steep rook, around 
which extends a chain of fortifications four miles in 
circumference. In the town is to be seen an onerra^ 
tory erected by tbe prince afore>izieQtioQed, to wbiolu

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dorioff bis lifetime, many emineot and learoed moti 
were InTited, where tbe scieccs of astronomy was 
assidnoiiBly onltirated. 

This city has of Ute years inoreaedd in commerce 
end opnlenoe; for, since the coiomnoicntlon through the 
pTorioce of Idliore has been stopped by the Sikbs, tlia 
maicbants from the north hare beea aoonatomcd to 
enter Bindostaao by the route of Typoi'd. Rook salt, 
iron, and copper, are foand in the province ; and its 
revenues are estimated at fire millions sterling. 

The inbabitauts are wholly Hindoos ; and their 
manners are represented by trarellers to be hospitable 
and aoaffected. Since tbe death of Jysing, wbo may 
be considered as the founder of the present family, there 
has been a soccession of fonr prineca* Fortaub Sing, 
wbo, as already romarked, was a minor in the hands of 
his gnardiana. from inenperience was incapable of 
governing and entirely under the gnidanoe of others. 
Dating tbe Inte disturbances bU miaisters taking ad- 
Tantage of the absence of the royal nrmy, had neglected 
to send to court the onstomary tribute, which Shah- 
l\um was determined tc pnnish. He accordingly as¬ 
sembled tbe army, tbe command of which was given 
to tbe Kawaub Majd A1 DowU. This nobleman, eager 
to gratify his own ambition, bad long beheld with 
impatience the authority of Hn|n9 Khan : he thought 
tbe present opportunity favourable to bis vie ns ; and 
tbe abaenoe of the oapetam general, who was employed 
in tbe Agis provinoe, gave bim hopes of establfsh-

Tbe arm; being aeeembUd, Kojd Al Dowta, aooom- 
paoied by the king* merobed Qgaioet Etewari, a large 
town 20 the dominioas of Pertaub Blag. The plane after 
a abort lesistoaoe submitted* as did also tbe forts oi 
Korooul and Bbiuiaaey. Tbe aueoeae oi these operations 
ioduced Uajd Al DowU to carry the king to a greater 
distance, and to propose to hia tnajeety to extend his 
oirouit through the prorinoes o£ Ajmere, under pretext 
of paying bla doTotions at the abrine of a Mabomadaa 
saint. TbU plan whioh was to separate tbe king from 
Kujpit ICban, wonld in all probability have succeeded, 
had not a ciicnmstauos occurred which bafQed bis 
schemes, and led la tbe sod to important oonsequeooes. 
Kujuff Kbaoi beoriog of the late saaceeses, and per- 
oeifing the increased iaflaeace of itajd Al Dowla. 
'^entared oa a personal risit’ to tbe royal camp ; and, 
loaring the care of Agra to bis Mend Habomed Beg 
Ebau, be began Uls maioh towards Jypore. The miule- 
ters of Portaub Sing, after tbe losses aiOTe*meDtioned 
finding further resistance rain, now made OTerinrea of 
submission in tbe name of their master, and a negotiation 
accordingly eommenced. A large paisbonab was oBored 
OD the part of the ycnog Halab, and profossioos of 
loyalty and attachment in bis future conduct Peoding 
this treaty, Nuinff ^ban, who was informed of tbd 
ciicumstaDce, reeolTed it should aot be terminnled nntU 
bis owa arrirsJ. Ee, therefore, dispatched an express 
to tbe king, requesting that tbe treaty should out be 
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coacI»de6 without him ; and, on bis own aatbority, for¬ 
bade the J'ypore Takeel to proceed aoj farther In the 
afaiv. Commonde dictated in terroa so forcible had tUe 
deaired effect, and Shoh-Aulum was compelled to ac¬ 
quaint Hfijd iJ Do win of his aciiuieeceoce in the de¬ 
mands of hie riTah 

Id a few days, the army of Knjaif Khoo arrived in tJie 
neigbourhood of the royal camp, and, to do the genoral 
honour, his majesty seut his tlilrd boo, tlio l^rince 
Yezdao Biiklit, to meat and co&ductluiD to the presaaoo. 
A prirato oonferenoe wrb hold on the cccasiou. and 
Kajd A1 Dowla was cooTiceed tliat the authority 
of his rival was too powerfnl to he ovcrtiirown. I'ortaub 
Sing was now ordered to repair to the royal oamp, and. 
00 presantiog on offbiiug of five lacks of rupece. leoeived 
hia Tuajeaty’e pardon, and was restored to the govern¬ 
ment of the Jypore province. Tbo army then roturned 
to Dellu, where l^ujnif Khan, soon after his oriival. 
celebrated Uie nuptials of 'hie youDgeat- daughter with 
the Kawaub Knjuff Dooly Khan. Tho marriago was 
honoured by the kiog^s prosesce. and !n a few days 
after hlojuff Kban retnioed to Agra, 

During the remainder of the current year. little 
occcned at Ddbi worthy of notice ; bnt the ensuing 
SdosoQ exhibited a new scene of actioo, end oocasioDed 
4 considerable alteration on the face of affairs at court 
The Sikhs, who for several years bad confined themselves 
to tbeir own tsrrltoriefl, now suddenly appeared io great 
numbers on fioutiers. A great force under difiecent 
leaders having assembled, entered tbe king’s territories, 
and commenced tbeir uenal course of plunder and 
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A\ Sovla besieged the place in iorm ; but meoy da^e 
bad oot elapsed, wheo it was aonosaced to the art&f. 
that a cegotiatiCD foi peace was in tialD. Amar Sing 
coDsentiog to become tcibatary, comniiaslOBers were 
appoiated on botb sides to draw op an amicable treaty: 
The confereaces accordingly coumeDced ; but as net 
of treachery on the part of the Sikha, and ia which it 
was sQspeoted the micister bad a cooeiderable shmo, 
Buddaiily dissohed the meeting. To relate with pre- 
oisioa the ciTcamstaoces which led to this breaoii of 
faitb, we must reooUeot tiiat the Sikh chief tains, who 
had submitted at Kamali were still in the royal camp. 
They, having received advice of the expected reinforce' 
mant of their conatrymen being sear at hand, seat 
aoUBcation of it to Amar Sing ; at the same time 
advising that obief by some means or other to break off 
tbe treaty then peodiDg. 

Agreeably to this in formation, iinar Sing exhibited 
to the comiDiasioneta many shufniog evasions aud 
pretexts; and to this was added an haughty and 
coatemptnoxis behaviour, which conld not be mistaken. 
Bajab Dayaram. tlie chief commissioner, perceiving hie 
drift <)aitted tbe town of Fattiolo, and with bis asso* 
elates returned to camp. 

Meanwhile tbe traitors there endeavoured by studied 
raspeot to preclude all saspicion of their fidelity in the 
zuiud of the minister. Majd Al ’Dowla said nothing; 
and bis shameful sapineness on this occasion in sufisr- 
Ing ^e insnlts eg stained by the royal commissioners at 
PattiaU to pass unnoticed, afforded additional proofs of 
bis collusion io tbe disgraoofnl eseue. flarly on the 
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following raoraing, ilonjeet Siog aod hie aseooiate 
suddenly left the camp: & party waa directed to go in 
pursuit of tbem; thie party had scarcely cleared tbs 
advaoced posts of ths nmy, when they discovered 
the vao guard of an Immense host of Sikbe, who by 
forced marchse had advonoed thus far unnoticed. 
At the earns instant Amor Siogi of Fattiala. iseuiag 
out of the fort, covered the retreat of tbe traitors, 
and with tiiom elicrtly after joined the troops from 
Lahore. The Sihha now mads & violent attsok on 
all sides : acoustomed to a desultory mode of warfare, 
^ey charged tbe line in several parts at OQce« 
and by tbe dercences of their onset, threw tbs kiog's 
troops into codIcsIod. 1?be whole army would now 
have been eachfioed bad not tbe oBioer who commanded 
in the rear, by a well-directed fire of bis artillery, given 
a timely cbeoh to the enemy. The king's troops were, 
howover> compelled to retire ; and for four days made 
n disgraceful and disorderly retreaL On tbe fifth day. 
the army reached Pnneeput, under the walls of which 
they encamped. Here the Slkba qnittod them; and 
unsatiated with eucoess, and fiercely tbiieting for 
plunder, they divided into separate columns, and 
urossing Che Jumna, spread tbemeelvos over tlie upper 
parts of the Loo Ab, commiting everywhere acte of 
cruelty, deyastitiou, and death. 

The late disgracefal scenes had excited in the. army 
nnivereal Udignatica against Uajd A1 Dowla. On 
him the eyes of ell men were bent: and aumbere 
scrupled not openly to accuse bim of having been 
bribed by tbe Sikbe Co betray the king’s interests, and 
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devolB bia arm? to utter niio. I/, indeed, it be eoDSi- 
dered that a flser and better appointed aroiy nOTer 
marcbed from Delhi, that tlie? were Unshed with recent 
Buocessets and animated bj the presence of a prince of 
tbe blood; that this army sbonld be iccontpotent to 
BQsUto tbe shock of a tniuultuons rabble, appeared 
inoredible in tbe eyes of all in an, and proved the 
reprofiohes thrown on the miuistor to be strictly 
merited. Even after the enemy had retired, instead 
ol remaining on the frontier to recover bis soldiers 
from tbeir late depressioo, be, as if panic stmek, 
marched prampitately to the capital, thereby leaving Uie 
whole conncry espoaed in bis roar, aod the wretched 
iababiUnts a prey to the ravages of tiiose barbarons 
invaders. J3nt be was soon to receive a puoislimeDt 
adeqnota to bU desserts. 

lateUigcnee of this disaetrone event arriving at Delhi, 
coneteruation and dismay seised on all. The king 
was highly incensed at tlie base ecoduot a! Kajd A1 
Dowla; end to prevent fortheriU cooseoaenocs, reqnired 
the Immediate attendaooe of the captain geoaral. It 
was indeed high time for some effectual iatoiference. 
Oa one band the Sikhs were filling Che Doo Ab with 
outrage and devastation, while on the other several of 
the seaiiztdars. availing themselves of the confusion 
of the timeSi rose in arms, in many parte of the 
conn try. 

The minister, who by this time bad reached Delhi, 
on hie arrival laboured incessantly to remove from tbe 
king’s mind all suspicion of bis fidelity. He entered 
into a long defence of bis oonduot, wberein be attempt' 
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cd to prove thst tbe Iftte diesatei' wae impnlable not to 
h(fi want t>i attaohroenC, but to the oommoa aecideola 
of war; that for bimself he bad ever beea oae of the 
fororoost in wa\ nod exertion for ht$ maiest^’a eerTice. 

Sbab'Aplnm, who wae not in n oondition as yet to 
refute the aiguiaents of his minister (t)int oobleman’s 
guards haviog possession of the palace), apparently 
aocepted bis apologies; but the sequel inollned all 
thioking .persona to ooncludo, tlmt tbo king woe in liie 
own mind resolved on his disgraoe. It most here be 
remerobered that MDjd At Dowle, from bis extensive 
iullueoce at court, had a strong party in his favour in 
tlie oTQjy; that he, moreover, was in poseessioo of the 
king’s person sod the citadel, and therefore resolved 
b appose bis enemies by foroe of arms. It was justly 
feared that the contention between the rival cbiefs 
would, to tbe oitiaeos of Delhi, bo attended witb coiisl- 
datable mlsehiof, if not of bloodshed. 

These alarms, however, were happily enbdued by 
the conduct nod dexterity of tlie captain general, who 
woe now on his way to flie eapitaj. By means of 
bis emissaries, dispersed tbronghout the city, be, by 
largo bribes aod promises of preferment, drew over to 
bis own views the leading cbiefs of the minister’s party. 
Secure on this bead, he hesitated not to carry bis 
designs into instant execution. 

On his arrival in the ueighbourbood, the prince 
Furkhunda Bukbt and Majd Al Dowia were ordered to 
meet and conduct the captain general to court. Prior 
to Majd Al Dowla’s quilting Ihe nitadel,. he received 
imforroatiou of tiio intended combination against him. 
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He ^as told of the designs of his eaemifis to Geiae hi jo, 
aod of the Idog's acQaieecence and secret ladigDatioo 
towards bitn:flaaUy, they recommepded bltu to be iipoo 
hie gojird; aod, io the etrocgest mjmser, nrged bin to 
remaio witbia the citadel, where, with the force he 
possessed, be raigbt bid dedanae to tbe ocitsd efforts 
of bis eoemiee. Staggered at tbs unexpected intelli* 
fence, the minlGter for a moment paased. But impoOod 
by an uaaococmtable mlataatloo, bo relied on the king^e 
p arson al favonr, and. mangre entreaties of bie 

friends, resolved to go on. 

Socktody bad tbe prince’e retinuo quitted tbe oityv 
wbea ^fraaiab Khan, a yoang soldier of fortune, who 
had been bred in the camp and io the family ofZulhcar 

DowU, al the bead of 500 horse, seieed on tha 
gate ; tbenoe proceeding to the clUdal, be compelled 
tbe garrison, who had been stationed there by Ikfnjd 
Al Dfiwla, to lay down their arms and evaoute th<7 
fort Tnoy obeyed: tbe spirited youth then took 
possession for Shnh-Aulum in tbe name of bis bene- 
factoi. Tbp king having takeh do notice of this trausao 
tioD, it was supposed his majesty was apprised of the 
whole plan prior to its execntion. 

By tijie time the Prince aod Uajd Al Bowla hnd 
reached the camp of the captoio general. After a few* 
complimeotary ceremonies, tbe minister was informed 
that be was no more to visit the king. Perceiving hift 
disgrace in evitable, be begged leave to return to his 
palace la tbe city. This was allowed, but a guard was 
sect along with him ; and shortly after, the whole of hie 
property, amoncting to more than twenty lacks of 
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rupees, was seized and oeoi!seated to the uee of cbe 
oaptaio gaoeral. 

la a court so froitful of rorolatloaa as Delhi, the 
reiaoTal or death of a miniater ia la general Tie wed hy 
ttie people with perfect apathy aod indifference : yet oa 
this ocoasioD, Uajd Al Dowla’e cooduct In tbe late 
expedition bad excited a disgast among all ranJrs: 
which, added to his former oote of rapacity and 
oppression to supply the axtravagonce of the court, 
altogdtiior rendoTod his disgrace justly merited. 

7/ulficnr Al Dowlch, oo hie presentation at court, 
was received by 8hah*Aulum wltii marks of tbe most 
nffhetionate respect. Id retoro, be made aa offeriog of 
four \ick9 of rapees, together with some baeuUM 
Persian horses for the nso of tbe king’s stable. Tbe 
palace of tlie late vaztr, Camenur Aldeea Khao, was 
assigned for tbe residooce ol Ure new minister, who 
from hencefortli detormiuod to fix Ins residence at 
Delhi. 

The dismissal of Hojd Al Dowla from all his 
employments occusiOBed some alterations in the arraDge- 
meut of offices. At tbe recommeadatioo of tlie cap tain 
general, the prince Mirza Jiiwono Bulebt was made 
superinteodont of tbe bathing apartments ; prince 
Faikhuuda Bukht, Meer Atusb, or Grand Kaster of 
Artillery ; and his majesty hoDomed the captain general 
bimself witb tbe high office oi Vakeel Hutlnok, or 
Absolute Director General of tbe affairs of tbe empire. 

Tbe commencement of 1781 was taken up in prepare* 
^ODS for pDuiehing tbo Sikhs. 'That lawless banditti 
were still ravaging the upper parta of tbe Doo Ab. 
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To chostise thocn, Hina Siioffice Khao, a yonog 
noblema. who posseased great coilitary experiODoe, was 
detaciiod from the oapital witli a body of twelve 
tboos&xid men, aod a suitable traio ol artilleiy. After' 
crossing the Juiona he went in quest o£ the enetuy : 
and alter several iuefTeotual eklrraiehes and & desultory 
warfare, ho at last brought them to a geoerai and 
deoisive aotiOD. 

Od the 16tb of Angust, uoder the walls of Hecrut 
he attacked them wiUr great gallantry sod spirit: the 
king's troops, stioulotcd by Che remembranoe of their 
disgrace tbs preceding year, and burning for reveage. 
exerted on this oaoasioa their utmost e^rts to make 
an hnaourd)le amend. Sucoosa orowued their wishes 
in a total overthrow of tlie enemy with a terrible 
slaughter. Sahib Sing, their lender, with several other 
commaoders of note, were slaiu on the spot, and 
upwards of 5.000 men. Dispirited at this lose, tbo Sikhs 
returned in the utmost confusion, crossed the Jumna 
with preclpitftCion, and finally took refuge io their own 
territories which afforded relief to the miserable inbabib> 
adts over whom, for the space of several months, they 
bad exeroieed Che most uncontrolled and unbounded 
seventy. 

After the victory, 3(irza Shuffee Khan Immanely 
directed bis attention to the distresses of the Inhabit 
Cants; and to afford them solid proofs of bis benevolent 
intentioDB, be> in tiie name of bis majesty, granted them 
a remission of taxes for a year. 

Order being once more restored, he tetnroed in 
triumph to the capital. Had the advantages we brre 
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above detailed been pnrstied i^itb a vigour proportionate 
to tlie ocoasioD, tbere ie no doubt but tbe most eub* 
stautial beoefits would hate acorued to tbe ro7al cause. 
The eoem; were totally dispirited with their losses; 
and b 7 natural coose^ueace, were at variance with each 
oUier, and incapable of rosistaoce. Here then waa a 
most favourable opportunity afforded for eirteDdicg tba 
king's inllueaoe from the environs of lus oapital even 
to the Attoclc; and of eetablisbiog Ids authority ou so 
80001*0 and permanent a base fia in future to have 
effectually precluded all attempts of bis ambitious 
ueighborirs. ou what was to blin of more consequence, 
to keep within bounds bis own rebellioas subjects.^ 
Unfortunately for the state, these advantages were not 
followed up; nor could tbe prime minister be prevailed 
on to re-asseuble tbe army for au invasion of tiie 
Punjab. He was now advanoiog iu years, sad had 
become Indoleot. to which it might be added tbe minister 
could not without jealousy behold tbe abilides and 
n'slog foTtunes of Mirsa SbuQee Khan. High spirited 
and active, that nobleman had gained tbe aUacbment 
of Uie soldiery in a very uncemmon degree; and by 
acts of liberality and nmniicence, be was oarefui to 
confirm them iu their seotameut 

Meanwhile, os the person most fit for the appoint* 
meot Him Shufiee was oominated to the command of 
the.fro 0 tier station; and accordingly baving received 
bis dismissal from tho preseuce, attended by a. con¬ 
siderable force, be repaired to tbe oi^ of Panoeepat 
About this time ambassadors from Labore arrived at 
OQurt—They brought letters of submission from tbe 
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priDoipAl cli]9fs> which were accompooied by a Jarfe 
pah cosh iQ mousy, aad a promlae oi the pafiaeot bi 
futore of a re^lar tribote. The of Saraal was 
^iiewiss restored to the kiog; and the ambaesadors, 
moreover* made a pecnoiary oompeceatloa for Uie losses 
sufitaioei in the late iovoeioa. 

Shali-Aolnm now celebrated the Dnptials of hie 
second son, Prince Akbor 8bah, with a princess of the 
royal family. The cerecnoDy wqs performed with much 
splendour at the house oi the minister, who took this 
opportonlty of gratifyiai: bis master by bestowing: 
liberal presssis on the new-married pair. 

Toward the latter end of the current year, died the 
Prince Pnikhnnda Bnkbt His remains were interred in 
the mansolenm of Hnoiaiooa, the general repository of 
the ashes of the honse of Timoor." 

The death of the prince was followed shortly after 
by that of the minister. He bad been much afOioted 
for several precediog years with a severe rheumatic 
oomplaint This was moreased by a complication of 
oUier disorders cccssioned by an irrcgolar mode cf Ufa, 
which at leogtb InQanied his humours to snoh a degree 
of acrimony as rendered life a bartben to him. In this 
deplorable state, he languished for several months, till 
in tbe month of April 1762, he expired in the palace of 
Safdar Jang, sincerely regretted by his sovereign, who 
Tisited him during hie iUness, and lamented by Che 
inbabitaata of Delhi, who loved and revered bicn. He 
WAS buried in Cbe sepulchre of All Mardann Ehao. 

Miizs Kojuff Ehau Znldcar Al Dowla was a nattve

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Pdrsifi: bj'thd isoth«r’e side, he oUimed bis descent 
from tbe T 07 &I house of SeA. who, eitbo oommenoemeut 
of the present oeatury, set on the throne of Peisiit 
When Kadir Shah osuTped that foverament, be put 
under oonfiDemeut oil the ralntire branohea pf the 
rojel family who remained. Among those were the 
mother of Ku|u(7 iTImn : eho had two children, himself 
and a eietor, snioad ICIiedeoja Sultaun. 

In 1746, Mii'sa Hohsenn, brothor of Safdar Jung, 
Soobadar of Oude, was imit on an embaety to tbe Persian 
court. By his IntsTCoasion, the family obtained their 
liberty ; when tho rootber, prefstTing to remain in her 
native country, Mirsn Mobainn oarrled baolr into 
Hindostann Miraa b^njulT Kban and his sister, at that 
time about thirteen years old. This prinoese waa shortly 
after married to* her deliverer, and had by him one son, 
who, in prooees of timo, became governor of Allahabad, 
In that sUUon tfabmtid CooU ICban, the pereos above^ 
mentioned, was by order of Bhufea-o-Dowln, most basely 
aseaseinated* 

Mlrao Kujnff Khan, at the time of his nephew’s 
decease, was likewise la the vazfr’s servloe.—But Sbujaa, 
having tokea aa aversion to bin, wbloh most probably 
arose from an uowortby Jealousy of hii superior aocom- 
plishtnenis, treated him in several instances with marked 
disrespect Tbe high spirit of Nujoff Khan oonld not 
brook these indignities, and accordingly, ha quitted for 
ever tbe dominioos of Onde. 

In tils ysar 1762, he repaired to Patna,. where Oossim

That prince taidag: Kojuf? ICbea into bis service, be was 
promoted to the cotamsod of a boij of Mogol horse. 
He was eopbjed dariog the war that soon after broke 
oat befcweea tbe Sooba and the British goTeranent, and 
was preseot at tbe attack of Oadab yolla, and other 
places; and oo all occasions conducted himself with 
Tigoui. spirit, and gallaotry. 

On tbe defeat of SbujaS'O'Bowla at tbo memorable 
battle of Bnxar, and the total roin of the afTaiis of tbe 
onfortanate Cossinii HitzaNcjuf Khan, being uowillmg 
to timet to the vazir’s clemency, sought an asyJnm in 
Bagbelcnnd. Here he remained nniil the treaty of 
Allahabad in 1765, when ho was sent for by Shab-Aulum; 
and, at bis recommendation, tioid Clive gave him a 
pension of two lacks of topees, chargetdile on the. 
revennee of the Corah province.* 

Oo hie majesty*8 retreat from Aliibabad, NajnlTSbaa 
accompanied the court; and from that period bo rose, 
as we have seon in tbe preceding pages, to the first 
offices end highest honoors in the state. 

Mirea Kuinfi Hban, by his powerlul infinoooe, high, 
military character, and ncrelaxed attention to bnsioess, 
was well fitted to cosdact the affairs of the empire with 
a vigoTons and steady band. He ratored order and 
tranquillity to tbe almost-ruined provinces ; and. by bis 
wise adminietnition. recruited in a oonsider^le degree 
tbe exbacsted finances. 

Though oontmaaUy suiroundad by numerous and

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warlike eoemies, the abilities of the captaia^aenl 
were oaeal to tbe oostest 3j & steady and nndenado^ 
poreoit ia hie deeigaSi be at length trinaiphed over all 
hie Bsemiee, and reaped the fmits of bie weiUearaed 
laboars by erecting for himself a noble priooipality. 
This, consiBtiog of tbe province of AgrOi of which 
was goTeroor, the adjoining countries of Meerut and 
Mecheri. the whole of the Jaat territories, nod greater 
part of the Doo Ab, altogether yielding a reTonue of two 
millfoDS sterling His establishment was magniilceDt and 
extODSiTe; and bo lived in a manner worthy a prinoa 

To great skill in military affairs, Hajad Khan added 
ti)e happy talent of b^ng able to coooiliate tbe aitaoh- 
ment of bis troops in rtn uncommon degree. The soldiers 
admired bis patience under adversity, bis affability, 
generosity, and manliness of spirit < and though, from a 
variety of cirounEtancaSi and tbe ffnctnatiiig changes 
incideot to an Asiatic army, they were not nn frequently 
thrown into discontent, and sometimes eveo to mutiny, 
Nnjuff Ebnn, on these critical OQCftsiooB, never failed, by 
bis address and dexterity, to pacify tbe most unruly 
withont a diminution of bis own autbority.^A rare and 
fortunate example. 

That no other person was egnally capnblo to combine 
and keep together such a variety of discordant interests 
as tbe policy of an Ertstern government ever exhibits, 
was effeotaally eviaosd in tbe examples of bis e accessors* 

Upon tbe whole, we may, with justice, ascribe to 
Nujuff Ehan tiie character of an able statesman, a 
akHlnl commander, and a bumane and benevoleot man. 
Polite and afiiblein Ms (banners to all persons, wbicb is 
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lodged proPorbiM hU ooiiQtr 7 /aBB, hd was geDeroua to 
his dapeodants^acidstnetiy jest. His daatli was desarvodlj 
rdgreUed by Shab-Anlao), who eortaiolf owed to 
Mir&a KiijofT Kiiao a sitoatioD is ore respectable tben be 
bad beeo before, or was bereaftor, destiaed to ezperi- 
oDoe.*

CTntil l^ajnC JHion’s da&ib, affaire at court, though 
at times iaterrapted b7 temporary dieseosloos aod 
disagreemeois betwixt tbe Uogal oobles* bad, bj the 
aotire Tigilaace of tie oapUm'geQeral, beeo ami> 
oably settled, But ^leir torbuleot spirit, however, 
restraised during his life-time, now broke forth with a 
foiy which was totaliy uQgovemable. HeDcd, in tbe 
eeqoel of this history, we shall be reduced to tbe painful 
ueoessity of recordiag scenes of violence, anarchy, and 
bloodshed. 8hah-A.Tilam adTanciog in years, and dd8ti> 
tute of that energy end vigour of mind eo neoossary to 
stem the torrent, was compelled, as ocoasioae demanded 
to yield to its force, and tbe unhappy kingpin tbe eveoiog 
of life, bad the mortification to perceive his authority, 
totally aocihilated, and bimaeli became a wretched 
pageant in tbe Lands of his rebellious subjects. 

Among tile prioctpal competitors for power was 
Afrasiftb Ebaa. This young soldier, bred in tbe camp, 
and under tiie eye of tbe late captain-general, had by 
his military talenta accruired tbe affections of tbe army. 
Be was nominated to the poet of Ameer AL Omrah. 
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His first Bttdotion wm ja^iclocely directed to secure 
the ettaohmeat of the dlffereat Uogul chiefs. Among; 
these iijjrsA Shuffle Khan was one of the most power- 
fill; his into suocess against the Bihhs, aod his aitna- 
Uon in command of tile irontien, induced the minister 
to treat bim with extraordioary attention. Afrasiah 
£hen, therefore, eeot letters to thatnoblemao, expreesire 
of the utmost coidialitji and recommended bis rigilaot 
attention to his charge on the frontiers. SiniiJar letters 
verd seat to the f^awaab Zabita Xbao. ruler ol Saha- 
niaopore. The new minister being popular in the army, 
and a man of acknowledged reBolntion, it was thought 
be would hare seoured a continuAfioo of his antborit/; 
but an opposition which arose totalJ? unexpected hj 
bio from BO opposite qaarter, not onlf for the present 
deprived bim of his authority* but even brought him 
to the very brink of roiii. 

Xo trace the cause of this opposition, we must recur 
to the situation of the family ol the deoeased minister. 
Nujuff Khan’s sister, the Princess Kbadeeja Snltnuo, 
was at this time at Delhi, possessed of great wealth ; 
and being a woman of a masculine and iotrigniog 
spirit, she boldly entered into the politics of the times, 
aad resolved to form a party of her own. She had 
oonceivsd a great aversioo to AfrasUb ICban, who bad 
treated her with disrespect, and knowing the ambition 
of Hir&a SbuSee, selected that noblemao as a counter* 
poise egaiast the minister’s influence. EhadeejaSulUoD. 
tberefore, in oonoert with Zoiu Al Abideen Kban, bis 
brother, aod other lords, whom she bad gaioed over to 
her views, Invited Mirza Shuffee to march to Delhi, and 
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take apen bimself tbe admiaiatration of affairs. Tbd]r 
ftssursd bim at tbe same time, that tbe kiog secretly 
approved the plan, and ooodaded by rsooraoeodiog bis 
speedy appearance. 

The design of thin eoniederacy, however oantioosly 
oond noted, could not long be kept secret from Afrasiab 
Kbao. loformatioD of the intended oouepiracy being 
conveyed to bim, be resolutely determioed on a oountet 
plan, and, by a OQoiitioQ of ioterests with some die* 
affected lorde, to defeat tiie designs of bis enemies, 
imong these were tbe deposed minis ter, the Nawanb 
Majd Al Bowie. That nobleman bad since his disgrace 
been kept In dose oooffnemeot Afrasiab Khaa, hading 
him well inclined to the coonectjoo, applied to Sbab* 
Anlnm for hie release. He observed to bis majesty, that 
bfajd A1 Bowls, haTing experienced a severe pauisbment 
for his faults, in a tedious imprisoument, and tbe eon^ 
fUcation of his fortune, there was oow room for olemenoy 
towards him. Shah-Aulnm acgniesdog in (ho reqaest. 
Hajd A1 Dowla was liberated from hie arrest, and again 
placed at the head of tbe Kbalisa.* at the same time 
Kujnff Cooli Eban, soo-io^law of tbe lote mioister, was 
promoted to the office of Dewann, The contending 
parties wore, in force, nearly equal, but as Afrasiab 
possossed tbe poet of advantage, in having tbe dtedel 
under bis immediate command, he ffattared bim self with 
the hopes of sucoeee. 

Such was tbo situation of afteirs, when Mirza Shnffee 
Ebso, with his army arrived in the neigbbourbood of 
Delhi. Tbe Idng, it is said, being favourable to bis

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preleosioos, dispatched a oonfideatial serrnot secretly to 
bis caispi who recoisTfieodod for the prossot hU rsoiaia* 
Is; inaativG* This tnusaotion did oot osenpo the Qotico 
of AfTssiab ^ao, and, on recainog inforiDAtioii of it 
from his emisaaries, be (lotermioed by a vigorous 
meaevue, at oscoto briog the matter to issue. Bepairing 
to the palace, be, ia peremptory terns, demand ad the 
dismissal of Hiiza Sbafee, and told Uto king that, 
peroeivifig bis ensmies bad formed a plan to subvert 
bis nathority, it wns incumbent on bim by every means 
is his power, to prevent such ao act of iDjnstice. That, 
with respect Co the appearance of Miraa Shuflee at the 
capital, he must be on to assign bis motives for 

quitting his station on the frontiers without leave 
obtained, and in mauifest violation of his oath of aUeglaocs. 
Afrasiab Khan conoluded with remarklog the improper 
conduct of tbs Prinoeas Kbadeeja SulUun, whom lie 
knew acted in concert with his enemies, and urged the 
necessity of laymg some restraint upon bar ambitioos 
and intriguing spirit He oharged her with a design to 
degrade bis argesty’s authority ; and finally coucluded 
his TemoDStrauce, with a ret^uisition for that princess 
immediately to deliver up the forCroes of Agra, with the 
cannon and warlike stores eontained tbereio. Sbab-Aulum 
noder the restraint of bis minister acquiesced in bis 
demands, and accordingly Mirza Sbuffeo was called upon 
by letter testate bis reasons for having quitted bis station. 
Thia vigorous measure, though it aUrmed Uim Sboflee, 
did not Incline him to relinquish bis pursuits. loetsad of 
answering to the charge, be advanced his camp opposite 
the ijmere gate of the city, which he closely blockaded. 
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Tbe aspect of affairs was gloonsy. The riyal chiefs 
were each determined to rest the issue of their res* 
pecti7o claims to the a word, nad a scene of tnmalt 
and honor was apprelisoded hy the peaceful iohabU 
tents. Ai this crisis of affairs aq onexpectei oii* 
comstonco arose, which defeated the d69ig:Ds of the 
prime miaistor, acd g:ave the palm of suocees to bis 
opponeoL Duriag the diepufes abo90 related, Uahoined 
Beg IChan Komdani, who waa goveruor of Agra on the 
part of Nitjuff Khan, arailicg bimself of the confusion 
of the times, xesohetl to participate la the epoile. He 
loft tlio fort of Agra, end began to plaader And U7 
woete the country ; but bis yeogeance was prinolpany 
directed againet the Jagheer of Afrasiab Khan of whose 
autbority.he wis jdaloae. Airaelab Khan, deeming the 
preservatioo of hie estate preferable to maintaining his 
sonority at court, determined to retire. But preyious 
to taking that step, be delirered oyer tbe clUdel to bis 
associate Majd Al’DowIa, and at hia departure told tbe 
king he would soon return, and take teogeance on hie 
enemies. He Ibeo, with a select body of horse, took the 
road to Agra. « 

Scarcely had Afrasiab Khan left the city, when Mirsa* 
Shnffee Khan maiebed in with hie whole force. Efs 
soocees was rapid, haring seonrei tbe gates and pzinci* 
pal arenues to the palace, be detached a party to sar> 
ronnd the houses of Hejd Al Bowla, Latafut Khan, 
Kujuff Cooil Kban, and other ohiefe, attached to bis 
riyal. After a short, but desperate, reeistanos, iu which 
eereral were slain, those noblemen were coupelled to 
submit; and Miisa 8baSeei elerated with bis enocess. 
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repaired io triorapli to tbe palaoe. He wa inmedifttelr 
inrssted with the dlgoity of Ameer A1 Ornsrah, and the 
appreme admioiatmCloD of affaira. Tracqaillity bem? 
restored in the oity, )ifiT 2 a Sboifee paid a aislt to the 
Prinoees Kb&deejs Saltaan. After mataal coogratula- 
^ 008 , Uie prinoess'presented him wilh a large ram of 
money, of which he was mnch in want, and to coofiriQ 
hi a authority by every moane in ber power, ebe bestowed 
on him in mairiage the only remaiolug daughter of 
ber deceased brother. The naptials were celebrated 
with much spleodonr at her own charge. 

Arrived at the height of hie ambitioDi it might 
natanlly be coojectured that Mirsa Sbcffee would omit 
ao precautiona to conhrm his authority upon a solid 
basis. Bat in hia enbae^oent conduct be was highly 
reprehensible, ^at conduct which bad a<»^uired him 
the affection of the troops and ^e support of the 
officers, sow appeared to have forsaken him. Hie 
demeanour on a sadden became haughty and impericua, 
which excited ronrmntlng and discontent in the breasts 
of bis asso dates, aad their effect was for him bat too 
soon apparent. In the menutime, we must direct our 
attention to the deposed minister. Afrasiab Hban, bear> 
ing of tile late revolution, wisely resolved to make 
Habomed Beg Ehan Hamdani his friend. He being 
equally well disposed Co a oompromise, a treaty was 
accordingly drawn up, in which it was agreed to join 
tboir forces and march forthwith to Delhi, to reinstate 
Afrasiab IThan in bis authority, and afterwards sharing 
IQ a mutual Administration. 

In the meantime tbeir views were advanced, though 
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Quia teatiooslly towards tbem, by tbs disoloaara ot a 
plao wbiob bad been ooocarted aoder tba anspicea of 
the l^riQce Jawaan Bokht, irluch prodocad a oaw raro- 
Iction )D affairs. That prlDOe, who bod loss booa 
indlgneDt at the degraded sitoatioa of the royal 
antboriCy, thought the abseace of Afraalab Kb an a 
faTourable opportUDity for proseontiog a plan for the 
hiog's relief, and of talcing a share of the OoTerDcaent 
to lumself. He bad for this purpose privately gained 
over to his views Latafut AJi Khan, Hahomed Taooob, 
and eomo other lords. To Che weight of their ioftaence. 
wae added that of Mr. Pauly, a Trench officer, wbo 
oomiaaoded the disciplined battalions of the late 
Soinroo. 

The plan of operations having been thoroughly 
digested^ Mirza Jnwaun Bnkht, acoompanied by his 
associates, disclosed it to Shab^Aulnm. They streouonsly 
urged bis majesty to dismiss Hirza Sbudee Eh an from 
his eniployment, and to re-assume his anUiority, and 
pnoisL the rebels They conclnded by recoos mending 
the immediate arrest of the minister, wboo Mr. Pauly 
nndertook to secure. Shah^Aulnm aigaifyiug his 
aoquteeoence. the conspirators prepared to carry their 
plan into axecntlon. It was, however, rendered needlese 
by the voluntary departure of Mlrza Shuffee Khan, He 
was that very morning exercising his troops on the 
sands of the Jump a when he received an account of 
the plan for his destruoCiou. Ho saw bis danger, and 
finding hie troops insufficient to face the comblDatloo. 
prudently resolved to retire. Tbs Hawaub Majd Al 
Doffla and about 1,000 horse, aceompanied him in bis 
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flight Thef took Uie road to Agra. On Mirsa 
departure, the king monotiag’ ao elephant 
proceeded directly to the Jumma Musjed,* wliero hfr 
received the oorapliments of the sobilityi and distributed 
ft Urge raiu of money to the troopA Hts majesty tlten 
invested the frinoe JuwaQo Bckht with the offioo of 
Ameer Al Omrab, and returned to the palace But 
this triumph of tbe court was of very short durotiOD. 
ftod the principal acton in the late transsotioD were* 
soon destined to experieoce a sod reverse of fortune. 
Is deed, every attempt of this ill>fated monarch O 
emancipate himself from the restraiote imposed by hie 
rebellions aervaots, seeme only in tbe conclusion t> 
have rendered bla frituation more wretched. 

Mirza Shuflhe aod lus associate on quitting Delhi» 
determined to seek an asylum in the camp of his in7e> 
terate foes. Bot it must be recoUeoted that otroum- 
stances were now materially altered. He, litre tbeD. wae 
a fugitive, and a sense of their oommon danger bad* 
moreover, uatnrally reconciled tbe exiled obiefe to a 
combiQation of tiieir inutnel interest. Mahomed Beg, 
Mlrss Shuffee, aod Afrosiab £bas, having met in tbe 
neighbourhood of Muttra, after a mutual intarcbenge of 
complimeots, drew up a solemn treaty to tbe following 
eFect: 1. An equal division was to be made of tbe lands, 
poseessed by the late Nawaub Zuiflear AI DowU. 2. 
Mirsa Sbuflee Hhan to be re-iaetated in tbe post of 
prime mioister. and to remain at Delhi. S. In oonsi* 
deration of Afrasiab Shan yielding up his claim to tbe 
chief direction of affaire, he was to be left in joiab

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HUthoritf with Mahomed Beg Khan, to rule io the Boo Ab 
aod soatb-west o{ tbe Jornoa. The treaty was coa- 
daded by an anaalrDoua naaorance of ioflictiog od tbeir 
eoemice the moat esemplai? pnoishmeota. Tbe uoltod 
forcee of these powerfal ohiefs (liea aommenoed their 
roaroh towards the oapitaJ. On the road» they were 
joined by PorUnb Bow of Maeborl. On reaohiag 
Foraedabodi a towa about twelve miles south of Delhi, 
the ooofederatea uoarDped, and from heace resolved to 
diotato to tlko emparoi* their own terme. Agreeably te 
thii reeolQtion, Msjd Al Dowli was dispotehod to oourt 
He wu oommiseiooed in tbe name'of the ooDfedaratoe 
to deolaro to Shah-Aulum, their reeolutioa to maintalQ 
their allegiance to his DRjeaty. but at the earns time to 
state the aeoesBity of reetoriag to Mirsa Shuftho Khan, 
that authority of wbiob by tbe maobinationi of his 
eoimiee he had beeo so unjustly daprived. 

The arrival of tbie ambasiador created tbe moet 
alarming appreheoiloDS in the king’s mind. A oonnoU 
was aieensbied on tbe occasion, when Prinoe Juwaun 
Bukht spiritedly proposed to oppose tbe rebels by ioroe. 
He observed to bii majesty with mu oh jadgment, that 
should tbe rebels obtain their inaolent demondSi there 
was DO reesonable ground in fnlure to hope that any 
reepeot would be paid to bis majestyi but that Ui» 
traitors, os the natural effect of an easy oonpllanoe. 
would not rest sitladed witbont tbe ootnplsto degrade' 
Uon of tbe royal authority. Tbe prince was eapported 
in bis opinion by tbe whole oonnoil, and Hr. Pauly 
affirmed that bia own force was of itself suSolent to 
overthrow and disperse tbe rebels. But tbe king with 
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« pusillaoimity totall3^ nnwortby of him, wbicb arose 
from a fear of aaataiuiog iosalts should tbe rebels be 
ancceestn], rejected the salutary adrica of bis son, aod 
commanded him !a uoscert with Mr. Pauly to enter into 
an amioable agreement with the coufederates. Many 
persone at Delhi scmpled not to affiiio that the king on 
tills coeasioD, was swayed by the intrigues oarryiog on 
in the barem. That the Princess Xhadoeja Soltaun, 
aunt of Mirza ShnRee, bad persuaded his majesty 
to pacific measures. It is most probable that to the 
latter cause may be attributed bia irresolution. Pauly 
and I^tafaut, therefore, were oharged with the negotia¬ 
tion, and, to giPB appearance of greater cordiality on 
the part of his majeety. the Priaco JnwRcn Bukht wes 
directed to aocompoay the commissioners to the rebel 
camp. Meanwhile, a plan, of which Afraelab Khan is said 
to bare been coniriTer, was agitated in the councils 
of the COD federates. They agree to the propositions for 
peace, but, iostigatsd by a reTengefnl spirit, descended 
the perpetration of an atrocioua act 

A general reconciliatioD of parties being agreed to, 
and properly ratiSed by the raspectire slgnatn^es, Prince 
Mina Jawaun Bchht, accompanied by Pauly and Latafut. 
left the city and proceeded to the confederate armies. 
Bat scarcely had the devoted Tictims entered the oamp» 
when a party of horse, who had boeu placed in ambuscade, 
suddenly issnlug from their couoealmeut, attached * and 
dispersed Uie followers of the commissiooere. seized and 
overpowered those unfortunate men, and by a bloody 
process struck off the head of Mr. Pauly, and deprived 
Latafut of sight. The army of the rebels then attacked 
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the battalioDR the commissioDerSi who, ae the? were 
totally QQprepAred for the treacheiy, wore easily 
oTorpowered. To tlie prisoe tisey promised implicit 
obedieaoe, aad shortly after la his compaoy entered the 
city la triniuph. 

Shalt-Aidam. thas reduced, was coastrAinsd to receive 
the rebels with nppnroot »ib*sfactioii and murks of res¬ 
pect Irtirza Slmffee was rolostated in his authority, aod 
tlio other ohiefs were i)onourod with titles aud dljr&itios. 

Ifrom the ascoadaocy time acquired by Miru Shuffee 
had be pursued an upright conduct there was every 
prospect of his autliority being perruaneiiL But U soon 
Appeared that the late reoonoIlUtioo of the contending 
•chiefs woe temporary aad ioBinoere. The prime minister 
in order to restore traoqiulltty to the province of Agrai 
which had suffered much by the tmuults before meu* 
tioued, resolved to repair tbitlser in person: ]is took 
with him the prince SoIimtiuD ^hikoL. \7e may reooUeoC 
the stipulatione made in the treaty of Agra the prO' 
•ceding year. Mahomed Beg Ehao Hamdani,who deemed 
himself the principal instrument in the reetoration of 
the'minister’s authority, now called on him for the per¬ 
formance of his agreement He demanded his share of 
the lands of the late ^ullicRi AI Dowla. Minsa Shuffee. 
whether he tliought his sutbority too firmly established 
to be again shaken, or jealous of divided sway, refnssd 
compliance with the terms of the treaty. 

Mahomed Beg Khan, justly incensed ot this breach 
of faith, gave vent to the natanl ferocity of his dis* 
positioD, and resolved to take a severe revenge. It is 
probable, however, that tlie minister might have warded 
S 
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off the blo^v. hod he uot hy no aoC of eqiiaJ folly aod 
iujnstice, homed the whole body of the Mc^l nohility 
into QCta of opeo hofttility. It will be necessary hero to 
develop tlie omises of sodden reTolrition which led to 
the extioctioo, not only of his aatborlty, bnt Ins life. 
To flo unbounded ambition, Mirsn Sliuffee uofortanittoly 
lidded an inextiafuishable a^arico: uctuatod by that 
no worthy passion, he. in a fatal mo me at, determined to 
resume those lands which had boon ;;raQted by the late 
>7ulciff Khan os JaiedtiS of the maiDtooance of the 
troops of ti^e different Uognl lords. In lieu of these, 
be detenuinod it should henceforth be disbursed by 
ruontlily payments from the royal tret^ury. His com¬ 
mands, wl^en cotilud to the different chiefs, excitod 
nniTereal QinTmiinngs and disoontenh But ilirxa Shnffeo 
enforced obedieuco to liis orders.—Fatal were tiic conau' 
(inenoes which followed this mli and impolitic laeasnre. 
The oomcnanders, irritated at the no worthy treotmeut, 
with justice deemed their aoivioos morited a return 
far different; aud, coder the impulse of passion, buniod 
tbeccselres into the commies ion of a crime of the 
blachest dye. Afrasiab Khan. Mahomed Beg ICIian, aud 
other lords, entered into a oonspirBcy to aesassinate 
the uinister; and bound themsehes, after the perpetre- 
tion of the deed, to place Afrasiah Khan iu tlie authority 
of the deceased, and to restore the Jaiedads. The more 
effectually b conoeal their mtentions. it was Agreed 
b invite 3iirsa Shnifoo, who was by this time advanced 
towards Agra, to as amicable conference, to reconcile 
and settle their mutual disputes. 

On the tl3rd of September of tiie current year, tbe 
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two aiTn^es mefci aad oq camped ia the aeighboarhood of 
Deig. 7hoQigh the cooepiraoT wo have before related, 
had beeo pUaned vith the utmost seorecy end caataoD, 
it, by acme mesoB or other, reached the oars of Mirsa 
Sbaf^6*8 friends: oedt pvevioas to the intended )Qte> 
viow, the prime nihiietei* was warned of the tre&cher> 
cue doei^ns of Ins eoomios. Bnt MItia ShufTcu rejected 
the ielormaCieQ tin r oonoorted folsoliood ; nnd, totally 
rogardless of personal safety, nceorupaoicd by a few 
followers, he proceeded on hie visit Tlie army of 
H&lionied 3eg Kban was drawn out as if ready to 
rcooive and oompIimeuC tho min later. TD&oh of the 
chiefs wad mounted oa his elephant; aa the aaiinal on 
which Kirza Sholfee rode approached tlie other, Uahomod 
Beg Kban, csODformahle to eatabllsbed usage, rose up, 
saluted, aud embracod his rival; but, in the porforcuance 
of diat act, haviog seised hold of tlie minister's liglit 
hand, which wns the signal agreed os, lilirza lamaeel 
Beg, Ids nephew, who .sat in tl\e l^hawoss*, plunged & 
dagger iuto the body of tho devoted viotim. Ho groaned, 
fell back, and expired. A desperate action ousued 
between the armies; but at length Afrasiab Khan, exerting 
his influence, persuaded the troops of the late minister 
to join the coufoderates. The body of ^firsa Shuflee 
was tehoQ up by bis foUoweis, and interred in the fort 
of Dsig.

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01 tlus eveot Afrftsiab Klan Imving sect ootiflcatioD 
to DolKu tax acsvrer v&s rocciTsd, dzpressivo of Die 
Idog’e ppprobatioD oi tho deed. At tbe saico Dme, a 
fimatin urrbed, wliicli conetitated Afrnsmb Ivlian, 
Ameer At OmiAiii and* moreorer, gave ponuieeioa to 
appropriate to his own use the eOects of the leto 
mioister. ITinnllf, Afrosiab Khan and princo Solymnua 
Shekoo wore ordered to repair to the capital with all 
posiblo expedition. 

Icdiflerdcae with which this important trust 
WAS oooferaod upon Afrasiab, creates o sueplcion Diot 
the fate which had befalleQ Miraa Shnffee was not dia* 
agreeable to his mojestf. A generons mind, on this 
surmise, deplores the Immiliating sitmition of a des- 
cendaot of Timoori sanetioaiog nets disgrocefnl to 
hamaoiiy, and snbrereive of the principles of moral and 
souol order. 

'W'lien Itirsa SnITee was assassinated, bis brother, 
^ein Al Abideoo IChau, was gorernor o! lleerut The 
king, teoacioQs of the power which be derired from that 
sitiiation> determined upon his removaL A mandate 
was accordinfly issned for &at nobleman’s appeoiaoce 
at court He was receivad witli respect Shah-Aulnm, 
after condoliDg with him on tho death of hia brotbor. 
mtim&ted to Him tho necessitf there yns to resign 
bis gorerament. ^oin AI Abideen, wlio was a mas of 
impatient temper, in secret bnint with indlgnAtion at 
this unworthy treatmont ; at the time, however, ho said 
noUiiog; bet on retiring from the ball of audience, he 
repaired to bie own palace, whence he prirntoly departed. 
Seaeible that this condnet would enrage the king, he 
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Isnstened to Meerut; &ad, determined to resist the royal 
niitlirlty, he there collected atound him his friends end 
dependants. 

latelligeoce of this defoo^co reuchlug A/rasiob IChon, 
he assembled the army, led It to Moerat, nnd invested 
the totvn. He had determined to linve punished the 
rebel ia (he most ozempUry manner; but tliis deter- 
miufttiOQ was ov'ermled by the advico of liis cooHden- 
tlnl ofheei'B. They represented that bis power in tlie 
stnto was ss yet inliroii and it tlierefore became him 
tirst to make overtures for aepotiationi to wliJob, in all 
probability, Zein AX Abideen vvonld assent Kor were 
tliey deceived in their oonjectnres. Intimation belaif 
elvea. treaty was set on loot; and, ^ein Al Abideen 
coQseating to submit to his majesty’s domoncy, was par¬ 
doned. Ho was received at court with henonr, aod a 
stipend ont of the royal treasury was allotted for his 
supportt 

T)ie prime minister rctRrning to DeDd, was received 
with great distinction. Ue answeied Shah-Anlnm ‘svitli 
protestations of perpetaal attach meat; and as proof, 
presented his majesty with an oil’ering oi tliree lacks of 
rupees, and some Parsien horses. 

Cuttab Al Dowla was now sent to conim&sd io 
Meemt; end T^njofT Cooli Khan, son-in-lnw to the Ute 
minister, who had till now resided at Keernt, was

some peshoiieh. 

flirival of this depatation audited v^^rioiu 
eraotions ID tlie miuds of the DoUiisoa; aonto waro of 
opicuoQ that the period vras athaod wheo t^liuh'AuUmi 
would retoiQ to the proteotioo of his oldest und« in 
truth, his best friends, the Bofrlish: others a?aiu ooU' 
jeotured that t)ie intent of the embassy wns to arran^o 
with the minister the oonoeras of tho royal family. 
These, duxing tite late ooinniotions, liod iitIsoq to h 
height whioit wits truly dietreesfui. Bat the tool cause 
of ATajor Browa*9 sirri^al'* was ia coosequeaco of*OTdci*}< 
be had received from his gorernmert^ not to doeltno any 
orertnre that might bo made for ulfonliog a military aid 
to the royal cause, The )iad for seTcral years 

bacir, by ibefr predatory inenrsioos into Doo Ab and 
KohilonQd, excited alarm io the go'^enment of Aauf Al 
Cowls : aud ifr. lUstiDge. the llvitash Govern or, with 
hie nsual discernmeat deemed the exertions of the court 
of Delhi might, nt the proseut jonotare of oifaica, prove 
a benehoial coimtorpoiao to the rislog power of the 
Sikhs. 

Many daya had not elapsed since tlm arrival of 
hlajor Brown, when aa event occurred wliioh creatod 
uiDOb coofasioo in the palace, and led, in its fatnre enn* 
aoQseDces, to concerns of momentous import Tho licir- 
apparest. prince Mir^a Juwaaii Bnkbt, diRguated at the 
doily insults ho received from the minister, resolved to 
throw himself os tbe protection of the yasir and the 
Gngiish ; be hoped thereby to procni’e tim to hiiuself,

Afrosiab iChna, coascloae of the ill-treatment the 
niuhnppy prince had, throofslt Ins moans, endnred, was 
fearfnl of the vaRir’s* resentmeot Ko thonght, there¬ 
fore} that the moat en’oolunl inoana of ob^iatiog this 
would be, to persQode the heir-apparent to return 
to Delhi. AccordiD|:lj, bo, in the king's name, seat 
totters to the vazir aud lilr. Hastia^ra, who was thea at 
Luelcaow, demaadiug, in terms most peremptorf, the 
immodinfe retain of the fugiUve prince. AJtliough 
Shab'Anlam, b; affixing his seal to the dispatches, 
apparently sancUoaed tlie deiunnda of his niinlster, it Is 
ccrtaia tint, iu his own lulad he was not averse to the 
escape of his son. If, indeed, his unhappy situation be* 
thoroughly considered, ft is not to be wondered at ho 
should oodoarour by any means in his power to obtain 
rolief. 

Some days sifter Uio departure of the letters before 
•mentioned, Maior HrcAo, the British Ambassador, was 
requestud to proceed to Lucknow. He accocdinglj 
repaired tliitlter, Afrosinb Khan deeming iiis authority 
fully established, so^v threw off the mask, and exhibited 
himself in his uatarnl colours. He drst proposed to tlie 
king to march to Agra, the object of whioh he aMlrmed 
wns tlie restoratiou of that province to order. Had 
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he routed here, it would hove redouoded- tc the houoar 
oi Afrosiah: hut, impelled by a jealousy ^tohomed 

Ehau toleUy uDwarvaatnUe, lie, at tlie close of 
the ccfifereoce, io Tehouent laaj’unge urged tlie king 
to rereogo the aasaesination of the kta miaiatci iu tlio 
pauishmeDt of filalmncd Beg. Kib mojosty porceivinf; 
the invidious drift, tarned from the niioistor with 
coldaess, and retired ioto his havem. 

The souToe of this extraordinary domand may, wit!i> 
out difHoulty, be traced lu t)\e ravalBhip of the two* 
chiefs. Hnhonied Beg iChas, though certainly guilty 
of an atrocioiis net. deserved act punishment from tl^c* 
hands of Aftnsiab. It has before been seen, that the 
loiaister himself, io coojouctica wit(i the dlogul Sirdars,, 
had urged and stimulated hfm to Che deed ; and for this 
he was now to bocome a sacrifice at tlio shrine of Ida 
imperiods coadjutor. 

Astonished at the kiag's abmpt departure, Afeasiab 
iCbni, iu sulleu sileDoe. retired to hfs own palace. 
0iviog loose to his resontmeah he there determiod on 
a measure equally violent nod unjust At the conference 
above mentioned,* tho Kuwnub 3Iajd AI llowln lind 
been present, That noblonion Imving endeavoorod to 
diesande the king from his io tended expedition to 
Agta, the ofticious reroack passed not nnnoticed hy 
l^e haughty spirit of Afrssiab. He now directed 
l^ojuff CooU ICliaa, bis dependant, to land a porty of 
guards to Cbe palace of Majd Al Bowls, and seize his 
person. His orders wore obeyed with alacrity, and the 
uafoilanate mao sgaiu fonod himself fa the course of a 
few abort hours reduced from affluence and oomruand 
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to penni? and a prison. His proper^ was seized, nad 
oonrerted to the mioistei‘e nse. Msjd A1 Bowk was 
afterwards oonfitisd in the fort ot ilgrs, weere he died 
in lias I not much regretted, except hj SbaH^AxUnn, 
whose coDlldence he had so frequenUy abused by the 
commission of oppressiTe aots npon his subjects. He 
was ao iottiguing artfnl courtier, AToticious, oad in^ 
solsQt 8h(Ji*Aulum, whoQ iaforined of this outrage, 
>Yaii tilled with tiie deepest iadignotion. He resolved 
thei'ofove, at nil events, to throw himself bto tlie 
hands oi the Mnrhattas; uod. by a foreign aid, to reliere 
himself from tlie iosupportable insnlb daily otferoi 
him by his own subjects.

From the proooding Hcenos o! party vinloneo, tho 
leaddr nil) ^rith pUnsure loUon Ji)story tliroctcii the 
jnore edify log detail of geographical information. We 
shall proceed, tiiorefote. to taire n retrospeofci/o viow of 
the Malwfih proticce. la iU lluctuattng state iiador a 
succession of rulers. But the considerable istiiience 
acquired by Madbajee Siudiah in the politics of Hmdos- 
farm, presioosly demands attenticD to the rise and 
progressiTe fortnue of this extraordinary mao. 

^fadhofee Siadiali Futteol Bahadur was descended 
from a R&jpont family, liis father, Banojee Siadlah, 
was ao officer in the service of Bnilrow, wlio, in tho 
latter ead of the reign of Bajah Sahoo. was Pnishnwuh 
of tbo jlfarhatta state. The aapinoncaa und effiminney of 
the court of Delhi, nod the distracted state oi tlio empire 
towards the close of the reigo of Mehamnind Klioh. 
rendered easy tlie subjugation of the Malwah province. 
On tliat expedition Itaaojee Siadiali acoompnniod the 
Paishwuh. The services and ability displayed Ity iiuno- 
;iee duriug the oiimpaigo, were rewarded with tlm 
Amnagement.of the province, which was confirmed in 
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jagbeer to his descendants by Baja 8ahoo. Baaojce 
had four sous: Appajas. TaJs& TooVajec nod Siadinlu 
Appftiee WAS slain in a civil broil in Uis JjQsghar pro* 
vinca; Tookaiea »nd Tajss parislicd in tlio nianiorable 
battle of Pnunaepat in 1762. 

Sindi&h, in that notion, thnugh onl^ scvanteCD roars 
of age, displyed n genius and spirit which well foretold 
his fiitniQ grenbitoes: boliig desperutely wounded, and 
Tinabb to follow tho iwte of ^e few Borvlvota of the 
3[ia*lmtta nrmy, lie wd.h aoctetly taken care of iu the 
camp of tlie Aiidnllec. Bocovered from his irounds, he 
>VBH privately removed from this nsyluin, and by hU 
protectors coQveyod loto Deooaa. lie then a^uinod 
tbo governnieot of his patruuooial estate of Ujdn. 
From his intense applica^on to baainess, aided by the 
endowments of a vigorous mind, ho soon ae^inirad eco' 
sidorable intladuce in Uie MRrlintbi state; and ttss 
early considered as one of the principal //aglieerdars. 
Ill 1770, ho necorupanied Kolkar sod Beesajee into 
I{indostauii, wbere his actiona have been recorded in 
tho preceding pages* 

Halvrah,* the greater part of whioli Is tlio iulierltaoce 
of tlio hlindinh family, is in length two hnndred and 
forty*1ivQ coss, in breadth tivo hundred and tliivty. On 
the north, it ia bounded by the Ajmere Soobah; oo the 
sou^, by Bnglauah; ca the east, by part of Agra end 
Allahabad; and on the west, by (razerai The prloalpol

^jnrvoycr-geaoral on the Bemhoy estabhslimeat vbo furnished

but it is w&torod by maoy other sninilor streaiuft. Thuiuch 
higher than the rest of HiodostatiQ, tlie land of ^luhvoli 
is io geueral fertile; in it are learod namorona borda 
of cattle; and it (ibonoda in oviuMU indigo, and tobaoco. 
—Ill former timos, the revcDiiea wore cuinputod at four 
mlUiona sterling; this, oX lute yeuvs, however, has been 
much TQdaced; and oven Biudiah, in his collcotlous, can 
realise only a million. 

The PuUmn princes of the race of ICItiljl having con* 
qoered that province from the Hindoos, tixed their scut 
of government at ^landa.* Jt was during the long and 
glorioi^ reign of the renowned Akbaiv that KelwaJi was 
graduully alien ated from the Putlmne.^Kaving rmnoxed 
it to his empire, it remained in iiis family until tlie 
close of the reign of Mahmcd Shall. 

The seioindsra and eoldien of fortuue here, as in 
otlier piu'ts of the empire, dnriog this tarbulent period, 
divided amongst them the diifereat provinces. Oat of 
these Arose several independont atutes; those states 
encroaching upon the imperlol authority, by degrees 
threw olf all bnt a nominal oliegianoo to the house of 
Timoor.^Kence, the anthority of the Bccbali Uocumo 
frequently oirennscribed Co tlio environs of tiiat city, 
wiiioh he ciiose for his I'esfdcace. The Ikjait of 
Chuadeely, desoeoded from the aooient prinoos of the 
conn try, seized on tlie nortli*east parte ; tiie southern 
were occupied by tl>e JCeeobes. To the westward, Clio 
petty semindars of Anounttvainli and Boondunuh

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assumed the etyle of ioiiepeodeat pdocos : and m tha 
centra of tba proTmce erected the nabobsliip of 
BhopanL 

Whilat Ibeae rebars were bidding define re to the 
royal atithorit7. n new nnd more formidable esei07> the 
Maiiiattax, noon destroyed the hopes of those petty 
aorereigns, mid made tliemaelreR maiders of tl)e whole 
proTince, At this .period, ICttUlch Khau, tlie fniuons 
NIznin Al itoolnk, wna gorernor of Deccan. He also, 
dingnated nt the lerity whioh atignintlaad the councils 
of the court of Delliti resolved to render himself Id- 
depoadent. To orert, howerer, the vesgeanoe of the 
Toyol anas, lie saeretly iarited the ilarliattoe to an 
invasion of tlie 31elwah province. Delighting in pre> 
datory warfare, the proposal was received with avidity. 
The immense Karhatba host was commanded by 
Bftjirow ; Rajah frirdhar directed the inipedal forces. 
Dosperato vraa the iMittle vrhioh soon oosued ; but 
victory deolaring for the invaders, with incredible rapi> 
dity they overran both Kalwah and the rich provinca of 
^>a!’<erat; and their victorious arms were afterwards 
carried to the oonfiaes of Beianah and Ajruere. 

Tho potty sovereigns who had assumed independency, 
in ooDsequence, obliged to yield up the best part of their 
possessions, were reduced to the payment of an annonl 
tribute: but the Nabob of Biicpanl and a few oilier 
Rajahs wore still permitted to retain a part of their 
toTfitories, and to exercise over them an authority 
subordinate to the control of the Karhatts. government 

Malwab was then divided into 'three shares: the first 
was allstted to Bajirow; the second to tlie IDuhatta

prloce. linjah Sal)oo ; t\)t third to the fnmlk oi Uolher 
Holkar. ^indlah, as we hare i^een, inliehted that pntt 
of the provinoe l>c«towed on Uis fathor hj ]3aji^o^7. 
But by a toiifl of successfal opoietioos, be was enabloii 
to appropriate to himself a oonsidetablo portioo of tim 
Oil CHI' lands. I'oolcnjee Holkar, who inlierlts tiio thhd 
divlHlou of tlie Malw&li province, eince his uccesKioii, hoa 
resided at Indore, a oity ^irty milea distant from Uloin. 

Ujein, the modefo capital of ^falwnh, is eitnated on 
tho eastern bank of the Sipreo river, in Int 23. 12. >T. 
and long. 75. 48. 'W. Tho city is, from its antiquity, of 
cousidcrnble note in tho empire. The monaments which 
it exhibits oi tho piety and snporatitioii of Its liiodoo 
soveroigos, are still regarded with veDoration ; nor havo 
the X’athan emperors contribatod lees to its otubeUisIi- 
moat Amosg a variety of grand and venorahJe mins, 
traveUcTS meation with applause aa oditioe erecCed by 
Nassir Al Deeu ICliilJee in tho ninth oeniury of the 
lUiiomedan era. About one mile and a half east of 
the city fs a large gloomy bailding of sn ocataogniar 
form, and the witolo of the materials of etoae. Ita 
fouadatiou is an artihcial island, which is forniod by 
a deriatiOQ of the wostorn obannel of the stream in the 
bed of tlie Sipiee, and is connected ivitli tlie opposite 
hank by a stoue bridge oi sixteen arches. The building 
consists of a variety of epacions cliambersi couetruotod 
upon H level wit)] the water i thronghout theso, by 
means of reservoirs, the water is conveyed in dilTorent 
obannels, and lienee, by aitifioial cascades, discharges 
itself into the Sipree iu pleasing mnrmcrs. The apart* 
roeute in this delightful retreat ore cool and salubrious. 
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Tn each tccqss fastened nngs of iron lot the putpono* 
of atteehiog purdahs, or Boreeds made of tlio aromatio 
root called Khtisn. Tboee. wben aptisklad with ^afer 
Iron 'ffithoat not only givo ao oaroeablo coolness to 
the o&terini? uiv, but ontirely oxcludo the inoIoaisQcy 
of the sultry aeaton. Wa Imre before remarked that, 
AmcrtR pennons of distinction. tl\ia Inxnry » common 
tiiroughout Ilindostnnn. Into those ^vutl^Ty abodes,, 
when dosircus of roposo, and fatigacil with tlie toils 
cf Hiatt', tlin princes of the lioiiso of Khiljac wore 
nccastomsd to retire. Doting the pcrlCNljcAl rains, tlie 
lower parts of this hnildiag are entirely oyerhewed. and 
nn amaxing force nt water acts against it; bat so great 
were the paios bestowed on its erection, and tlio mate- 
riala of sucli wouderful solidity, that after a lapse of 
three ceuturies it romnins eutire, end nttll continues 
to attract the adrairatioa of the spectator,~We resome, 
after this digression, the thread nf our Dnrratioo. 

^indiah, on his return from Hlndo^^tauii In 2774. 
entployed his utmost exertions to extend his influence, 
aod enlarge his patrimonial lercltory, Bold and aspiriug 
in his yiews, he pursued tiie plans of hia future 
aggrondisemeut with ardor aod unremitting pori^eTemca. 
lie had greatly increased liis revenues, und rendered 
his country highly flcuxisbing, when six years after- 
wsrds was formed the grand Marbatta oonfcdetacy. 
Joining with that league, he beenme a principal actor 
ib the scene, in which it was voioly liopod to hare 
cverthrewo the British empire in the Bast It was,, 
however, hi^pfly dissolved, end the schema rendered 
abortive, by the prompitade and vigor of the British 
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ooDOcilSi nided bj thd brlUiut nsceadanoy ncouirad by 
BriUsb ftriua under nuspiocs of Coote nod Goddard. 

Slndiah, who during that niomortibla ooatest had 
•exhibited the conduct of an ACtiro and able loader, on 
ita con duel OD, turood hia arms against Gohud.* To 17^. 
at Iho hood of a nnn3orotia and weU-appoiotod army, he 
entered that proTinco ^or n seooed tiiue, and with o 
fairer proapect of suoceas timn in hla former oxpedltion. 

The roigoioR prince, Rnjnh Ohuttor bioR, fearful 
of the isane, endeayonred, by soUcifinR an dliHnoo 
with the British GoTemroeDt, to avert the impend ins 
atorro. Accordingly, by his ambassador at Oalontto, in 
recompense for mi interfereoce of tlie EogUsii in h!s 
behalf, be promised on ennnd Knaerannli of fonr lacks 
of rapees. It does neb however, appear Uint such an 
allinnco was, at the present jnaoture. deemed acceptablo 
to the Supreme Goveminent of BenRoI. Although 
Siodiab’s extensive views of conqueet, nod the notoriety 
of his umbitioa, were to the Oounoil objects of suflideot 
mafoltnde to excite alarm, still the fidelity which that 
prince had invariably observed in his transactiDna with 
the British nation, his ‘uprightness, nod above all, lifs 
foithfol and steady adherence to treaties, had IruprcsFiBd 
tho minds of government with sontimants highly faTonr> 
able toward him. 

'Die alliance with the Hauaji was, therefore, rejected : 
but it wae deemed eligible by the Council to endeavour 
effectiPR an amicable comiironiise betinxt (be contending

Sindiah having thus acquired tbe province of Oohnd, 
now directed his whole attention to the aSairs of BelbL 
Buriog the toansactioos before mentioned, he had mua> 
tained a correspondence with Kii^a Shuffee ^an. 
^at nobloman entering into bis views, bad promised 
Inm hie entire assistance and sapport in its exeontion. 
But on his arrival on the north of tbe CLombalwith bq 
army of thirty thonsand men. Sindiah heard of the 
death of Uis associate. Deeming tbe opportuni^, for 
which he had so long and so ooxicnsly fought, now 
ortivod, he, from his present station, dispatched* letters 
to tho court of Delhi. In those, after de^ariag bie

obiel ID formed bia majesty, he ^ouldi to the antiafactioB 
of all parties, arrange and settle the af&irs of tiie 
empire. 

Afraaiab Khou, on receipt of letters, laid tliom 
before the king, and urged his majesty to an immediato 
oompUaoce with the coctents. Shah*Aulaiu, who for 
a long time, posaessed neither iatluonca not authority, 
assented to the proposal, and the royal tonts were 
ordered to be got ready. The prime mioistei, after 
fiomioatiog NoJofF Cooli Khao to tiie goveranient of tho 
fort and city of Delhi, pitched bis camp withoQt the 
wails. On the eosniog day, the army took the ronte 
to Agra. 

Ibe high pitch of aothority to which the minister 
bad arisen, gave him entire control in the state ; and 
whilst his order of march in this expedition wos marked 
with the most luxorions extravagance, inconyenienoe 
and distress attended the family of his sovereign >*—00 
the aareb, tho prime minister received letters from the 
vasir and the British govcmor-gocoral* Actoated by 
the impnlss of a liberal mind, those powers, on tlie 
present oecasios, urged in the most pressing terms tho 
release of the Knwanb Majd Al Dowla ; and rooom* 
mended to the minister a different treatment to bis 
DO happy sovei'eigiL Bnt the nor elenting spirit of 
Afrasinb was not to be softnaed ; iotrea^es or threats 
were to him alike indifferent MaJd Al Dowla was

ordered into a closer coafinemezit ; and ifrasiab Zbaa, 
leadisg tbe emperor la trlanpb, eoo&mped ua^r tbe 
walls of Agra- 

Mahomed Beg Kban Handani had taken a strong 
posltioa about forty miles from ih&t place, and tbe 
Maihatta prince was now advaaced to Fa tty pore. 

Snch was the sitoatloo of tbe cod tea ding parties, 
whoa Siadisli opened a negotiation with Mabomed Beg. 
Anzioos to aCQaire a thorougii knowledge of the seati- 
(nenta of tho Mogul nobility, aad to loara the extent of 
tbelr diRereot yievrs and expectations, Slndiah proceeded 
in a manaer cautious and dicu inspect: os a prslimi- 
Doiy stop, he called on Habomed Beg to exonlpate 
birnself from the charge of murder. In exteouation of 
hie crime, that nobleman threw tbe odinm of tbe traos- 
action upon the prime minister. He bad alleged, and 
truly, that Afrasiab Khan liad oot only instigated him 
to the deed, but bound biinself by the most soleoaiti^ 
to support him in it wheo executed. Kegarding bimsclt 
Mahomed Beg professed a ready obedieoce to the coa> 
maods of the Marhatta, and that if be would so far 
iuterfero as to procure tbe kiug’s pardon, he would 
bonoefortb attach himself to his fortunes. Meanwhile, 
be declared bis intention of remaiuiag quiet in bis 
present poaitlon .—to these insiuuatlOQa. Siodiah in reply 
declared that, satisded >yith such a doolaratioo, 
Mabomed fieg might rely on bis interference in procur¬ 
ing the pardon required. Whilst the abore negotiation 
was pending, Afraslab Khan beheld tbe motions of 
Siodiah with a watchful and jealous eye : suspectiog an 
accesajoD of influence from tbe submission of Mahomed 
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£efi he prepai^ed to ci ream root It hy n counter treaty. 
But these dtsi^QS were frustrftted b7 no ocoideot 
wbi<^i at once pat a period to bis ambitiou and hie 
life. 

To relate with preoisioQ the particulars of this eroot. 
wo must teour to the situation of 7Mn A1 Abideen. 
T^at Doblemou, the render will roeollsci to hare been 
forgiven : but ACraunb well kaowlng his disposition 
would not be easy while be remained at liberty ; on 
this account he hod hitherto been detained in. what by 
tile natives of Hlodoatnun wus deemed, on honourable 
oODfinemeDt. ITpoo the first letters, bowover, that 
passed between Airasiad Kb an and Siadiah, at the pac- 
tionlsi request of tho latter, Zein Al Abideeo was 
released. He appeared is the camp, but resolved to be 
avenged of hie brother’s death. An occasion soon offered. 
In the month of November, an interview took place in 
the vicinity of Futtypore between Slndiah and Afraslab 
Khsru After the osual interchange of civilities, Siadiah 
returned to bis own camp. Rnjah Himmnt Bahadnr 
aad several other officers of tiic army having likewise 
taken leav^, there remainad in the tent Zein Al Abldeon 
and Afraslab Eban. 

Zein Al Abideeo, whose plan was already formed, 
how entered into conversation with tiie minister. In 
terms apparently cordial, and in the moat respectful 
znancer, he proposed to him for the future to live upon 
a more amicable footing ; expressed his wish that all 
former differences should be forgotten, and urged the 
necessity of henoefortb consolidating their .mato&I iu> 
tereets. 
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Saspenddd at tbe unexpeotedneas ol this address, 
Afrasiab Kbaa reoamed for & time absorbed is eilancSk 
bat aboQt to have implied. wh9n Zeis A1 Abideen,* frith 
fury ia bia couateoance, rose from his seat, a sigoa^ 
ppon whiob Maddoo Peg oame up, aad plnoged his 
dagger ioto the breast of the dOTOted rainister. He 
expired oq the spot—A violent tomult eusuiog, several 
peraoDS were si cud: bat Zoia At Abidooo having effected 
his escape, sought and foDod protection io the camp 
of Sindiftb. 

Thus peiished Afrasiab Kbao, a mao of turbalent 
disposUon and impetuons maaners; bat '«vitb great 
personal bravery, he possessed abilities for vrar. Zal>. 
licsu A1 Bo via liaviog adopted him into bis family, 
trained Mm to armS' Coasiderabla tvere the services 
which he rendered the state, whilst under the guidance 
of his patron ; deprived of hia salutary counsels, the 
passions o! Afnsiob, always no control able, burned him 
into measures the most bold and sanguinary. The 
cause of bis ruin may be traced to bis uuguardedness 
in permitting Zein A1 Abideeu to recover lus liberty, 
la that instance ciioiuuspect, he might perhaps have 
terminated hU career happily. 

The conduct of the Harhaita chief in coonteuanoiDg 
Zein AI Abideen after the perpetration of so font a 
,criaie, calls loudly for the severest rsprehensiOn ; it is % 
strong presumptive proof that be waa accessary to tbe 
deed. In record log the transactions of a wlclced and 
dissipatod court, the impartiality of history demands tbe 
strictest Bcrutiny; whilst tbe mnltiplied assassinations

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which ia later timea, hare disgraced the polios of 
Delhi, in a rejecting end susceptible miad, mast e^coite 
horror. 

When the tumoU occasioned by Airasiab Kb an’a 
death bad subsided in the OBmp, Him mat Bahadur and 
^e Ifogul officers, as if by proeoocerted agreoment, 
repaired to the tents of the Marliatta chief. After 
complimenticg him on the death of his rival, they 
Assnred bim of tbeir naanimooe support in his Adniini8> 
tratioa of afTairs: they donbted not bat hia majesty 
would confer on him the office of Ameer Al Omrah, for 
which bo was so eminently qualifiod. These aesorances 
Siudiab received with real satisfaction ; and the two 
armies baving joined, he led tbe united forces to Agra. 
We must now for a while turn aside to tbe situation of 
the king, who, during tbe late negotiations, had 
remained in the fort of Agra. 

Tbe Nawab Uajd Al Dowla, who, as before 
remarked, was conilDed by order of tbe late minister, 
heariag of bis rivers death, persuaded the Killadar of 
Ueomt to connive at bie osoape. This being effected, 
be, in company with Cattub Al Dowla, visited the king. 
Shah-AQlucn received blm witli Icindoess, and directed 
bim to remaio near the presenee. This wontd, in all 
probability, have led to an Immediate retnra of hin 
bononrs and employments, had not his enemy, Shuja Dil 
Khao, governor of Agra, in conjuDction with Raja 
Dayaram, eadeavoured to impress the king’s mind with 
enspicioos of bis fidelity. But tbeir malice failed of 
effect; for the king, convinced that there was uo reason 
to enepect Majd Al Dowla of any disloyal iutentioas, 
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lieurd their remonstrances iritb and commanded 

*therD to desist 

But Che inaoJent msoner io which Chef had urged 
their demands. eoDTinced Shnh-AuJam that be was 
^entirelj In tUeir power and, haring little io liope for 
anjr reapecC from them in fa tare, ho rssolred to qaiC 
A fpd altogether. Tho anival o! Slndlali wouldi be 
hoped und eTpeotod. speedily afford him the means of 
punishing their preaamption. Bnt in order to leave no 
room for those noblemen to suspeot his iotentioD, be 
ordered the greater part of his family to remain behind; 
tlisn Coking Kafd Al Bowk along with him, his house¬ 
hold troops escorted him to Delhi. 

Mahomsd Beg Kbao, to wlioae situation wc most 
now recur, remained, during tbs kte txausactiona,' 
in bis entrenched camp. Siodlab. on Afrasiab's death, 
wrote to Hahnoied Beg to repair to Agrs. A coiir 
foreuoe eosnsd, and a pension of 13,000 rnpaes per 
month was allotted lor his support out of the nvenues 
of Shako rinhadi A few days after, Slndiah, with his 
hjsuol policy, resolved to employ the abilities of bis 
xew]y<acquired depeudant on n distant sxpedtioa. By 
Temoviog Uahomed Be? from the soeoo of nodou ip 
Hindostaun. he effecbuJly prevented any cabals for 
counteracting bis own doeigus; and the probability of 
bis being taken oiT while employed on a^lve service 
was an additional motive la tbe mind of this politio 
ebiet He therefore requested of Habomed Beg io 
-proceed to the conquest of Ragim Ourb, a strong 
fortress in Beccan, and bordering upon Slndieh's patrl- 
^monlal estate. Tbe country of Keetobwem. in which 
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devasUtioD. Thj booq penatrated as far as Earsal, a 
lar^e city 100 miles north of tba capital. Of this they 
took poasosaioQ, and diaperaed tbeir partiaa in various 
directioDB to oTerrao tbo province of Dslbi. To rspel 
this daring invasion Majd A1 Bowla, accoiopanicd by 
Saikhnnda Bakht, a [prinoe of the royal family, ^*Bre 
ordered to take the bald. T^vaaty thonsaod meo, with 
a respectable train cf ar^llory, ^ere soon ready to 
march. Advaociog by easy CDDroiics along the ivesterQ 
bank of the river Jamoa. the royal army readied Karoal 
v^ithoat intaircptlou, At this place Bunjeet Sing and 
Deo Sing, two of the principal leaders of the Sikiis, 
dispatched a vakeei to caoip with olfara of submlsaiOD. 
They promised a puboush of three lacks of rnpeee^ and 
to recair tbeir assodates from their predatory incnraions. 
Uajd AL Dowla acqnifiscing in the proposal those 
oblefs were directed to attend 'tbo royal army in its 
fntnre progress. Aocordingly, having evacnated the 
towii of Karnal they ioined the mioiater. Prooi ICaroal, 
Uajd Al Dowla advanced to PattiaJa, a town GO eosee 
uortli cf ^0 latter, and sitnated on the Bikb frontier. 
That place was detended by Amor Sing, who with a 
namerons garrison, and adinodance of provisions, resolved 
to BQStain a aiege. Amor Siog ibad, howeveiN otliei 
motives for resistance ; he was aware that a large rdo* 
foroemeot of Sikhs bad left I^ahore, and might shortly be 
expected at Fattlala ; nor was be without hope that 
even in the event of tbeir non'arrival, snd the town 
being hard pressed, but that he should be able to gab 
over the minister to his views, by the aid of all* 
powerfnl gold. However this might have been, Msjd 
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ibe before mration^ fortress is situated, was then in a 
state of actual rebellion; and to Kahorood Beg wag 
tfltDmilted toe doobla eba^ of rcdociog hi under 
obedience to Sindiah, and the sobseqaant management 
of toe districts. Haring made toe oecsssar? preparation 
for bis departore, Kahomed Beg Khan, acoompanied 
5,000 ineo. proceeded on his expedition to Bagho Gurh. 

Tbe greater part of the Mogul nobility haring by 
this time declared for Sindiah, he now repaired with 
confidence to tho capital. His expectations «ere folly 
answered; for, whether Sbah-Aoinm, disgusted at tbe 
thraldom in which he bad been held since tho death of 
Nnjoff Kban. expected by a change in tbe goreroment 
to experience some repose, or or whether he. on tbig 
.occasion, made a rirtue of necessity, hag not been 
oteariy ascertained. To Sindiah, bowerer, the ercnt 
proved highly farooiable. In tbe month of January, the 
Jdarbatta chief entered Delhi. He was received by tho 
king with erery demonslntion of satisfactiDO, and 
treated with distinguished hoaour. Id full Darbar, hia 
majesty inrested Mm with tbe olBee of vlmecr Al 
Omrab ; and, as an additional mark of favonr, ordered a 
patent to be made out for the Petshwah of toe Food ah 
Durbar (under whose authority Siodiah iirofeesed to 
act), constitutiug him Takeol Mutiuck.* or Absointo

almost to eorersten aothority. inasumeh as it empowers Uie 
peraocL holdiog tbe office to rtose Croitos at pleaswe.

On receiTiog 
his bonoTsry dress, the oe^ minister presented an, 
offering of five lacks of ropees, and retired from tlifr 
presenco.

During tlid lato Tiolent oomuotios, the proTiaces 
Lad faBea into disorder and daoar, Their restoration 
‘«raa tbe first object to wbioh the attention of tiie sew 
miDister was directei Tbe office of Dswaun. or sopor- 
jiiteodent of the reTenuee. had long been under tbe 
manegeruent of DayarAOi. His oonduot of Inte bad, in 
many instances, been highly roprsheBsible; but bis 
behsTiour' toward the king at Agra, dctoriuioed 
'Slodiah to remove him from office. The Dsiruoship wsf 
accordingly bestowed on Norain Bass, a person of capa- 
mty, and a sklUnl financier. Bemoining a short time at 
Delhi, during which be disposed of several offices und 
employ meets, Sindbia assembled the army for the redac¬ 
tion of Agra. 

Tho cotemeccemout of tbe carrent year was marked 
by the departure of tbe British GoversoGeneral from 
India. In quitting this important trust. Hr. Haetiogs 
had the satisfaction to pereoive himself followed by tbe 
unanimous good wishes of the princes of Hiodostaoo, 
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agd tii9 prayers of tlie oBtires. Oa the preseot occasion} 
the kiQg, tbe t&zIt of tbe empire, the Dulm of Deccan 
and tbe court of Poooeb, all seat letters to Calcutta; 
ID those were expressed theii re^T’Ot for the gOToruor’s 
doportUTe. and oontaliied, oioroorer, most ample tesimo< 
aios of tlie high opioioo they eotertaioed of his abilities, 
iategrity, nod i^ood faith.* 

Oo the iirrivfll of the army before AgT», SiodJah 
anmiuoDed (he Kovemor to aurrecder the foil Se 
declared aleo, that by n rcsistaoce to tbe royal 
authority, the torero or could Imre ao hope for pardon. 
Trenting: the sum moos with coDtempt, 8bn}ah DU fbas 
prepared for n rigorous reeistanoa. Slndiali commenoiog 
bis approaches, two batteries were sooo opened, and 
begau to play upon tbe fort with considerable effect 
Fart of the curtain was throwu dowg, aod sereral guns 
within dismounted. The goromor in the meantime was 
not idle. He repaired tbe breaches with incessant 
nctirity. and by bis own spirited beharlour auinated tbe 
garrison. A month bad elapsed when Shojah Dii 
Hhao, foroseelng the oltimato reduction of tbe placOf 
endearoured, by lui act of assumed, respecti to mollify 
Shah-Anlum. That part of the royal family who. as

whioh ia without parallel in the simals of mankind. 
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bofoT 0 seen renjAmftd in the iert of Agra, >vere new 
Ubented, and seot with an escort to Delhi, which tba 7 
reached without moloetatioQ. • 

SiodiaU perceired that the siege Advaoced hut slowly; 
be hoi)ed, thereioxe, b? opoulog a negotlatioD with 
seme leadiog men among the heeiogodt to gain thuiu 
o7or to bie interests. The ovont asewered hU wieisee. 
The ICotwal and several other officers having heeo bribed 
by a large sum ol money and a ])roDisfl at porsonal 
teourity, agreed to deliver up oue of t))e gates of the 
fort Oq a preconoertod aigimU a soloet body of troops 
preeeotiog themsolves, were adcoittod by the tccacher> 
ous Kotwal, and before the governor or Ida associate 
Dayaratn could receive information, were overpowered 
and taken prisoners. Tbey wore immediately put into 
close oonfinement, and sent off to the camp. Sindlob, 
when possessed of the fort, by pot permittisg it to be 
pluodered, acted with becoming policy ; be, howevar. 
exaoted considerable sums from the most wealthy 
iahabitants, whioh bo distributed as a largess to the 
army. Of the wholo of the possessions of the late 
Afrasiab Khan, there now remained only Ali Gnrb, That 
fort ia aituated in the nppor part of the Doo Ab. It 
bad been fortified with great care, and in it were 
deposited the family and tressnra^ of the deceased 
Huwnub. Jahangire Khan, his brother, commanded in 
Ali Onrh. He bad a strong garrison, and the siege 
was expoctod to be long and bloody. Early in the month 
ol July of the current year, Siodiab appeared befoi’e the 
place. Contrary, however, to nil espectation, it held out 
but a short time. It lias been imagined that the fears 
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of tli6 vroraeD, for the prdservatioo of their boo our uid 
affects, bad icclioad the KUladov to paaiSo raeamrefi. 
Gertaiu it is that Jabaogice Khan, ei^oifyuigr hie roadi- 
uesB Co oo^Clato* a treaty wa^ aooordiag’lj drawn up, 
and Bj^road Co bj the rcapeotira partiaa. To Xhadin 
Hassam IChan, eldest son of Uie deceased tTuwnQb, a 
faghlro was oliottad, amonotioic to a yearly reveoua of 
a look and a hall of inpaes. To tba Bagume wore 
promisod an honourable aaylaco, and to Jehaneiro Khan 
personal safety. It appanrs, howover, that thia treaty 
was rsry ill adhered to by the Marbatta chief: for» on 
the piano bein? surrendered, the Begums and Jehaoetre 
Khan were seut under a s^oog guard to the fort of 
Owalior, and tbsro detained in oonfineroent Tlie young 
Kawaub, indeed, was reoeired by Sindiah with great 
attention, aod directed Co remain in the royal camp. 
Sindiah tjien took possesion of tire fort, and with it 
tlie whole of the treasures of Afroaiab Kban, aiuonotiDg, 
ns iC has been afliruied, in spet^e. jewels, and Talacible 
arUdes, to a crorc of rupees. 

Tho fsil of Ml Sorb established the minister’s 
authority on a hrm and aolld basis. Having before 
rednoed under obedience Che greater part of the Doo Ab 
and tho counhies soutb'west of the Jumna, he now 
fouud himself master of the whole of ^e possessions of 
^e late l^oliicar A1 Dowlah. with as acquisition of 
revenno of two crores of rnpeea. 

Intelljgsace of these important successes reaching 
Dolbi. Shah-Aulnm demonstrated his satisfaatioa by 
signal marks of faroor. These were conveyed Co fibe 
iprime minister In three hundred snperb Kbillnte, to be 
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^iatribated btm to tbo officers of the avmy. Kor 
vres Siodiith less liboral io bis retaro. Twelve looks 
of rupees were allotted for tUo support of the kiog'a 
hoQSObold: and he. moreover, sent ricli prosouts to 
court 

AboQi this time the prince Juwauo Hokht, the heir* 
l^>pRrent then residing at feoares, forwarded to court 
A paisbooeh of one lack of rupees. This testimony of 
aftenticn afforded great oonsoJatton to the king's mlad. 
He now, for tbe first time since tbo death o£ ^alfloar 
Al Dowiab, experienced some repose from tbo tnmaltu- 
OQS cabals which bad so long disgraced his court, and. 
filled bim with in^ietudo and anguish. 

Tbe departure of blr. Hustings having occnsiooedi 
some obanges }n tbe British administration, perspionity 
re^piires that we being UDder one head such. transactionR. 
cmder that govocomeot as bear relation to tbe court of 
Delbf, during the cunout year. Sir John Maephetsoo 
succeeded Mr. Hastiugs in the chair. Tbat gec^eman, 
eqnally well inclioed with bis predecessor to pay every 
attection in hie power to the king's istereets, took an 
early opportunity of signifying the eame. He confirmed 
to tbe Shah Zudah tbe generous aid ho had rocoived tiio 
preceding year, and through him assured his rDafeaty,. 
that tbe British govern meat would, on -all reasonable 
ooca»ons, extend their old in support of bis actiiority. 

On the part of Siudiah, Mr. Tames Anderson fiad 
succeeded bia brotlier as ambassador to Uiat Durbar. 
Kajor Drown, who had resided at oonrt for aoaie time 
past, was now recalled. 

On tlie side of Oude, Major Paliaer, who bad. resided. 
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at the court of AeuC AI Dowla two precodlog years*, 
was now, at bis own reqaest. removed. To bim sac- 
ceeded Colonel Karper, who toolo on early opportcoity 
of paying’ attention to tie king, which be sigoified by. 
lettem, accompanied ou the part of the GoTernor-Oanoral 
by a paisbciub suitable to the oocasioo. 

S*roni these digressions we retorn to affairs at court: 
After the capture of AU Curb, Sindiah ttpnirod to> 
Delbii wLero, on his arrival bis whole eoro and ntton' 
tiou were directed to restoring good order to the 
goTernment, in all atfairs, both foreign aad domeetio. 

Sbab'Miaun A1 Ueeni a'Ooniidantial eervaat oi the 
minister, was appointed to tbs soperintendenoe oi tbe 
royal household, to which bis majesty added tbe govern¬ 
ment of the fort and city of Delhi. 

Toward tbe close of the current year died Zabita 
Khan, mlor of Sahauranpore, a man whose long and 
active life had been marked with a varied of alternate 
success and misfortune. 

Taken comparatively with hie lather, ffejeeb At 
Dowlah, Zabita iCbim appears to have been of infetior 
capacity ; bis frequent rebellions, and the native 
tnrbaloacy of bis temper, had totally estranged from 
him the king's mind, and the account of his death was 
received at court with iDdiffcrcnce. 

Zabita Kheu) was snooeeded is his territories by hie 
eldest son, Gholaum Oadir Klinn. He was a youth, 
proud, cruel, aod ferocious. His first act on assuming 
the government was the expulsion of bis unde, Abnl 
Kb an. This nobleman was at \he time advanced in years, 
and admired for hie otemplary manners. On hi& 
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defvadatioii. OhoUm Cadir ordered his eO^ots to be 
seized oad oonfisDatcd. This bold assumption of tbe 
goversveutr without consoltiug the court or petition- 
ing for ti coatinuato of the agreeable to tfio 

established usage of Hindosataun, gare great ofTcoce 
to tho king. But ObolauiD Oadir, well aware of the 
coDsequeoces, prepared to support hie rebeUlon by opou 
Tiolencc. The fort of Ohoiis Ourh was aooordingly put 
inb a state of deionee, and tbe mean^ of asaembllog 
a considerable force was fdfordod him by the condsoa- 
tioD of bis ancle’s property. 

Id those acts, Gholaum Cndir exhibited tbe first 
symptoms of tbat diabolical spirit wbiob designated 
tbe actions of his futiuo life. To him it waa referred 
to di^nme tlie house of Timoor, and to add the Isat 
outr^e to tbe miseries of a long and most anfortajiatf^ 
reign. But prerlons to entering into a detail of tho 
intrigues of ^Gbolauni Cadir, we must for a while carry 
forward the af&irs of Slndiah, and liia operations with 
the neighbouring states. 

Intelligence of the dofectioa oi Obolanu Cadlr- 
bad acorooly arrired at court when the prime minister 
was alarmed by an aocount of the robelliona designs of 
the Jynagbni prince, fertaub Singh, in formed of the 
late traosaotioiis of Gbone Gnrb, had at the same time 
withheld hie aocaetomed tribute. He tbonght tlie pre- 
sent opportunity farorable to a deeign long enter¬ 
tained of rendering himself bdependeni ^indlab 
prepared to subdue him by force: but tbe advice of 
tbe Bajah’s conftdeuUal eerraat prevented for the 
present matters proceeding to extreinity, They, foreseeing 
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Torn to bis cnis« ^hilo Sludiali oontiDoed so poTerlnJ 
ill tho stato, persoadei Perbxib Sioj? to deeiat Tiieir 
adviae was attepded with affect. The tribnte was 
aod ao additfODal paishcasli trhich accompaoied it 
appeased the ressotrueot oiShah'Auium. 

Bespectod on all sides br the country powers, this 
jortuoab Marlmtta cbiof m>\v saw with exoltotioir his 
authority arrived at its highest extent. The factious 
spiril; wbiob bad teen exhibited by the Kogul poblUtr 
was duelled ; aud Siodab’s subaequeut couduct toward 
that powerful body cootributed botli to reconoils them 
to his cause, and attach theoi to bis parson. Tims eligibly 
situated, bod SiudiaU propariy appreciated his good 
fortane, he might bare secured a power complete aod 
unirnpalied to Uie end. tTofortunately, howover, n spirit 
of avarice guiamg ground io bis breast, Inoliiied or 
impeUed him to deviate from tiiat lioe of liberal policy 
by whlcb, at the first advance of bis authority, be bad 
been wisely guided. This deviation led in its conse* 
Quences to ereotsof a most serious oatnro, aod bad well 
sigh proved the utter destruction of the ralniator. But 
in order to explain the causes of au act winch, in iU 
ereoutioD, was followed by a rovolutiou io the state, 
it wlU be here necessary to detail iu a more partloolsr 
manner the nature and tenure of the Jaialads^ or. as 
known iu Hiodoslauu, tlioae lauds which are appropri¬ 
ated for the support of the troope. 

In. most of Uie courts of India, cortmn porbons of land 
are eet apart for the pay men C of tbe army ; these are 
torraed JoudadSs a tenure wbicb seenres to tbe posses¬ 
sor a sure and easy ooUectiou : they are made over to 
10 
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the coinmaadlog officers, who» exclnsive of the 
tiges they deriTe from Hiese nssi^omojits m) I'ealizbg 
their pey, ere moreover eoablod to robiio n aomerous 
body of dependents. These increased their censequeoce 
in tlie flteto. end hot imfrequcntly afTorded thorn the 
meoDs of persoanl safety, whea their torbrilent amhitlon 
fed them to rebel agaioat tlieir sovero)|;n. It vus thcao 
J/ncdadif that the minister dotormined to romimn ; nnd 
for the onuses before mentioned thoir resumption at 
this jnneture vtas equally danseroiiR, impolitic, nnd' 
unjust: yet did Siudleh porsiet ; nnd thoopli tiaviu^ 
tlie examples of Miruv RhufTee end othen ot his |>rod(x 
cesson before his eyes, he, with a pertinacity opproeoh- 
ing to infatuAtfoD, oarried hts reaolvea into efibot Con* 
eiderable murmurs there wero, hut tlio creat force 
of Karhattas kept up by the minister, preronted for 
tho prcAont any open act of hostility on tfie part of 
tlio .Uogul officers. In secret, however, fired with 
resentments they resolved on vengeance. The blow was 
gradually preparing. About this time Karaiii Doss, who, 
since tlio death of Afrasiab IChnn, hud conducted tho 
a^airs of the Khalso, was snddenly, with oat acoDsntion, 
dismissed from hie cmploymeet, and hia {iroparty, to a 
large nmount. openly oonfisoatod for the minister^ 
use. Hie vacant office was confimed on Shah-fCleam 
Al Deen. 

&ncii repeated acts of iojcstice excited extreme 
diagnat. Bfljah Eimmut Babadnr, wbo< had eo eminent¬ 
ly assisted the designs of Sindiali. wss not the Inst 
to experloDCo an ungrateful retnra, An account of 
his Jaiedad, together with certain belaoees, said to be 
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du9 to tlie roya! treanty, were dcmacded oi lanj in the 
moat peramptory torixid. But Himmut Bahadur, ladif- 
aajat at the control attempted to bo e:?arted o7or him, 
resolved to witlihoid aU future eapport from Ills uu* 
f^rateful associate. Qulttlofr tlio court, therefor^ ho 
withdrew to his estate near Brladabim and prepared 
for rosistflRce. 

Tiio downfall of the miQlster’s authority was acce- 
lBr*&teJ by a nipbiro with the fiajah of Tynaf^liar, against 
whom a war cow aooined inevitable. 

Pyrtaub Singh, though himsolf of weak CApaeiJr, and 
enervated by cfTeraiuate pleasures had, oeverthelees, 
daring a long interval of peace, increased the revaones 
aod extended the coniiuerce cf hiS couotry. He now 
resolved openly to declare bis iadepeudencd of the 
court ; and having, os e prelude to bis rebellioc, with¬ 
held the oustomnny tribute, be begau to oolleot forces, 
and prepare hinjsell for the ooDsequences. But, previous 
to entering into n detail of tlie war ogniuet Jyosgbur. 
we must recur lot a while t) the situation of Ifahemed 
Bog Hamdani, who bore a eosiderable share in that 
war. ^lahomed Beg, the reader will recolleot, had been 
sent into tlie country of Keetchwnra, where having 
reduced the fortrees of Kogbo Ooib, and seized the 
afTalre of the province, he remained iu that statiou for 
three yeni's, Sicclish now ordered bim to the capital, 
where iie arrived Rt the coiumeucemest of the oorreot 
year. As be brought with him n conaidereble body of bia 
^Cogul troops, the minister received him in a znaunev 
apparently cordial: but dreading his power and mflueuce 
whilst at tbs head of an Mteoy. eudeavoared to persuade 
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\nm to disbuid bis fcroops. To this Uaboraod Des gave 
ft positive rolusol; aod the IntelHgeDce of the molt of 
Fertauh Sing nmviog at couit, deterred ilio .Itarhattu 
prince from eaforoiog compli^mce. IfnhoniDd liog 
who retaiaod ia his broost a doop reseotmontk was 
rpsolTod, as opportiuiit7 should occur, of m'atifyin;; it 
to the full extent He l)ad ainoo liie return ontorcd 
iab A oorrespoadenco with the priaco of rlyonslmr. 
which was tenniaated by an alliaace witli tliat elucl 
Meanwhile Siadinli having made the necossary pre- 
peratiQps for the campnigD, committed tlie care of Che 
capital to his deputy, Shah Ninim A1 Deon, and maichod 
towards Jyneglmr. Fnrtnab Siagli, attended by a 
numerous army, which he had rocrnited by alliances 
with several of the aeighbonring Bajpoot priiicsa, 
eacamped on the frostlers of his domiaioas.—The ctfoct 
of that disgust, long entertained by the ftlogul officers, 
now began to manifest itself to the dotrlmcat of tho 
prime m inf Bier. Scarcely was ho :irrived iJi the 
presence of the enemy when he received information 
of a defection among his own tioops. 71\e Ifogul 
nobility, headed by lifaliomod Beg Kban, hod secretly 
entered into engagemonts with Parianb Siogb, whoso 
splendid offers of money and omploynisnt in his Rervico 
at once gratlfred their avarice, aod aflbrdod them tlie 
means of being revenged for the indignities tliey had 
eustained from the UarhaCta prioos. Tlirough the 
agenoy of Bajab Dayarnra, a treaty was formally drawn 
up, by which it was settled, that on the approach of the 
mmiater’s army Mahomed Beg imd the other Mogul 
lords should join Pertaub Singh, Accordingly, attended 
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by tKeir whoU force, they, m the face of Siodiah's 
army, went over to tbe enemy. Astooisbed, bat not 
dismayed at tbia tioaoherous act, Sindiaii witli hie re- 
maiaing ioice hesitated not to give iostant bi^tle. Tbe 
action which ensued was long antl bloody; butMaliomed 
Beg £han Hamdmii having been slain by a cannon ball, 
the Hcgnla received a checlc, and were thrown into 
acme coniusion. PerUub Bingli, informed of this aooi* 
dent, liostcDod to t)ie ai^ot, and conferred the com- 
rorutd of the Moguls upon Ismaael Bog, nephew of tho 
deceased ciiief, Isniaeel Bog renewing tlie combat 
with ardour, soon vecoTored from the disorder, and 
restored (he success of the day. But the event 
would have still remained doubtful, had not some 
disciplined battaUoaa. formerly in the sorrica of Afrasiab 
Khan, at this critical moment, snddenly gone over 
to tbe enemy, by whicli the Marhattae wore dispirited 
beyond repair, Tho affair was Iramediately decided; 
Sindiah I'etrected from the held with expedition, and 
was obliged to talce refuge in the fort of Alwnr, the 
capital of bis ally, (bo prince of Meohuri. That chief 
received (he fugitive with cordiality and respect : but 
the severe check which Siadlob’s authority had sustained 
)U the Ices of the late battle, and tbe dispersed state of 
tbe Mavhatta army, convinced him (hat lie could not 
long hold his situation at court Collecting, tberefore, 
the remains of bis discomfited forces, be (luitted Alwar, 
and retiring southward across the Chnmbul, repaired to 
OwaJior, there to wait for reinforcements from Becoao. 

Had tbe Jyn^bor prinoe on this occasion made a 
proper use of his victory, it is probable the IMorbaUa 
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ioiliiesod in Hioilost&uo would hove been totoll? amu* 
hilated; bot oonteot with haviof doarod Iuh dominioDs 
oi the iovfider, Pertanb Sing, alter first detaching the 
MoguJ force under Ismaeel Beg to besiege Agi*a, lYhieii 
place W8S still tu the haade of the Harhattes, ho luinaolf 
returned to Jyuaghur. 

Tbe fort of Agra was defooded bj Lackwajeo. the 
Ifarhatta general; he had with Jiim a strong garrison, 
'With abundance of prorieione and ererything refiuisite 
to sustain the attack. Dat the inliabitaots of the city, 
totally uupropared with any means of resistance, and 
intimidated by threats of military exeontlou, quietly 
eobmitted on the first approach of Ismaool Beg. That 
ohifif having laid the inhabitants under a severe contri¬ 
bution. now formally demanded a surrender of the fort, 
to which laokwajee replying in the negative. iHmaeel 
Beg commenced tbs siege. 

Our Attention luust now be directed to tbe dIsAgrcih 
able sitontion into which tbe king had been thro>T7i by 
the defeat aud subsequent departure of tho ^Urhatte 
army frem Ahvar. Prior to that event, Sindiaii had 
received cartein intelligenoo that the late desertion of 
tbe Mogul officers was owiog to the intrigaes of Rrijah 
Bnyaram. Restless and terbulent in dispoition, that 
nobleman was oontiomilly employed in fomeotiog the 
inteigues and reviviDg the discontent of tlie JiCugul 
nobility ; aud tlirougli bis negotiatioo. the treaty before 
uientioiied with Pertaub Bingh had been effected. Siadiah, 
in acquainting bis deputy. Shidi tTisam Al Been, 
with this oiiocmst&nce, urged him to iuhiot exemplory 
punishmeut upon the traitor. His orders were obeyed ; 
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for iiAviag caused Eajuii Da^aram to bo arrestod and 
to court tlio ferocious deputy, eveo iu the royal 
prcsCDce. gave urders foe the aahappy wretch to be 
trodden to deatli under the feet of ah olepiiant* 

Although, by this sangaiaary deed, the deputy 
evinced a detormiod spirit to support the ^fririiatto 
authority, the accounts of liis master's do feat and 
aubaeriuent innveiuoot towards Dqoohii, proiiurod liicu to 
tixpcct the moat uspleoacot issue Ke oooordiiigiy put 
thu fort and city of Bolhi into tfie best pcssiblo stoto 
of dofeoco. Of toose preonuticDS he soon focad there 
WAS audroient need. (Iholaum Oodir Klum. who as 
before Tonerked, had assembled an army, now dete> 
miud to empltty it iu tho advnncomont of his ambitious 
achemee. la ii few days he arrived on the onstern 
bank of the .Tumoa, and on camped opposite tho citadel 
I'he Bohilln chief, however, rested not hia iiopoe of 
eocceRS wholly oc nrma. Ec had nttoebed to his 
fntoraeto a peivon of great infinecco, as well la the 
•oomioile, :is over tlie miod of the king. This oian wna 
ICuQSOor Ah Kl\nii, tlie l^iixlrf, who. bred up with 
Hhah-Aulum, hod from his earliest youth, been n eou' 
fideotlal servnut. aod loaded with a profusion of honouis 
aifld distiQguiahed kiedueaa ; but, forgetful of the duty 
he owed his soreroigu, or gratitude due to his benefactor, 
the treacheroQs Nasir ioioed In the iuirigues of 
the rebel. By the advocates tor the Ifazir it has. been 
assorted, that hatred against the Harliatto goveromeut 
was tho real causo of so extraordinary a coaducl From

tho racaot office of Ameer M Omrali. 

Gi*eat woa the consternotioa oeensionod at Delhi by 
tlie firriTol of the RoluUa army > bnt 8hah Nixaiu Al 
Deo&i assisted by Doaennkh, son-in-law of ^indiali. 
prepared to repel iiie invader. Unhappily ior theineelvea 
they despised the force of i^holaum ICndir; aad lulled 
into a fatal security, were contaoted with dotneluag a 
small force aci'oss the river, g:iviQg positive orders to 
the commanding officer to mnltd an immediate attack 
on tile euemy's camp. Of this Inattcation (hey. fzt 
the segaeh had cause to repent: the battalions, on 
the very irrst onset, were driven back and dispersed 
by tlie Robillas vritli great loss ; they pursned them to 
tlie banks of tho river, where, boats not being nt iiaud 
mony throw tiicmselves into the Jumna nod poriKhed 
miserably : (lie few who survived, ashamed to appear 
before tlie deputy, dispersed themselves over tl\e city, 
and, 08 usatii in ItindostHim, began to plunder. 

tlie deputy seeing tiic disastrous posture of lUfairs, 
nod having by this time received intelligeooe of th& 
tvoitorooB designs of tlie flazir. prepared by a spoedy 
flight to save himself from the vengeance of tlie con- 
quei'Or. Aooomponied by Deemukh, lie withdrew pri¬ 
vately from Delhi. They repaired to the fort of BuTIum* 
Ouih, a place twenty miles south of the copital. Hira 
Singli, ICilledar of that placo. received them witli liuroa- 
xdty; bnt Sluh Nizam A1 Deen not deeming himself 
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^tiiciently a£ Bullum &urb, retired from tlienoe b> 
Deigi ^9hich still aoknowledged Sindiah’s authority. 
Beaiuakh repaired to his fatlier-ia-Uvr, whom, be joined 
in tbe neighbourhood of Gwalior. 

On the flight ol tlia deputy from Delhi being made 
public, Gholaum Cadir prepared to reap the fruits of bis 
lato success. Ho croseod the river witli a select bodjt 
of b'oopB. Aud went direct to tise kiog’s palace. On hie 
arrival (agreeably to a ooncerted plao), ho was intro* 
dneed by the treaohorons Kanir to the emperor. When 
houoored witii tlie oostomary khiUnti Gholauni Cadir 
preferred hie petition for the iovest]tare of the office 
of Ameer A1 Omrahi and ccncludod with protestations 
of fldelity and attachmeot to his majestyperaos. 
8bah<AuluD3, perceiving himself without veeoarce, was 
constrained, mucli against his iacllnation, to grant the 
request of this turtmlenh chief. Having acquiesced in 
tbe demand, the patent of oreatioa wns ordered to b& 
got ready, and the fiohilla witii a respeotfal obeisance 
retired from the presence. 

Though by cooip aleatory cseass Ubolaum Cadix had 
tims attained the desired object Ills power wns by qo< 
means seonrely established. Several persons well 
attadiod to the Marhatta government as likewise to 
the king's person, still remained in Deilfl. These*, 
iodigoant at the unworthy treatment of Uieir sovereign*, 
and pitying his degraded slate, resolved to make ons' 
ofTort for the restoration of his autlmrity. Amongst 
otbers was tbe Begem Somroo, who at Uiat time 
considerable influence in the councils of Delhi. This- 
lady, wife of Somroo (a uame too well known to< 
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Eo^Iishniea by I us ia£ttiiious conduct at Tatun) nov 
commanded tiic disotpliued bnttalions whioli }io i)(td 
xftised, Bod TTos, morovor« pos^ossod of u coD»ider<ible 
Jagfiin. 

As tliia Ind; wjU beur n consldorftblo sluirc iu thu 
vcmoiotug trAHSuotiooSi we sl^idi proceod to n cuucUc 
yeOwpeot of her Bitontion and progress to uatliority. 

^omroo, a Crettnan adTontiuBL’i whom u ^pivitod 
author* has emphatically styled '‘the bloody agont of Uic 
oroelcies of Moor Coseim/' iifCev the rule of his inustcr’K 
alTaira, retired into tho Jaut proriooe. Us was tiicro 
talrcQ into the servioe of the Ute /^ullicav Al llowla, 
then in the pleutftude of his powei*. In addition to his 
disopUaed batUlions. Kuja^ lOm ^uve him the 
command of n body of Mogul hone; and, br tho 
support of the whole assigned bun tho Porgaonnh of 
lderdbanna» situated is the upper part of Poo Ab, an u 
■/aiedafC Sororoo, previoas to liia death, wiuoii liuppenod 
in 177N, married the daughter of a Mogul oobleiimh, 
whose family, from tho unsettled state of the tiuit;s, 
had fallen into distreaa. This lady, tiic present Jlegum, 
At tJie persnnaioD of her huebund, embraced tim 
Christian faith. Bho 1*6001 ved from tlio king the title 
of ',{ebvd Kisua, or, Oroeiuent of tlie Sex; and, on 
Somroo’e demiie, was oonttoued in command over tliu 
troops, and conHrtued by Kujoff Khnn In the manage- 
ID eat of her Jogkirp. In tlie oentre of tlto ruined 
province of Sahaarnoporo, in twouty-nlnth dogveo N. 
latitude, sod about sixty miles distant from Uto Ciipltal, 
rises tl i e small bat fertile priocipality of Serdliapoa ;

resides, is of considerable extent, pleasantly sltueted, cud 
commanding a fine view of tlic mcentaine of Himoieloh 
to the north*cnst. A fort near the town contains 
A good arseotd and foundry for caonoo. Five battalions 
of disciplined Seapoys, coiuuended by J<liiropeeus of 
diflbreat countries, and about forty pieces of cannon of 
various calibres, constitute the force kept up by Hegum 
Somrcc. Wltli these end about two hundred Kuropeans, 
principally employed in the service of artillery, she is 
euabled to maintain a respectable situation among the 
neighbooriag pcweie. 

AVhile the aurroundiag lands exhibit tlie eObots of 
desolntiOQ and distress, the floarishing appearance of 
^is Jaghire impresses the mind oi tiie traveller witli 
sensations most gratifying ; and !t la opon this principle, 
<hat> deviating from tbo rigid line of liistoTical precision. 
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we eulbtace Uie oppottaoitf of pajiug a kibate doeer- 
Tedl7 duo to the spirit, activity, ood tulcuts of tliis coble 
lady, Ecdowed by estate with mescalioo iotrepidity, 
asaisted by n jadgniont and forosigiit oI&it and ooinpre- 
heosiTo, Begam Bomroo, dcriog Clie vuTiuue rcvolutlocH 
above detailed, was enabled to prseewo her coaatry 
aotiiolosted, and her uixthority acimpaii’ed. In tlte sue* 
ceesiveadmieistrotiocof ZulHcacAl Dowla, 31ii'/A SUuffuo, 
and Afrasiab Khno, site wee oocfivmed in her poSBOs* 
eioDS ; * aod wiieu Siodioli arriyod at supremo power, 
be added to the extent of tboru by a giuot of some other 
leads soutli-west of the Juuua. la the war agaiost 
PertAcb SiQgli, Begntu Sororoo with her force sm 
stfttioaed otFiuiaeeputoc tlie froo tier, end ic commitbog 
so impottact a trust to her charge wee schioient proof of 
the idee the 3d!arh&tU chief had coaodred of her capa¬ 
city. Hot cooduct aow evicced that that coalidence bad 
not been misplaced, aod her spirited exertioos in defonco 
of the king's aothority acquired deserved applause in 
the breoKk of nil. ITo this Udy, then, Obolacia Cadir, 
00 retiring from the preseoce. made offers of aliioace. 
Aware of her ioliueacc nt oonrt, llie avtlul Kohilla ec- 
deavoQied, by the most etadied respect, to aeqaire Jier 
support intbe exteoaion of hie usurped autliority, an as¬ 
sured her of a grateful return ou his part, and Hnally 
proffered her on equal share ic the administratioc of 
affairs. The prospect waatemptiog ; but the Begum, well 
acqttaistsd witii Uie characteristic }>ej:hdyof the RobUJa, 
resolved to defoed bar sorereigo, rejected all hie 
solicitations ; and to give proof of her resolutioo to 
maintaiu the king's Ruthorlty, she with Jsor whole force 
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repaired to tlie palace, and decUirod lier Intcation of 
eacriflciaf her IHe io hie majesty’s oAQse. Her uppeftr- 
ADCS gare great coosulation to t)ie klog ; and some 
other offlcors at tho same time aseemhling troops, tlio 
conit began to talk in a higher strain torrard the reboL 
Mattora drew near to a crisis. Oholaum Cadir. bailed 
in hid attempts to a&iaire tlie Hegitm’s aupport, when 
infocinod of whnt iind passed, was iatlnnied with savage 
fury. Iiolng to his camp on the opposite bunk of tite 
Jumna. )io theses dUpnteliod a mes.senger to court, 
demon ding, io terms most povemptory, the immediate 
reinoral of Soruroo'e wile, oddiug, tiiat In the event of 
noD'Complifmce he shonld proceed b hostilitiea. His 
mossage having been treated with tl\e contempt it de> 
serrod, Gbolffnra Cadir cornmonced n lioavj caunoaade 
upon the royal palace.* Tills was unawered from some 
artillery in the fort, from the gana attaclied to the 
Mogul bathlions in his majesty's servloe, and from 
A battery whic)i )md been eteoted with great ex¬ 
pedition by Hegiini Boiuroo. Conaiderable damage 
was done to the palace by this outrageous iosnlt; but 
tlie icing's troops behariag with great firmness and 
spirit, it is most probable the Eolnlla would have been 
compellod to rotire. For tho present, howevor, he was 
saved by the treacherous mucliiaation of his essociate 
witliin tbe fort The Kasir Ruddonly declared that the 
royal treasury was exhausted, and refused to make any 
furtijer disbureomeutd for the troops. This untoward 
circumstance on so critical an cocasion, greatly embar¬ 
rassed Uis majesty’s of &urs ; hut as the urgency of the

false A sum of mooey, wlucli was hnnicdiatoly given to 
the soldiery. iDnring this disgraoefal scene, istclllgciice 
firrired tlrnt the l^lnoo 2[ii?a •Fawann Hckht, nccom- 
panied liy a (urge army, was on lus march to tlio capital. 
01 this event the Jfoelr convoyed private infivvnuttion 
to Oholscin Cediv, nnd foreseeing that the ])rinco'R 
arrival would disenneort liin perfidious scherues, ho 
strop gly recommended the Boh ilia to mako iiamcdiato 
ovei'tares for a puciliouUoo, to whicli he doubted not 
tho king wonid agrae. ^o time was to be lost ; Crhoiaum 
Oadir, therefore, haviug’ signified to his mnicefcy hie 
flinoere contrition for tho late ioenlt, presented a 
h&ndsorpe pnlshcush in ready oiooey, and, moreover 
promised to restore all the royal lands in Doc Ab which 
he had lately usurped. To these offers ShalNAulonii 
who knew tho ioaincfftity of the Rohilin, would not liave 
ooaseated, buf. urged by the 1 ‘epeatod solicitations of 
the Ke^ir, whom by a bllod iofntuation he dconicd a 
faithful servant, at lengtJi aequiescDcl in the pTOpoaals. 
^e terms being settled, so honorary dross was diB> 
patolied over t]\e river to Oholanm Cadir IChau, who 
iniinedintoly after rsceiviog it, struck his camp, and 
ipturnod to Sabauruopore. 

Scaroely had be departed when letters {roni the 
Frioce Ifirsa «rQwaun Bukbt arrived at court. In tliese, 
after acquainting his father of hie rapid approacli. be 
coDgratulated him on the prospect now afforded of 
puniabing the rebel, and earnestly requesting ^e king 
not to entor ioto terrus. The iutimatioa arrived too 
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lata To account for the princc’i^ re-appeaiflncQ at tha 
cQpibtl, *(76 must now proceed to a brief review of the 
occurreDoea of bis life. 

The death of ITujQeb Al Do win io 1709, and the 
iutti^roes of the Marhattaa hAviag, hr abeady related, 
recalled Sliah-Aulum to liis capital, the Prince Mirea 
Juwaun Bukbt from Hint period contniubd to reside 
witli his father. Ibiving the vsirioue I’evoIutionR wliich 
Gcciirred, the prince, bj llvinf; in a votlred state, and 
forbenrln}; to inbspfero witl) public nfT&in, escaped from 
tlis peiibiis sitiintion of the contendioe pArticA, But 
the cenduot of Afraalab IChan Imving as before remark* 
od, excited id bis breast n just indigontiOD, Hirza 
Jowaun Bnkht resolved to seek an asylum nt the court 
of Dade. In the year 1784 he effected his eacape from 
the palace; and, acoompnnied only by a few persons, be 
crossed the Jumna, and afterwards the (^aoged, Iroru' 
whence he repaired to Kampore, tlie capital of Faisoolah 
JCban*. He wns wceived by that chief with every 
attentioD due to hie high raalc. and treated with profuse 
hospitality. At his departure, the benevolent BobilU 
directed a delaohmeot of horse to accompany bini to 
the vnsir’s irontiev. 

On his anival at Lucknow, the priuoe was reoevied 
by the vazir mid tlie Biftisfi Goveroor-Oeocral, who hod 
lately repaired to Onde, in order to make some ariaogs* 
menta in the alTaiie of that province. At Ur. Hastings'

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suggestion, tlio vsKlr wns induced, not only to extend 
bis pToteotioQ to the fuglUve piinoc, but to nlloT him a 
provision of four lAcks of rupees for tiie suppoit of Ills 
estnbUsliment, nud, nioreoTor, furuiah him >vtth a honsQ 
and every sultablo oocvenietioe bacoiiiing hia dignity. 
On the Goveroor'a depsrtare for Beaures, tlio prlaco, 
from motvcB of pratitade, resolved to ncoomprny him 
to th&t place, where no event occurred whicli awakened 
his ambition, and dotorminod him to return to his 
futber's court. Hearing of the death of Atrnsiab h'Imn, 
tim prince applied to 3[r. Hastings to assist him with an 
armed fevee, to accompany ]i1m to Delhi, for the 
recovery of ins ftnthority;bnt the (rovoraor, not deoniog 
hijusdli autijorized to iuterfero in ti\o politics of Delhi, 
deolined bis assent. Klrzn Juwquh Bukht, on tbo 
'(^veraor's departure for Calontta, returned to Lucknow, 
where ho had not long boen, when a visible alteration 
was perceived ia tlie behaviour of Asuf al Dowla. The 
•cause of tiie breacii that eosiied betwoeu them has not 
been correctly ascertained; by some it was alleged, that 
the want of panotuality iu Ute pay meet of the prince's 
stipend, ocoesicued a sharp aniinndvorsiou on his part; 
on tiie otiier hand, it was aBirmed, uad probably with 
sotne reason, that the vasir was not altogether eo well 
pleased at the diininntion his own reveonea sustained in 
granting the alio wan oa before menticoed ; but eucb 
sentiments were surely unworthy of the vazir of tlio 
empire, wliose family had risen to power by the favour 
of his majesty’s ancestors, and on wbteb account the 
prince ought to liave been treated with all imsginible 
kindness, Certain, however, it ia. that tho prince, in 
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<]ciz]S^iieacd of tlie slights ^rhich hs received. deUt* 
mined him to remove from the court of Oude. la 1785, 
ho repaired to Benares, and mado another, thoogb ia- 
effectnal, attempt to iaterest the British govsrainent iu 
alVoTdlog iiim nssistaDco for the re^tablishment of his 
nathority at Uelln. Kis applicatioo failed of success; 
bat Mii^a .Tuwnnn Bubht was assured tliat an asylum 
for himself and Ills family would oUraja be readily 
irrauted wltliiu the compoDy's territories, nnd aa his 
hfghacss declined retarnin? to Lnckoow, on order was 
issued upon tliu company 's troaanry at Benarce, for the 
payment of the stipend which had beeu allowed him by 
tlio vssir. In a sitoatiou so eli^'ible, ^Irza Jawaua 
Bakht, had he properly appreciated if, might have passed 
tile remainder of Iiis days in happiness rind comfort; bat 
A restless spirit of ambition impcilod him to enter into 
the politics of the times, and in the end censed him 
iacoDcoirahle anxiety nod the most bitter, though 
unavailiof, regret l^ot, however, to aoticipnte oar 
sanative. It Is here suSicient to remark, that ahout 
this period Karl Cornwallis, who had beea nominated to 
the supreme gevernmeot in India, errived at the city of 
Benares In his ^va 7 to the vaslr’s coarf. To him, the 
Shah ^nda iu the most preesing manner, reuowed bis 
solicitations for bssisUnce from the Boglish; bat Seri 
Ooinwaills, adopting the same Hue of condaot os his 
predecessors, was compelled to give a decided negative 
to liis requests. Tlie CoverooisGcnoral*, however, from 
rnotivis higldy to be commended, seriously advised >the 
prince to remain whorohe was; he assured him tl^at

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the respect eatertained by the British Bolero meat to- 
wards Ilia iiJiietrlons house, woold over be evinced, by 
veDderiuE? hie lughoess each assistaiioe ae did not mili¬ 
tate oirainst the general Uao ot policy i^hich they had 
adopted ia their copceme with the princes of Ilindostaua, 
and, tiiuUy, his lordship conolndod with observiog 
to his bighnesSv that tlie company's territories would 
always afford him a sate uid hoaoiimblc osylnro. 

Soon filter tiiia conferonoe, the Govcraor'nenerat 
puispcd his jonraoy to Ondo, whither the piiaco followed 
hitu. By tiie good ofRoes of Hlnrl Cornwallis as interview 
between the prince and tlie vaslr was effected, and 
an apparent recoadilation cnsiicd: wo alfinn apparently 
only, for the subsequent cooduct of ^e vasir, after 
Earl Cornwallis’s departure, satisfied tlie prince that 
this TOconciUation was pretended. Abandoned by the 
court of Qade and findins: i)a lind nothiog to expect 
from the Boglish government, Mli'sn Jnwaun Bnkht now 
diieeted his whole atteatioo toward raising an army.* 
Hi in mat Bahadur, t)io noshnion, cad some otlioi* elticfe, 
having ofiered their services on thia occasioa. invited 
the prince to a cooforcnco oo the plains of Briadabua, 
in the neighboorliood of Agro. Jly their oesistooce, 
he, in a short time, assembled a oonaidcrablo foroo, and 
being at the same time joined by tlio ^ogoJ chief, 
TaiDiieel Beg, the piiuce took tlie road to Delhi. 

At the olose of the current year he arrived lo the 
ndgliboarliood of the city, whore he was met by his 
family and lue brother, the prince Akbor Shah. The

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next iDDmicg be made h!s entry into the csapitiO xa 
p^eat state, when Eihah-Aolnm, by the warcitb of his 
orabraces. tesUfled the joy which he expezieoced on the 
retorn of the heir-apparent aftor so long and dietrassing 
an absence. TJie prlnoe was iinniodiately invested with 
the sole management of alTaire ; and thore opee more 
seemed a prospect of roliof from tJmt rexatfoii wluoli 
the royal family had for a series of years ondcrgone. 
n^e Marhutta usurpation Wiis overthrown, and the 
rebellious cliiof of Sahauninpore iiad lately made ample 
submission: uppearonces so llattering were, however, 
by the oiachtcations of an ungrateful and wicked man 
too soon ovoi'olouded. Tho Kozir, envious of the prince's 
authority, and constant In hia attachment to tho 
turbulent Qholaum Cadiv. set at work erery engine to 
sow dissension in the royal family, aod alienaCe the 
king's mind from Ide son. 

Some days aftov the pnnee’s amval, the Noair, in 
concert with other lords whom he hod gaiued over to 
ids party, demanded in full Durbar the payment of 
certain arrears, which he alleged to be doe to the troops 
from the royal treasury. The funds being at that time 
insafbciOQt, be well knew this domond would emborraes 
the prince; but, contrary to espootnUon, the prince, 
with much spirit appealed to his father, and declared 
timt os the a&signDiente for those arrears were giteu 
during the hfa?:ir’8 administratfoa. be alone onght to be 
held leeponsiblo for th^r liquidntloo. To this opioiou 
the king not only assented, but iu severo terms com* 
mooded the Kazir to desist. Though battled m a firat 
attempt, the Kazir was firmly resolved to try a second ; 
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io which, mach to the discredit of $i>aii>AiiIoni, he wee 
hat too fincccf^oJ. ^ceare in tiie cooPideacd of his 
soTcrei^n. which be so shamofull? sbqeed, ho liud the 
andacitr to inslnnatc to the kia^ ensploioDe of the 
prince’s loyaltr. On this occasion, he obeerved to his 
majesty, that the Iiiffh pitch of nuthority to which he 
had donated his son, weald no doubt inapiro him with 
the deeiga of Tisine: still hi^ther; aad that, as the Icjnj* 
was now rapidly advaneio^ in years, and conSQfjuently 
tscapable of Yigorone exertion, the pros poet of Asooud> 
ing the throoc of liindoatftun was too soduebe to ho 
peseod over by n pei'son oven lest ambi^ona tlinn hla 
eon : that bis lata efforts crowned wit)i auccese, and boiog 
at the bead of an army, gave him entire atad nncontrolled 
uathority ; aod theao adntutagea wore, 'tHoo cpportanlty 
odeiod, powerful indneoments, as well ns fit instrnmenta, 
for the complex on of his most aspiring views. 

These insinuatioos, however an worthy, mado u deep 
injprcaaiou upon a mind debilitated by age, and ubscured 
io its intellectaal vigour and energy by a long aeries of 
deepondeocy and misfortune. The audacious presumption 
of the interested servant was forgo ton. nod an eyo of 
suspicion cast upon the services of a fnitliful and 
liitherto-beloved sod. 

Tlie effects of tho Keair’s treachery soon booanie 
apparent,^Mirsa Jawaun Bnkbt, who einco bis return, 
had bestowed nuremitting attention to tho re-eatabllah- 
ment of good order and tranquillity at tho capital, now 
solicited tlie king’s permission to take the cemmand 
of the army, and at the eamo fciino for bis majesty to 
aecompasy it in person during its progress. He pointed 
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oat the propriety asd i;oo6 e^ect that might be 
expected from hie majeetj'a malriog a circuit through 
the Doo Ab, nbich. be judiciously observed, would 
ooutribute much to calm the minds of the people, 
agitated as tiiey had been duclag the late troubles ; aod 
give additional coDsequeace to hla majesty*a authority, 
now re^tabiished under suoli Happy auspioes. 

Tho proposal, however salutary ttni wise, was. to 
tho natonishmeut of the prisco, rejectod by his father 
wit)I tlio most frigid indiitereace. Ue now too plainly 
pevccivod that some seorofc machiua^ns h&d been set 
on foot to instil into tho king's mind tite most base 
and on just suspidoos; and, therefore, disdaiaing to 
lemaiii at court, where he was treated so unworthily, 
he determined to remove to a distance, in hopes that 
time and absence would dontrlbute to efface suob 
irnpre.S9ioo from his father's mind. Having obteiaed 
thu king's permission to repair to Agra, of which pkoe 
he had lately boon appointed goveruor, the prince, 
accompanied by his whole family and a small escort, 
quitted tlie court, to which he never more rotarned. 

Ismaeel Beg, who vras at that time besieging Agra, 
at hrst received tlie prince with the utmost respect 
and submission : but his subsequent conduct svinoed. 
that in his heart tiiis uograteful cltief was actuated by 
scorinjenta far dllTcreut from the loyalty and fidelity 
duo to his soveriegti; and. porcoiving the untoward 
state of his ni^rs, he looked only to the preservation 
of bis own oonsequenoe. The prince, compelled by 
urgent necessity and tbo very low state of his rinances, 
requested of Ismaeel Beg to adjust the atlkird of the 
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promcdi aod to ma^e over to him a suitable nffiigo- 
meat tor tie support of the small force tvhich had 
acccQipaeied liim icoxa JDelhi, aad tvlio, from loog 
arrears, had beocme olamoroos for par. The Mo^rui 
chief lest u doaf ear to his soli^tatioQS ; and influmcd 
with pride, accompanied lus refussl ^vith disreapccttul 
lacgaage to the prince. Disgusted at tine troatnient 
from a dlsobodicnt Bubjeot. ICirzc .Tuwaun Ihdciit 
quitted A^n, and repaired to tlic camp cl (IbolQum 
C&dir EImn, ;rho ^vas tiisn \a the nebfIil)CUThood of 
D^g: but mcetiDg Tvith siinilar treatmont from 

tliot chief, aod likewise panoply escaplog from a 
treacherous plot laid to entrap his person by tbo per¬ 
fidious Bohilla, tbe prince now for ever rebnqulshod oil 
hope of le iostating himself In bis autliorlty. As a last 
mark of attachraeot and affection tc ius frioiids, lie 
disposed of soch effects an remained from the wvcok of 
his fortaoes, which be divided equally among thorn ; 
after ivliioh, attended only by his family * and a few 
select adlierentt. witfi an aching heart lie once more 
took tim road to Bojiares, and repaired to bis former 
asylom among the Ifiogliah. Tho generosity of that 
nation again received him, and condrjued to blra his 
former allcwaoces under disposal of Kr, Duncan, tho 
firitish resident. To follow his eventful lifo to its 
close, it is only necessary to rsmark, that after acme 
months’ residence at that place, he terminated both hia 
life and misfortunes. The circaoistances which attend¬ 
ed bis death ore particular.* About tho middle of 
September of the current year, he paid a visit to the

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ol a MnhoDiedna saint at tho lortress of OJmoar; 
and on his rototn appeared miibli e^chansted by the Meues 
of the day and an ioteose hot suu, 'i'orrards nldoiglit he 
grow worse ; and though ovory assistance was afforded 
him, both by liis own and Kuropeaa pliysicians. it pro/ed 
of DO avail. At the dawn of day he Arose, and in great 
AgiiatioD proceeded to the apnrtiQonta of his favonrito con* 
•cabins*, where, os his nirlraf, be called for an infant child 
who was nsleop ; bot before the child oould be brought, 
was attacked with Tioleot spasros, and during a short 
interval from paJu, i)ad joat aolHoient to dictate a 
letter to the Britieh Qovemoc-Oeperal, reconimeDding 
his family to the proteoUoo of ^e Koglish nation, 
wbioh being ttuished. he expired quietly a few minutes 
after, in the forty'eighth year of his age. His remnios 
were iaterted wltii every aoltable attcu^on and hoDours 
due to his high rank. Agreeably Co hie desire, the pension 
ivbich iiad been iiUowcdhim was continued to l<ia family, 
Mi»Q To wane Bukht Jelmimdac Shab, though from 
'Capacity not HUed for the busy scenes of active life, 
Dor possessing noy talents for goveroiuduf, was never- 
tiiolees irreprcociiable io his private oharaoter, and 
deemed by all on accomplished gentloinao. To his 
friends he was coDstant, and to his depeoduta humane 
and benevolent. His domestio qniiitles and fHiol piety 
have been already exliibited to the world by CeetlmoDy 
<th6 most ccspBctablo ;* and in his disposition he poeseS' 
<ssd, in an eniiuent degree, that character^tio amiability, 
wUicl) sacoesaive historians have onacimonsly attri bated 
to the princes of the house of 'Ximoor.

Siodiah, who, ns rolatod io the preoeding piUCdS, ijful 
leered after ]ii9 defeat aoroes tiid river Olmiabnl, and 
waited for a roinforceiaeot la the oGlghbourboud of 
Owalior. The new levies beiog arrived from Deccno 
at the oommsacement of the current year, lie. at their 
head, eotcrnd Boo Ab. T)te arrival of the Marhattn 
ohlef, while It encourag^ed the king to hope for roUof 
from lue distresses, at the eanje time, nwakenod tiie 
fears of t)je Idogal lord^, wfio were well nwuro that their 
late Gooduct towards their aovereifcn would sot bo 
psesed ovor with impualty. They conucctod tliomeeircs. 
thereforei by firmer bonds, and prepared to resist the 
Mnrhatta erme. 

Xanneel Be^ s^ll lay before A^a. but from the 
active vigilonoe of Liikwnjeef tlio ^fnrhatta general, 

he had hitherto made but alow progress in the siego of 
that plaoa. Dnriog ^ese traasactlope, af^rs at ooart 
had aeeumed a difterent aspect: Shah-lulam hPlttin^ 
Belbi, mnrehod his army into tbeprovinoe of JyDoghur. 
Portaub Sing, raler of that country, in ouittiag to send 
to court tlifi aoeastomed tribute, evinced his disattection 
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to tlio royal oaosa* ood excited tlie roseatmcoC 
of the eoQrt Perteob Hiog: assocnhled IiIb army on t(ie 
frontier^ and appeared disposed to resist \ bnt oa tiie 
approach of tiie king's troops, he was, tbropgh the 
petsoasion of Brgali Himjcat Bahadur, induoed to oiVcr 
terros of submlasioo. The later chief, w!io had ^roat 
iptluoDCO with the kiag. had tiie uddrsss to oppose his 
ADger. nud by jivoiuUmg, on tha part of Pertaub Sing, 
n considerable stun in ready mosey, and a future lacreuse' 
of tho tribute, lie prevailed on hiti majesty to pardon 
liie disaifectiou. As tlie king’s ceoessities were tbea 
very groat, ti^ese coDOOSsions were accepted with out 
dldicnlty, aadi to complete the recoucUiatioD, the 
JyiiQghDr prince was iatroduced into the royal camp,, 
clothed ia a splendid kb i Hut, and, after^vai'ds, iu an 
hcnourFible maoDer, dismissed to his own capital. 

Tbeao matters beiof arranged, Shah^Aalum proceed* 
ed on his route, nod on bis mavch coutinned to receive* 
tlie snbmission of vaiious inferior semiodara, wlio, from 
tUeiv remote Kitaation, bad been euabled to with bold 
payment of the reveaaes, and, for a series of years, 
to bid defianoe to the court with iinponity. One die* 
contented chief alone stili witfihsid his allegiance ; 
Knjuir Cooli Khan, who, it may be vemembered, took 
an active part during the odmiuistraUoo of the late 
Afrasiab Khan, was at this time in possession of the- 
strong fort of Qocnl Ourb. Wlien summcDsd to siir«> 
render himself to Sbab-Aulura, he peremptorily refused) 
subniissioo, and prepared liimself for a rigorous resist*' 
nnee. Prior to the coenmeacement of hostilities, an elToit 
was mode through the iotluenoe of the Kazic to effect 
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ao Amicable iioocmmo^ntioo; by his advice NujaiV 
•Cooii KhRQ offered, if his mujoat^ wonid c^mdeseead 
to oouFer upon Inm tho vacuot office of Ameer Al 
•OroTah, tc wlueli, from his birth aod connections, he 
•deemed iiimself ootitled, he would \riih aU humility, 
not only irnmediotoly deliver uii the fort of (rocal Ouvli, 
but, raoreDfOT, forward to court a paUlicosh of fdz 
lacks• of rupees; ho coRclcded his proposal hy obsorv* 
io;, that such a mark of the royal favour wob the only 
means of prosorvin^ him from the reseubuont of his 
numoroua and inveterutc enemies who were bout on 
his total oveithrow. Theso proposals were' laid before 
41 council assdinbled nt that ^me, and the kio?, from 
a desire of preserving p&ioo, would hare iiccedod to 
the terme prescribed, but some leading men in tho 
Gouooil inclined his msi'esty to other measures ; they 
represented Kojuff Cooli Khan na a mnn void of hoouuv 
•or principle, whose preseot proposnls were only n 
••cover to designs of a more ambitious nature, and 
^dictated by the most insidious policy, that, when oncu 
firmly eeted^Ushed is tho high office of Ameer Al 
<lmrah, and beyond the power of ooatrol. he would 
ihen treat his sovereign with his occustoniod ioaoloiico 
■Mod disrespect ; they. tUorefore, urged bis speedy 
^iiaatisemeut. i^wayed by these councils, tho king, 
dialing first dismissed the messenger of KpjufT Oooli 
Ehan, commauded au immediate iavestiture of the 
fort. The royal army nt tills time was ooiaposed of 
several battaliocs of Kajeebs, the body guard, called 
the red battalica ; a very considerable body of Mogul 
ihorae; and three disciplined battalioueof Seapoys, wblob 
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hfld beloQged to tbd Inte Soniroo, and WBte then cont- 
mnoddd hy hi$ Begum id peisou, aud futoished with a 
feepectfihle urtUlory served by Europdaa oaoDoacers. Tlie 
lieacJquniters of Nojaff CooU Khan ^era at a rUJaga 
about one isUe distant from the forL The roconioder 
of hi£ force, under the coinuiind oC 2i!nDsoor IClian, wem 
stntioDcd JD (^cnl {^urh. Tho rebel eutrencluneots 
being strongly fortltiedi bia nialoaty directed Kajait 
llinimut Bahadur and Shnh Moer Khan, with n chosen 
detuoiizncnt, to eroot batteries against tho vjlUgo and 
witli the romftiador of his army, he, iu person, invested 
tlie fort of <r 0 oul Quih. 'Hie batten ee of Hiaamat 
Bahadur soon comnienced n vigorous hre upon NuiiilT 
Gooli iChan's intrenobed poxt« but at tiie inomoot of 
making aa evidoat imptessioo, aa uofortuante accidcac 
oocuTTod, which not only changed tho faee of alfalrs, 
but brought tho kiog’s poreoa into tho most immiuent 
peril. 

The otficors who served iu tlic camp of Kimrout 
Bahadur, disgnsted at tlioLr absence from their corarades 
in the grand army, and hnniissed by iacessent duty 
in the treuches, forgot tlio danger of their situation, 
and abaadoned tliemsolves to the most liceatlous 
exoess: aor could all tho admoDition or tiu’eats of 
their oommander prevail on them to desi&t; they passed 
the whole night Ja riot and dobauoliery aad the soldiers 
availiog Utemselves of the pernioioua example, indulged 
themselves in simllnc exeosa Gooli Kbao, who 

was equally brave aa vigilant iofovmed by his spies 
of what was transacting, resolved to profit by the 
enemy’s neglect and folly ; having selected a strong 
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dotacliment of ca^Alry, he pet him.^eU At their head, 
and, marchiD); io sileuce out of his eotTenchnient. he 
fell srith gwt violenoo opOD tfie royal troops us tliey 
lay buried in sleop, and ui)dcr the inilitouoo of their 
late debauch. A droadfol and indLsovimiuate slnufrhCcr 
nov took plftce. the lioes wore iostanUy earned, and 
A TC 17 Iar(?e booty aoquired hy the aoldlei'S of 
Kujuff Oooll IChan. Tlio terror oxdted by this 
oxtraoidlnary attack was so groat, that the nows 
boing coinmuiiicnted to tlie main body of the king’s 
army, they ^7evo tlirowa ioto disorder, and began to 
prepare for (light; nor did tlie mischief end there, for, 
to Increase the diamAy, just at the momeot the lines 
were carried, Uudkoo? IChao, who commanded in ilooul 
Gorh, by a preconcerted agreement with Ifcjuff Oooli 
lCl>aD. issued out of the town with a strong detachlUODt, 
and four pieces of cannon. Haring, by a oironitooH 
route, reached t)ie reoi* of the royal army, he oom> 
mesoed a pery heavy Hre from bis artillery ; tfie oon> 
fusion in oaiup now inei eased tenfold ; every tiling was 
uproar, disorder and dismay. Tlie king himself wai, 
by this manoeuvre, exposed M tfie gieatost personal 
danger, and the royal teuts being within range of tlie 
allot, ninoy persons ahout his majesty wore killed ond 
wounded. In Uiie distracted etate. the king was advised 
to ramovo witli the royal family, (there being at this 
time six princes in the camp) to Uia HerawiiJ, or ad¬ 
vanced guard of the army, which was without tlic roci^ 
of the enemy’s oiinnoo. To that spot, on the Hrst alarm, 
Shall llfeor Khan bad repaired, and was endeavouring 
by his preeeoce end example to animate and rally the 
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fiyiopi troops. Ths kind's teots were accordingly 
strcok. and Shsh-Aulnm, eccorupAnled by h!s f&niilyi 
proceeded to tlie adracoed guard. But tlio miafovtune 
was cow happily remedied by the magoaciicity acd 
gallactry of Begum Somron. Timt spirited woman was 
Gucfutiped to the right of the Uuc ; iior force cimaiced 
estiva, unaffected by the general pnuio, and stood 
ready is dresaod ranks. Ou percelriug tho extreme 
conCcsloQ that reigned thronghoct ilic Uco, she brnvely 
resolved, by a porsocnl ofTbrt, to prevent the king’s 
disgnioc; ahe sent a raspoctful mossuge to his majesty, 
desiring him to repair to her quartore, and assured him 
of her determined resolution to paoisU ilte labei. or 
perisli io tlio attempt. At the same time. $)io on the 
field, wrote a short note, wiiioh sli^ dispatched to 
Nojetf Oooli Khnn. iipbroidiog him wiUi his ingratitude 
towards the king, aod threatenieg him with ioiiuodiate 
and exemplary chnstisemeot The gallant lady” then 
gettfug into )ier palaoqcin, placed hcrsalf at tits head 
of 100 of her owpacapoys, accompaDled by a six-pounder 
commanded by an European officor. With tbis dotaoii- 
ment she proceeded to the spot occupied by Knusoor 
Khan, and advanotog upon the reltel with much spirit, 
she oocom&Qdcd her palanqniu to bo set down, and 
ordered her artillery to charge with genpe shot; a well* 
directed fire from the gun, assisUd by volliea of small 
arms from the seapoys, soon had tite desired effeot. 
Munsoor Khan, astonished at this sodden and unexpect¬ 
ed cbeck, began to give ground, and having lost oumbein 
of his men. he retreated witli precipitation under the 
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w&Us of the fort The kind’s troops having qow timo 
to bieatlio, wore XHlIiod. voder tlto directioQ of Kimnat 
Bohadtir and Shah Moor Kbao ; most of them havioj? 
roiomed tlioir standards, attacked the Doemy iu tliolr 
bim with f;rcat spirit, when, nftoi' a short but desperate, 
oonHiot, Kujuff OoolL Khtm was compelled to retivo, 
but Dot before the pliant Shah ^leer IChau liad f/iUon, 
pierced by a musket balL loss was aiuccrely and 
dcesrredlT regretted by the king and tim whole army, 
Order being once laoio roatored, the klog directed Itis 
tents to l>e pitched, whicli dose, lie bethougiit of bestow¬ 
ing a suitable reward to the gnlknt female who laid 
preserved liiin from imminent destructioo. Having scut 
for her to tlie Darbar, in tlio warmest terms he praised 
hot gaUautr 7 i«Bud tliaskcd iier for the service she had 
that day rendered him ; he oloihcd her lu a magalHcout 
veat, aod, in addition to her fortoer titles, honoured lior 
witii the appellation of “fns moat beloved daugliter.'* 
It wns, i a deed, by all acknowledged, that the inti'cpidity 
manifested by the Regum on so te^yisg nn occasion, 
merited the most iionourablc reward ; to her courage 
and resolution vrns owing, not only tlie aafety of the 
army, but hor sovsreigDs life. 

Kujutr Cooli ICbau, dispirited by Ids late defeat, now 
condescended to talk lo a more humble strain, and 
beiug well acquainted with the lofluenoc of Begum 
Somroo at court, lie endeavoured to avail himself* of her 
good cftices to plead liis pardon witii tbe king; he 
declared his stnoeve coutritioa for bis Into intemperate 
conduct, aud of^red os an atonoment, & larger sum of 
money than what be had before promised, w!tli profe^* 
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sicn$ of fldoltty in fnburo. Tho Viog. dediroos ofreposo . 
froru tbo fatignos of tha Hold, waa not uavTiUiog to 
listen to these soUcitatioQs, and io a fe^ days a pardon 
wv made out lor tite rebel ehief, aod he was reooived 
at court The money ogrocd on haviog been paid ioto 
the royal troosory, his majesty rotnroed witli tlie army 
to Delhi. 

We most DOW return to lamneol Boff, who was still 
employed on the siege of Agra wheu he received the 
aliirmiug intelJigenco of the approach of the llerhuttas, 

Bindini), who, us before obeeiwed. hod re-eatored the 
Doo Ab. haring, io the course of Ids rente, recovered 
aevernl fortresses under the TXogul chiefs, and reduced 
thorn to obedience, resolved to hazard n geaeral actioo* 
foi the recovery of his authority. For this purpose, he 
first ssot forwaid his favourite general Rhnnli Khao. 
with fi,000 select cavalry, and brought np tlio romainder 
of hie army in petsoo. Tliey advanced by easy tnarches 
towards the city of Agra. Tsmaeel Beg, previous to 
their arrival, had streogthened himself by oagagomouCs 
with illiolaum Oadir Khan, and, if boti\ parlies had 
abided by tbo compact, it Is probable their united force 
would have defeated the Mnrhntta army, and destroyed 
the hopes ot Sindiah; but unfortasately for Ismaeol 
Beg, his versatile associate, at this important crisit, 
deserted him, and actuated either by caprice or 
treacberons desiga, marched awey with his whole force, 
jest as tile ilarbatta army appeared ia sighL Thus 
abandoned, Ismocel Beg did cot yield to the dictates 
of deepondency or piisiUaaiinous fear, bat resoiviag, by 
his ows activity aad courage to counterbalance the

dcfcctiou of luR iia worthy unUeajrue, he jjre paved 
himself for battle un the 3'2od of Aaguat, in the cunent 
year onder tho walla of A^m; a desperate aotion 
ensued, and so well was tho palm of victory contested, 
that both parties sustained a very heavy loss, but 
fortooo Incliniog to tho Ufariiattas, lAniaeel Bej? w;is 
conipolled to tho field, and almost alone to croM th(» 
river Jurziua; he tied to the front!ora of tliu vaKli**s 
tomtory the whole of tlie camp eciiiijinffc. firtasurc, 
sod artillery, fell into the hands of the eomiuoroi'S : 
and Rauah lChau> on tho ontning: morning, inudo a 
triuraphaat entry into A^e ; which Bnrrooderod, afUT 
misUiniiig a siege of upwerds of a yeiii. 

Tills victoiy, the most complete that had been 
gained by the contending parties for msny years, 
ensured the ascendnoey of t)ie ^Cnrhatta authoriiy ; 
and liad Kanah Khnn evailed himself of t!m geiiornl 
pauio which It excited, be mifvbt hare talccn iinmodiato 
poesesainn of Delhi. Tlint stop would have entirely 
defeated the ambitious lutrlgnes of tho MognI aobility, 
and prevented tho dogmdatloo and diagrnco of tho 
nnfortnsate SbalhAolum. Bat previons to mitering 
into this nelsneholy detail, it will bo aecesaary to 
recur to the situation of tlie fugitive cidef, lamaGcl 
« Beg, and of Gholaom Cadir Khan, • 

Scarcely lisd the latter chief quitted his nssociate, 
when he repeated of his perfidy, and would havoreturuod 
to his assiatnaee, but it was too Into; ho lo&mt the 
sews of his total defeat by Ran ah ICliat}, and 
finding his force in&ufiioient to make head agniust 
the HarbatlaB, he deemed it for the present more 
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pradent to deoUad a oonteat.’^alttlag tba oaighbonr- 
bood of Agra, be saddenlr appeared before the fort of 
Ail Guib, a place tbdo garrieoned by Sisdiah’d troops ; 
—bj a Tigoroofi assault be carried tbe fcr^ a&d 
obtuued a couaiderable booty; after leariog a body of 
bifl oiya aeo io tbe piaoe> be took the road to Delhi. 

It woe at tbie period Oholaum Cadir first formed 
his lesolQUoQ to atiike a decisive blow; be saw tbe 
supiaenees ol tbe UarbatU array, and tbe defoDoe> 
less state of the capital, and beiog totally void of 
pnoclple. luid heedless of ooneeqneuoee, be formed and 
executed tbe bold design of. plaodering tbe impehai 
palace, and detbroniog bis sovereiga. In order to 
facilitate tbe aocozopllsbmant ol bis plan, be previously 
soot letters to his former calleagoe, Ismaeel Beg, in 
which, after mauy apologias for his late babaviour 
towards that chief, he faitbfolly promised, for tbe future 
to share bis fortunes. To oxoite bis compliaace, be 
laid open ^e proposed metbod of aocciDplishing this 
daring enterpnea, and tempted bis avarioioiu spirit 
with tbe hopes of rioting in tbe hidden wealth ao^ 
treasures whioh were said to be deposited wlUua the 
royal palace. To Uieso proposals, however oefaiions, 
Jjamaeol Beg, ^ougb at the expense of bis honour, 
soTupled not to yi^d a ready assent He aoeordingly 
quitted the place of his retirement, and shortly alter 
arrived in tbe camp of Dbcl&um Csdlr. He was 
received with every mark of cordialliy aud reepeot, 
and tbe two chiefs, after making a snltabls arrangement 
of their force, commenced their match towards the 
capital. 
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i. MarhatU ^ameoD, under Uio oommand of Himmut 
BabaduT, still oooopi&d tbo fort aod olt7 of Delhi. Bade! 
Beg Kbau, Soiomaua Beg*, sod other lords, vote also 
at this titUB about the hiag. The oonapfrators, on tbeiv 
arrival at the Bastera bnok of the river Jumna, opposite 
to the palnoe, dispatched a mossenger to ooart, demand- 
iug, in insolent and Cbreateniog terms, an immediate 
admiasioa to the rofal presoaoe. Shah-daloo, wJio was 
well acqiiiuted with the perlidioas disposition of these 
obiefa, resolutely refused them entrance, and relying 
on the hdelity and aCtaohmeut of his nobles, hoped, by 
their oxertioos, to defeat the traiton' maobinafcione,— 
But, alas, how miserably was the unfortunate prince 
deceived (* Those very meu. i os tigatad by tiie detested 
policy of the Nasir, entered closely Into the views of the 
rebel oMals, and lorgetfol of the conddenoe and ban6fi> 
cent attention of their Ving. daring a series of thirty 
years, they hesitated not to abandon him U the hour 
of bis distrses. To this defection was added, like wise, 
that of Kaja Uimmut Sabadar, arho, by a disgraceful 
and precipitate retreat from hie poet. suIUsd his roputa- 
tfou as a Boldier, nod his loyality as a aubjeot 
* Shab-Aulum was thus left io a defenceless state ; and 
every obstacle being removed, Gbolaum Cadir IChan 
nod his wicked associate proceeded to the perpetration of 
their atrocious deaigo. Two thousand Kohillas socom- 
panied the trattore : on their arrival at the pnlaoe, tliey 
were met by the Nazir, who introduced them into the 
king’s preeeooe. Obolanm Cadir and Ismaeel Beg, 
placing tbemseWee on each side the throne, performed 
the custoioary reverence. Qbolaum Cadir then repre* 
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seated to bie najeety, that, foroed by the macbiaatioos 
of bis eoeroieSi who bad Blaodered bis repatation by 
calarouicQS obaige& ho bad come to viadioote h in self 
in the presence. 

Sheb-Aulam, Is rep]y, declared Uimeelf aaCisfied i?lth 
the conduct of Qholanm Cadir in every point of view 
and, in teetiisooy of his esteem, erabrnoed the traitor. 
It was tbeo binted to the king, tbat tbe boar for bis 
ssQal repost being arrived, it wo aid bo proper for bia 
majesty to retire into the Harem. Oq bis majesty's 
departure, the chiefs, who romaiood ia tbe audience 
chamber, entered into oloae debate on the execution 
of tbeir plot Agreeably to tbe advice of tbe Kasi'r, 
tbe treasurer of the hnsehold, Sestul Does, was directed 
to repair to the king, and acQuaint him of the 
oeceasity whioh existed of a piioce of the royal family 
being Immediately appointed to atteud the array in a 
progress through the provluces ; tbat (^holaum Cadir 
would ohnrge bimeelf with the conduct of tbe war 
against the Marbattns ; and tba^ as a pledge for bis 
own bonoar and safety, the oommaud of tbs citadel and 
girrisoQ should be im mediately delivered up to such 
persons as be might oboose to nominate. In ordor, bow* 
ever, to quiet tbe king’s apprebensions, and eviuce tbe 
siooerity of bis own inteotioos, tbe crafty Rohilla with 
his own band framed a treaty, io which, as a return for 
the confidence that was reposed in him, tbe traitor 
solemoly swore to defend the person and interests of 
tbe king egainst aU opposition 

Tlie treaty being properly signed, SeetuJ Dass 
carried it to tbe outward Inclosure of the Harem, where 
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it wfif d^iTored to &d ittendant, wbo coareyed it to hlo 
osajeat;. Tbo \eiae b&Tiag pera^ed it the (reuorer 
wee called in. That aobleman, faithful to hie king, 
^aaklj told bioi that oo reliftooe could be placed oa the 
ootorioue perfidj of the Eohilla cbfot Ee meationed 
the cables of tbsTebele Id teems sorrotrIcU and mdigaant; 
«d, as a teetinion 7 of bie owo loyalty, he nffered to 
petura and put GhoUum Oadir Khao to la stent death. 
To induce a compliaoce with bis requeeh tho treasurer 
urged that there was still a scfBciont force witUio the 
palace to support tbo act, and expel tbe traitor's tit)ope. 
But tbe king, by some uo accountable infatnation, 
refused bis saaotiou to the deed, though it was tbo 
only probi^le means of extrioatlag himself from bis 
perUous situation. Ee refected the proposal, and directed 
tbe treasurer to return to tbe rebele, and acquaint 
them with his acqniesoenee to the terms of tbe treaty. 

Heanwhile, great numbers of tbe Bohillss who bad 
entered the palace, penetrated in n tarnuUnous and 
disorderly manoer into ereiy part ; not was any step 
Uken by tbeir chiefs to repel tbe outrages they com¬ 
mitted. Sbab-Anlum, informed of the oiicumstance. 
came forth from tbe Harem, and going to the andeince 
chamber, requested^ GbcLaum Oadir that he would, 
after placing tbe the proper sentiaele witbin the 
fort, order tbe remainder of bis troops to withdraw. 
Tbe traitor professed obedience ; but bad no sooner 
reached tbe outer gate of tbe fort, than, instead of 
makl&g tiie proposed arrangement, be gare (be signal 
for the remainder of bis gusrds to enter, wbioh they 
instantly did; and la n few moments, (be fort and 
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piUoe, as well as the adjoiniDg; fort of Selim Oorb, 
were in poseeasloa of tbe rebels. 

The Viog’s guards were now disarmed, aod their 
officers put into close oopfiaemeot Tbe additiODal 
issitU being reported to tlie king, be direoted ao atteodaut 
to go to Gbolauiu CadJr, and ia stroug terms to 
remonstrate and leproacb him for bis coeduot.—'"The 
iak*,'* said the uabappy mouarcb, «rjth wbtcb tlie solemn 
'‘treaty wa^ written is scarce yet dry, when he breaks 
hie laith.” Tho renoustracioe proved of ao avail ; for 
tbe rebel baring con&ned every pet»OD wbo might 
be able to assist the kiug^ proceeded to the perpetration 
of additional indignities. Botering armed into tbe 
MidiOQce ohamber, ha insolently demanded usignmeats 
for tbe pay meat of hie troops, who were then olamorons 
for their arrears. Tbe king in rain pleaded bia total 
inability to afford aoy relief, bat told tbe rebel to seise 
upon whatever be thought proper witbiu the preolsots 
of tbe palace. After mucli altercation, aad a dlsgracefnl 
scone, ^e unfortunate Sbah-Aulum was parnitted to 
return to his Harem, to rumiDate on bis miserable and 
degraded state. 

Tbe plan uow approached its teraloation. Early oo 
tbe eneuiog moraing, tbe rebels in concert at the bead 
of a numerous band of followers, well armed, entered 
the audience chamber where Sbah*Anlum was sittiog. 
Completely surroaoding the throne, they sternly com* 
manded tbe princes of the royal family who were 
present to retire witbio the Harem.—They obeyed."* 
Ghoienm Oadfr tbeo diapatohed ri mMAenger to the 

* MS. namtive of S^yid Besai Ehso. . 
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fort oi Selip Oorh^ wbioli is coatiguona to Ihe palaoa, 
to bring forth Bad&r SIaA, & soa of the Uto emperor 
Ahmad 8hab. The traitor then approached the throne, 
and toolt up the shield aod scjiaitar, which, as emblems 
of royaltr, were placed on a coahion before the king: 
these be coaaigoed Co the bands of an attoodsnt, and 
taming towards Sbah-Aalum. sternly comomoded him to 
descend ; *'Bettor" said the aged monarch, '‘far better 
will it be for Oholanm Cadir to plunge his dagger in 
my bosom, than toad me with such indignity the 
BobiUa. Crowning, put his band to hie ewotd, but the 
Nanir at Mie Instant, stopping up, prevented him from 
drawing it With Tublosbiog effrontery he then tnroed 
towards his sovereign, and aadnciouslj told buu, that 
resistance being vain, bo wcnld do well to oumply 
with the traitor’s demand. Abandoned by ail. the king 
then rose from his seat and retired to the Hanoi, and a 
few minutes after Bedar Shah made bis appearance ;— 
he was saluted by the rebels as emperor of Hindostauo, 
under tbe title of Jehaun Shah, and the cnstoioacy 
2^axar$ luving been presented, the event was pro^ 
daimed to the dtizeas of Delhi by the sound of 
trumpets and tbe aoclamatjone of the populace, 

Id leCorn for these important sorrices, tbe new king 
delivered to Obolaum Cadir ao order upon tbe rovonuea 
for toirty^x lacks of rupees, a grant In appearaace 
considerable, bnh in fact, of no red vala^ as tlie 
distracted state of Che ccuotry, cccastooed by the late 
distorhances, had totally dried ap every soniee of 
revenue or emolnment and the usurper, though declared 
dole manager of affairs, could hope to procure wealth 
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onij bf Mtortion. Tbe famU7 of tho dethroned king 
^re DO^ directed to retire with in the fort of SeJim 
OqtI(, and those of Jahftan Sbah to occopy Cbeii 
RpurttneDte io the palace. Jehaoii Shab, however, too 
soon found himself an idle pageant in the haode of hia 
PTeteodsd frieods. On applying to Oholacm Cadit to 
aocompoD? him on a visit to the great cathedral, io 
receive the royal jovestiture with the aocuetoioed 
solemnity in the eyee of the people, the tyrant anewered 
that tha time proper for eaoh ooreniony was not yet 
come, and Ujat basinoee of greater moment diet demand¬ 
ed bis attention; In the meantime groat distress 
prevailed within the walls of the Harem, and tbe cries 
of iemaJos were heard aloud. 

Tbe next step taken by tbe rebellious ohiofa, was 
to eeod a party of soldiers to tbe palace of the two 
Aged princesses, Malika Zimani, and 8abiba Mahal. 
Tbese ladies were tbe widows of the deceased emperor 
Mohammad Shab, and bad, for more than twenty years 
lived in a manner safely seolnded from tbe world. As 
they were known, not only very rich, but to possess 
considerable inflcenoe over the royal family. Uiey were 
now ordered to court, and, on tbsir aoival, directed to 
visit tbe Haieoj, and persuade the females there oon- 
ftned, qnictiy to deliver up their jewels and valuable 
effects. The office was invidious. 

Some persons io Deibi bate not soropled to affirm, 
that tho princesses refnsed compliance with tbe order, 
and pleaded their advaoced ags and bigb rank as rsasoos 
for dediniog tbe office ; but, on tbe otbei hand, they 
are acoosed of having encouraged the nsurper, and to 
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)3fir6 eadeavoaredi t7 latcifuo. to forn a secret troat 7 
to raUe to the throoe a relatioo ot their own. Ccrtais 
it is they visltid the Haren, but without the saoeess 
ezpeoteii» flod, on their retoro, dedioed further iater- 
lerence ; this eondnet contcibuted only to exasperate 
tbe tyrant \rith iobnmao rapaci^ he caused those 
Tonerable ladies to bo robbed of aJI their property, 
yFhiob the benevolence of their emperor, in more pros¬ 
perous days, bad boetowed upon them, and tliey were 
afterw&nls oomcnanded to retire to their own 
babitaUoD, 

The thirty-six Iscbs of ropees, as before stated, not 
coming into tbe trensory, Obolanm Cadir insolently 
threatened the new king with his severe displeasure, 
and added, in terms sarcastically poignant, that as he 
had elevated him to his present digaity, be could, with 
e<iual faoilitj, deprive him of it. Perceiring the tyrant's 
drift, Jehaan Shah retired into the Harem, aod hariug, 
partly by menaces and alternate soothiags, cous^inel 
tbe Dohappy women to deliver up their jewels and 
onameuts, and other valuables, he sent them io trays 
to GlhoUnm Oadfr. Tbe royal family were by this 
means, reduced to great distress ; the cries within the 
Harem became mnch louder, and their su(!eriogs more 
acute; and with sorrow we relate, cliat to so high a 
pitob was it carried, that some of the iuferlor order of 
females actually perished for want, or, urged by the 
bitterness of despair, raised their bands against their 
own lives. Insensible to the (general distress, and 
unsatiated with plunder, Oholaum Cadir Shea fiodiug 
hA bad nothing more to expect from tbe new king. 
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proceeded to tbe laet &ot oi vactoa oroelty. Ho seat 
for tbe dethroned kiog and all the prlocM of the royal 
family to the aGdieooe ohanbar; on their arrival, he 
sternly commanded 3bah-Aalam to discover bla ooQ* 
coaled treasures; Id vain did the king plead hia 
degraded state, and the coasaqaeot inability to eonoeal 
even Uie smallaat arfciole Inflamed by a oontinnal 
debauoL, which bad thrown bliu into a paroxysm of rage 
the tyrant threatened bis sovereign with Instant loss of 
sight; "*Whnt V* exolaimed the saObriog prince, {we quote 
tlie literal expressions of n native author*). “What! 
will you destroy those eyes, which for a pe'riod of sixty 
years have been assiduously employed in perusing tbd 
eacred Koran ?” 

Begardless of the patbetio appeal, tbe Robiila. with 
oharaoterlstio iobumaDity;, GOisra&nded his attendants 
to seise the king. Having thrown him on the floor, the 
leroclous ruSao implaotiug himself on hia bosom, trans¬ 
fixed with a piogoard the eyes of his vepsrable 
soTereign ! Oo tbe completion of this horrid deed, 
{^holancn Cadlr ordered toe king to be rumored to a 
distaot apartment The miserable Sbab-Anlnm. pale and 
bleeding, was conducted to his retreat; there, in all tbe 
bitterness of anguish, to contemplate on his now ruioed 
iortones. Kmphatio, indeed, were the expressions of the 
seme satire author iu r^etlng the fallen condition of 
bis eorereigD : "This wretch," fexclums tbe iadignant 
blstorUs) **tbis aoenrsed wretch, baa in one fatal mornent 
daikeoed the bright star of the august TImorian famiir, 
and borled in the whirlpool of destruction tbe stately 
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ve$»l of Imperial auUjority V’ The king, however, eviaoed 
nnder snoh ac^coniulated roisfortaaes, a lirmceas of comd 
and reei£:Qation higlilf hoooacable ia bis cliaraeter; 
aod it ica? Dot be noworth; to remark, that the nativee 
of Asia in feaeral, probnblj from the prlaoiplci of 
predeefinatioQ which liie? imbibe from their youth, 
ore obeerred to sustaio theniaolves under misfortane, 
in a meaner worthy of imitation by tho European 
ChristiaD, 

Sbah'Auium eurviviof the loss of bie eigH during 
bis ooofieeme&t, solaoed biinself is costemolntiTd TevS' 
riea, and in compoeing elegiac rersea, descriptive of bia 
deplorable state*. 

But from such heart-rending scenee, let ns hasten to 
relate the remainuig actions of this execrable monator. 
His next victim was tbe infamous Nasir. This maa, 
through whose disloyalty and ingratitude Gbokuin 
Cadif bad bee a enabled to perpetrate hie atrooitiee, 
now most deservedly exparjeuoed the effects of his 
perfidious oondnct He was directed by tbe tyraot 
to give in an iaveotory of bis property and effects, 
and on ref using to comply, be woe seined and put 
into close confinement, when bis iU-gotten wealth 
was forcibly taken from him, thus exblbi^ng to tito 
world an exemplary ioatauce of retributive fusttoe for 
bis demerits. 

At Obolanui Oadir'e wealth accaoulated, his avarice 
rose to ft proportionate degree; and blind to tbe im¬ 
policy of anol) a step, be refused to luako on equal 
dirfsioDof the apo il with hie guilty asacoiote. latuaeelBeg, 
• ACS. oaTTetfva of Saiyid RAttl Khan. See the AppendixHo. 4 
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inceosei at this treatoaat. resolred to abandoo biro. 
Ke aoGordiogly withdrew bia guards from the place, 
Bod retired to bia owd houae. From theace ha 
dispatched latten to the Marbatta geceral aoVnowledg- 
iog his errors, and offer!Dg to atone for tbeni bj profee 
-sioQS of future obedieoce aud fidelity, and decUriag hia 
raadiooss to join the Marhattas iu any measures toward 
the tyTBDt’e expnlsioD. 

The supinooflss of the Morhatta government ditriog 
the late disgrace! d1 tiansaotiosa, baa beeo deaarvedly 
reprobated, and in dlfficnlt to be aecoauted for on any 
prinolple of policy o; advactege to the st&to. Indeed, 
the nnhappy moosTcb, from a strange combiDatioii of 
ciroumstauocs, seems to have been foxsakeo hy all his 
friends wbon he most needed their assistance; and it is 
much to be regretted that the state of British politics 
•at that time did not admit of interference on the pact 
of hia old and, till now, faitbfnl silica. 

Sindiah, when Informed of the late tragical events, 
ordered his general, Kao ah Khan, to march forthwith 
to Delhi, expel tbs traitor, and liberate Shah-Aulnm 
from bis confxneruHQt. These orders were obeyed with a 
nilliog alacrity on the part of Bsnah Khan; and be 
•exerted hiaisell w1^ so mnch diligence, that the van of 
the Karhatta army was in sight of the copital, when 
^holaum Cadir Kb an, awakened from bis dream of riot 
and intemperenoe, received the first tidings of the 
enemy's approach, Binding bb sitoatioo in tbe imperial 
palace to be nnteoeble, he prepared for flight; but pre* 
vloos to his departure, be collected tbe plnnder, and 
Coldng the new king along with him, with all the 
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prioces of the ro^al fanilf, togetboc with tho laUmoas 
l^Qsir. he Quitted the fort by a prirate passage, aod 
the ri^er Jumoa effected bia retceat to Meerat. 
a towD in tbe cectre of (bo Ooo Ab, aod diettiat about 
sixty miles from Delbi. 

Od tbe flight of QboliUJD Oadir* the Marbatta gooerat 
advaciood, aod toob possessioQ of the city and palaos. 
His dcst care was to release the detbrooed kiag^ cause 
him io be proclcdioed iu Delhi, aod foioish lilm with 
every thiog Doceesary for bis conveaieDoe or comfort 
Baoah Kbau baTiog thco placed a strong garhsbn io the 
citadel^ immediately set out iu pursuit of the rebel 
chief. PrsTioDs, however, to that step he. by order cf 
Sisdiah, afforded Isrnaeel Beg a liberal sappy of money 
for tbe payment of his discootcated aoldiers ; and direct¬ 
ed that cbief to proceed to the districta of Bewuri and 
&ood 1 Ourh, wheooe be was commanded to expel Kujuff 
Ocoli Khoo, wbo had beheld with iodilTereDoe the late 
CDormitids at Delhi. 

These arrangemeats being ffoisbed, Banah Kltau 
crossed the iTomna Oa bis soooad day’s march, be was 
joined byaMarhatta cbief. named All Bahadur, who bad 
for some doe past besa employed fa Bandelcaod*. and 
now brought with him a body cf 4,000 horse la anpport 
of tbe general causa The united force Chen proceeded 
to Heerut, which was garrisoaed by a strong force of 
BoluUas, wbo stiU adhered to tbe tyraot'e cause. Raoah 
Khau, net baviog any heavy artillery, was prevented 
from forming a regular siege} be, therefore, drew a line 
of oircumvallatfoQ around, aod blookaded the fort. This

mode would, be approbeadod. compel the gsrrlsoa b a 
earreader, by tbe supplies hom without beisg ccmplebly 
•out off: Dor was be deceived iu the expestetioa; br a 
dearth of proTisioaa easuiog, the KoblUEta begau to sas- 
tain great moooreoienoa, Grbciaum Cadir eodeavourod, 
by repeated sallies, to animate bis troops, and repel tbe 
besiegers. Id every enconoter the intrepid chief exhibit* 
ed a gallantry and resoludoo that would bare dene 
honour Co a better cause. But hodlng all his efforts 
imitleeSi aud the garrisoD having now become mutinons, 
he detorminod to attempt an escape. 

Attended by SOO horse, who were etiU attached to 
him, he, at their bead, rushed out of the fort, and 
obsiged tbe enemy so vigoronsly, that thoo^k every 
endeavour was exerted to take him prleooer, bo mado 
hie way through the whole Lioe, aud accomMlished his 
escape. But, at length, his owo troops perceiving bia 
forlorn condition, began by degrees Co drop off; so that 
in a short time he was left qnite alone; and, to com¬ 
plete his mishap, bis borse, exhausted by fatigue, sunk 
under him, and he received in the fall a severe contn- 
Mon. This accident compelled him co tske refuge in an 
adjoining village, where, being recognised by tbe nemln- 
du of (be place, be was seised, and put into confine 
ment lofornutlon of this citcamstonoe having been 
conveyed to All Bahadur, that chief sent a parCy of 
lioree. who condocted him into the Uarbatta camp. On 
tbe rebers fligbc from Ueerat, the garrison surrendered 
at discretion. Tbeii bves were spared, and the piinoee 
of Cbe royal family were released from their oonhaemanC 
and under an honourable escort conveyed to Delhi, Os 
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their arriTel, Jebaan Shah, after aonering: savereij for 
bis ebortOiveil eleratioa. vrae remaoded bade to hie> 
former abode io the fort of Selim Ourb. 

Oa the redacKiOD of Meerut, Rauah Khao led hie 
arrof to Sabauraopore. Trhioh place, oo beaiiug the Into 
of OhoUum Oadir, submitted to the Marhatta authority 
wbo. from timt time, hare remataed uodistutbed mastorA 
ol the whole proTiooe. 

SooD after this erect, Banah Khan witli the army 
returned to Delhi, where by this time tlie Mahoraioh 
Siodiali was likewise arriredi and lutd lesoned hia 
former aiUhority in the state. The pnoiBhroeat of the 
rebel was too remarlcable to be passed over io silence; 
oor did his guilty assooiate, the Kasir, escape the lost 
rengeAnee of his ineulted sorermgn. 

Oholanm Oadir, oo bis arrival in the Marbatta oatup, 
was carried ioto (he prcBcnce of the general ; whea^ 
after repeated demands to discover the place where he 
had deposited tbe pluodet of the palace, on his refusing- 
to comply, he was deltrered over to a punishment 
terrible iudeed. He was Urdt placed in an iron cage, 
constructed for the occasion, end in this situation was 
9Q8pended in fcout of tbe army. After sustaining the 
insults and indignities of the soldiers, ble nose, eore. 
bauds, and leeb were cut off : and in (bis mu(ilB(ed 
and miserable oooditi<)Q be was, by order of AU 
Bahadur, 8au( off to Delhi; but, ou the lourney, death 
relieved (he miserable wretob from bis enSeriogs: tbufr 
dreadfully nCooing lor the orrmss of bU savage and 
abandoned life !—The ffasir, on ble arrival at Delhi, waa 
troddeo to death under the feet of an elephant, 
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The melaaoholj evaats passing so rapidly In raview, 
whilst reUtlQg Cba tracaaotions of ao Aeiatic Barbar, 
oao afford to a bdoevolapt miad UtUs to contemplate 
with pleasore cr atteotion; bat the piotare, bowarcr 
diagofitiDg, may notwithstaDdiog be viewed to advantage. 
A British reader might on this review, direct bis 
inepeotioD iownrda ; and while be exeoratee the insatiate 
spirit and detestable ambltioo wbicb can thus actaate 
men to tbe commission of such enormituesi he may place 
before his fntlgoed niod the more pioasing contrast of 
the situs tins and ioTaluable bleseiogs of his native land — 
blesaiogs, which teaob him more highly to value and to 
venerate that happy constitution, wbicb isfoanded upon 
an imroutfdDle and immortal prindple, that a British 
sovereign can do so wrong. 

Soon a^ter tbe arrlvsl of the llarhatta army, Sindiah 
appointed a day lor rS'instatiog the deposed V>Dg on 
the throne of hU ancestors; and tbs cemmony was 
performed iu the grand hall of andienoe witb much 
pomp and solemnity. An allow nee was, moreover. 
Assigned to his majesty of nine lacks of rapeea per 
annuo for the support of bis family and household, 
tbe superiuteodence of which was committed to Shah 
Nisain AI Been, a dopeodanc on tbe Marhatta obiel* 

• T^atevor might have been tbs real intentions of Sbdinh 
when he made this gtaut. In appsamneo so liheAl, it eanoot be 
denied but hie kindness failed of effect; and it muy ho affirmed 
with justice, that from the character which this chief originally 
affiQined of protector of the Ininred rights of the Great Uognl. 
ha, in became Che oppressor intent only on hie own aggran- 
dise^nent and in effectoatiog his pUu at theP^onah Dorbar, (he 
Marhatta chief detmned the onhappy king io au apparently 
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After the terrible puaisbrnect oi ^bolanm Cadii 
I<bAS> tbe order of onr narrative leads to the situation 
of Ismasel Beg. Ttiat noblemaiii as already obseired, 
had been detached by order of Sindiab to rednce 
Cooli Kbao, at that time io the aeigbbourbood oi Rowan. 
On his amval in tbe distriot, Isuoeel Beg wee iDfi>r(xied 
of tbe death of bis antagonist, whose troops wore then 
under tbe eomraand of bie widriw. a womao of tna^ 
culioe spirit and unbounded ambition. ‘W'eU acquainted 
with tbe ac^Te brasory of Isnaeel Beg, tbe Begum pro¬ 
posed to biiD B ooaliboQ oi interests; and, to excite his 
hopes of soccesa inareeistQDCO oi tba Marbatta antbority 


hcnonrable, but imlty ouserable. oonfbioDeni i and during hia 
ovn absencCr be deleffated bia power to a oratiy and deaigiung 
dependant, who permitted the king aad hie fafniJy to want the 
common necaasariee ot life: a drouznateoce which inflicts mdeli- 
ble ^sgraoe on Sindiah's memory. This assertion would appear 
•overstraioed. aad the circcmstaoco, perhaps, too highly ooloined 
were it not notoricres to all Bslbi, that out of the ebovo eom 
allotted in Jaghiro for tbe king's mainteoanca, lie has seldom 
received more than 50,000 rnpeee peraruam. and tliatfreqoently 
ill pail To be convinced of the truth of thxi tact, the authcpp, 
when at Delhi, made pardcular inquiry, and was assured by a 
nobleman of tbecout. SyudReeziEban.poioaol Palmer's Takeel 
that this was an actual fact—^his nobleman resides at the capital 
CP the part of tbe Bngli^ Ambassador, aa well as that of the 
Tazir. Aaui A1 Dowla. for tbe poiroee of diabnmng to hia 
jnalesCy the anm of twp thovaaod rupees per month for his 
priv7 pnrea (which is tamed Zurr-MThaBs): and this money, 
together with a few trifling presents leceived when persons are 
presented at court, is all the lineal descendant of ^moor obtains 
for the sopport oF bimself and his thirty children, reeiding 
within the predneta of the imperial palace. 
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4be» proffered him tbe forces aad treasuree of ber deceas¬ 
ed lord. The setural end beredltary arorteioo enterUlood 
by Ismsee^ Be^ agamst tbe Marhatta notion, incliaed 
him, without mcch reflectioa* to acosdo to these pro* 
po^ols. He aocordiofrl; marched his own force to the 
town of Oaooor, the place where the Begum then resided, 
aod which was actually besieged by the Hathiqttas. 

Ifotwithetaoding eTory exertion on the part of the 
eneoiy* be threw himself ioto the plece^ and endeavoured 
by repeated and spirited aallies to prevent its fall. 
Hnfortuoateiy, ia coe of those escountara, tiie Begnm 
herself, who wiUi a gallaatry and spirit not nncommon 
among the fra:taJea of HiDdostaun. was aocnstomed to 
be present in action, was alaio by a cannon ball. This 
misfortnoe occasioned a defection in her troops to 
their obedience of Ismaeel Beg, aod which had. dnriog 
ber life-time, been kept within proper bounds. The 
priaoipal lenders entering into a cabal against tbe Hogol 
«hiel, agreed to. deliver him up to the Maibrtttae, with 
whom they bad commenced a negotiation, But however 
aeoretly the treaty, on this oocasion, was made it soon 
reaohed the ears pf Ismaeel Beg; and, be, to prevent 
the effects of this treachery, was prerailed upon by bis 
friends to a voUinUiry Bunender, reqnestiog only a . 
guarantee for his personal safety. Thia was readily 
granted him uader tbe faith of General Duboigoa. at 
that time of high comraaDd in tbe Marhetta army. 3on:ie 
few days after. Ismaeel Beg entered the camp, from 
wbenGO he w>b seat off a prisoner to the fort of igra 
in which etate he has since eontdaued. While the 
Harhatta inflaonce obtains permanency at the court of

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Delb), ft is probable he vili cootloae coder restraiot, os 
that politic and waiy people will never snffer so aotire 
and inttigning s man to be eolerged Bat should any 
untoreseen eveot, in tbe hazardous sfstera of the preaeut 
politics, occasion a decline, or extioetioD of theii 
anihoritj. there is little doubt but this active and 
▼igilaot paitizas will again bear a conspicuous share 
in tbe rerolntions. 

Among the numerous adventurers w)io have for a 
series' of years emigrated from tbe regions of the north 
to the provincea of Ebdostaan^ few hare possessed 
greater militarr talents than Ismaeel Beg. lanred to 
arms at an early period of life under tbe tuition of bis 
uncle, hfahomed Beg Eban Eamdani, he diatinguiahed 
bimseli on several ocGasions by bis superior valonr and 
ability: aod if, ou a review of bis ebaracter, we except 
tbe onlpability justly attaclied to bim for the share he 
bore in the transactions of Gholaum Oadir, we must 
allow Ismaeel Beg the merit of an active, gallant soldier; 
to wbioli. by toe uoauimous voice of bis contemporaries, 
may be added that of an aocomplished mao. generous 
in disposition, and kind and liberal to bis followers aod 
d^Bodaots. 

Of tbe fate of the remaining persona who shared in 
tbe rarious revolutions recorded throogb this volume 
the Begun Somroo deserves notice. Tbe fidelity ex> 
bibited by this spirited lady in defence of her sovereign 
on various oocasious, merited a better return than that 
which she was destined to experience. Tbe chiefs in 
tbe 3iarbatta army bad long beheld with jeslous in¬ 
quietude the iufiuence sbe bad acquired with tbe king ; 
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aod Siodiah hjoiseif appears not to bafo beea vhollj 
free from tbia iaptLCatioa: for, thopgb he canaot be 
charged with gitiitg diieotioos to degrade the Begam 
from her digoitj, bis not taking Immediats steps to 
make reparatioQ for the a^ont, most appear to every 
i^prejudiced mind highly to bis dieoredit Oo the other 
bond, it must, with equal impartiality, be confessedi 
that the conduct of thie lady gave her eDomies great 
advautaga 

During the whole of her admmislratioD, until the 
period before ns, she, by prudence and n clroumspect 
conduct, governed her territory with honour and advan> 
tagd. Her troops respected bar valour, and her officen 
yielded a ready obedience to her authority, ^n unfor- 
tuoate attach meat, however, which she formed foe one 

of those ofBoers, occaaioned her severe vexation and 
distress; and, lueonsisteatly with bar usual prudeuce. 
she had granted him her baud in marriage. Ur. Teiasauz, 
a Borman adventnier, was the person selsotsd; 
who, though a mao of (d)ilitie8, and who had rendered 
essential service to the Begum in the manageineDt of 
her artillery and other military coaoeme, was nevertbe* 
less of a baugbty disposition and stem saaners, which 
unfortonately for both, proved the source of a disas* 
Irons event 

The Begnm was strongly dissuaded from this step 
by her friends, and by none more than the king, who, 
iu this ilMsted iDairiag:e, sompled sot to predict the 
total downfall of her authority a prediotion too soon to 
be ialdlled. By the secret instigatioa of the Marhatta 
leaders, the chief offioets and servants of the Begum 
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«DtaTd<l into & coQ9picA&7, and roaoWod oo bet depositipo. 

_^7Q i BaootioA to their pro coed logs is tbe e^ee of 

the people, they invited tbe Kuwaob Zuffer Y6b Ybao, 
son of the dooeased Somroo, by a former wife, to accept 
of tbe goTemmeot ns his just icheritaoce. This youog 
Dsa, tarbalent in manaers, and of a worthless oharactor, 
hod received, throagb tbe boanty of the Begem, an 
ample aiiowanoe for his support, ever since hie fathor’e 
death ; but bis conduct bad (^ven her endi disiruet, 
that she had iorbiddea hia appearance at her own 
residence. He was living at Delhi:wbeo the offer of 
the ooospirators arrived; undistnrbed by any scruples 
of conscience, and oot impressed by any sentiment of 
gratitude or aRbetioo, he accepted tbe offer with avidity, 
and repairing to the town of Serdbauna. in private, he 
waited the event with impatience. 

A few days subsequent to tbe Begum's marriage, 
she prepared to accompany her hnsbond in a oircuit 
tbrongb her Jaghiro. They bad scarcely qnitted the 
town of Serdhauna, when a mntiny broke ont among 
bet own troops, and at the sumo instant. Zoffer T&b 
Khan, who bad been privately living in tbe town, now 
rushed forth with a body of Marhattas, seized on tbe 
town, and was proolaicned Jagbirdtr. Informed of this 
event, the Begum endeavoured, by the moat studied 
^attention and cogent argument, to induce her troops to 
return to their allegiance, but iu vain ; long resolved 
on tbeir plan, they were heedless of her solioitations, 
aod seized and confined both herself and husband. This 
unfortuQits man perceiving himself in the power of 
bis eneuiies, and disdaining aubmissiOD, iu a fit of 
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dttperaUon pot a period to bis existence; asd tbs 
Begum was then recondticted to ber cspitaii ooiy to 
bob old Cbe rebellioa of Lei subjects, and the eloration 
of ber nogeaeronB relatiTo, to the MusDUd.** 

After the settlemeot of the fOTernment at Delhi, 
Siodiab directed his attoation to tlie subjugation of the 
dilfereDb Bajpoot states, who, dntiag tbe Iste disturb- 
anoos and frequent rerolutioos. bad become, in a great 
measure, indepeodent of tbe court In this arduous 
underUking be was assisted by the profeeeiocal abilities 
of an European officer of dlstinguislied eminence. 
Mr. Duboigne, a gentlemau formerly in tbe serrioe of 
tile East India Company, had, of late Teaie,upoi) adraa- 
tageooe o^ers being made to entered into that of 
Slndiab, and on many oooasions bad contributed to tbe 
asoondancy acquired by that prince orei bis competi- 
to». Mr. Dnboigoe, whose oouteceas and penetration 
enabled him to discern tbe rast anperiorlty which 
disciplioe obtaios over irregular multitpde s, and the 
* Thoagh by tiua outrage, deprived of bw authoH&, Cbo 
Beenm passed not her time in nnaTailing lamenutions; she 
bad many hiandb and by their assistance, ^ed by the 
eemast intreaties of the king, she was in the socceodiog year. 
Toleaaed from her coahnsmeai, and once more, thongb with 
cirouffifioribod authority, put in poesession of bn Jaghin. 
.where it is the wish of every feelings mind she cosy loog 
continue. Her actendon towards those of onr countrymen, who 
have occasionally Tinted her isTrltohee, has been oust 
hoepitable and unremitting, and among othera, Ibe author of 
this history is happy in having an opportnnity of adding bis 
testimony of esteem for the kind offices afforded himself and 
his compaoiona, during a ioroughfe residence near ber 
hoapltabls rQasBio&. 
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adfantagee to be derived froin tbe introdoctioo ot 
Earopaen tactics, proposed to SindJah to raiae a body 
of troops^ clothed aod disoiplioed, as far as the local 
aod religious preiadioee would admit, after the . caodol 
of the Conpaay’a European troopa. The proposal was 
readily accepted on the part of the Marhattn chief, and 
Kr* Duboigne, who had bceo raised to the rank of 
general, prepared to carry it into effect. 

In the course of the ourreot year,* the first regular 
brigade erei attached to tbo Morhatta soirioei was 
raised, clothed, aad appointed; it consisted of ten 
battalions of 760 men each, seTeu of which battalions 
were regulars, den om bated by tho natires, ^langast 
<dothed and aimed with musket and bayonet, like 
the Gompany^s troops.~Tho three remainiRg battalions 
were Pathus, armed with maiobloclrs of a new mven- 
tiOQ ; their uciforai made after the Persiao fashion, aod 
the whole brigade, regulars as well as nsatchlocks, wore 
exercised by tbe manual word of command, as practised 
in Ecropeao aruiie?. To render tbe brigade more compact, 
SCO Mewattis, or irregnlar soilders, were attached to 
perform the ordinary rontise of camp duties, so that 
the troops might be ready, ou all oocosiooB, for active 
eerrice—500 cavalxy were attached to the brigade, nod 
60 pieces of well-mounted and welUsetred artillery, 
from 3 to 6 and 9 pounders. 

7q the succeediog years of 1791<2'3, the second end

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tliird brigades were gTAdoall; ralaed of oearif egoal 
force, with the addition oi 1»D00 HcbUIaa, for tbe 
express poppose of leading the storming parUss.^Tbe 
force thus raised ancnoted, in the whole, to 94,000 
men und 130 pieces of arfcillerj, commanded by&uropean 
officers of difforODt oatioos, sod directed by the eotsr- 
prisiog spirit and uoiemittad perseverance of the 
general who raised them. Their suooess on a veriety 
oi the most tr7ing cocas loos proved e^Qal to their 
expeotations, and BiodiaL coafossed bis obligaUons to 
Mr. Duboigoe by reposing in him a ccnfidecoe almost 
uolimited, and by the cession of fifty-two dist^ots in 
the Doo Ab. to be appropriated expressly as «rmed!ad', 
for the iD&intoouicB of the troops be bad raised. Aided 
by bis exertions, he, in the period wa have mootiooed, 
not only recovered His former possessions, bnt in the 
end extended his influeoce to the Panjab frontier ; by 
a rapid snocessfon of victories, be defeated the f^uwanb 
Ismaecl Beg. Oholonm Oadir Khan, the conotries oE 
Ondepore and Joudpore, and Jynaghur i sod, though he 
could Qot absolutely wrest these dominions from the 
last-mentioned prince, be compelled him to the payment 
of an annual tribpte. 

Toweide the middle of 1793, his affiiire caUing him 
to the west of India, he left Oopaul Bow, his Ueutenant- 
generah to manage bis affaire in the north, and Oeneral 
Dubuig&e in the center cf his newly-aoquired posses- 
eions. His power may, at this period, be said to have 
reached its meridian splendour; his arms again acquired 
an ascendeeoy over his con temporaries, and be found 
himself the leader and prepnhderatiug chief of the 
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whole ^IflihatU empire^from thE con Hoes of Lahore, 
to the sea of Cambaf. be possessed an aatlioritj alniosC 
Qolimtted; ^bUe tiie firmness, eoergy and aotix^itr. 
which marked the features of his admioiaCratiooi at the 
sacQO time shed a bright liistro oa his chaiaoter. in the 
IDjode oi the princes of Kindoataan. 

At the olose of 1703, Siodlah prepared for bis return 
Co the northward, with an fatentiou, us it was sapposcd. 
of pashiog his arms aguiost the Sikhs ; all looked 
forward to the fntnre notlous of this enterprizing oluof 
la a state of anxious suapenso; but while the dilforent 
powers were either alarmed b; tJie fear, or exoicod bg 
the hope, of his appearaaoe amongst tliem, he wa$ 
suddenij seitod with a distemper, which torminatod hie 
existeoofl at the age of sixty^eTeo, 

His character has alre&dy been delineated hj tlio 
record of his aotioos in the preceding pages; fa conolu* 
8100 it m&f be remarked, that from the inoessant pome> 
reraooe with which he laboured tc brtog to matority 
eohemes once formed for Lis owa nggrandizemeut; hod 
bis life been extended, be would, iu all probability, hare 
become a formidable antsgooist to the ioterestB of 
Great Britain ; whoso rulers were not no acquainted 
with his actire spirit or insatiable ambition, He was 
succeeded in his paternal dominioos by bis nephew., 
Dowkt Bow, who has not as yet attained any pre> 
eminence cimoog the prlncee iu Che HarhaCCa stntee. 

Tbs few rerDaiciag years of the reiga of SbAh-Anlom 
oan afford little oo whicb. tc expatiate or digress. 
Eeduoed to dependenoe ou a foreiga power for the 
aapport of bimseif aad a numerouB family, the dnraCioa 
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of his life oaoDot matsriaUj alter bis situation ; tbe 
fate of his family, and evaotuel soocessor, must remam 
to be recorded at a futaro period, but teign may be 
more properly said to close when be suataioed the fatal 
calamity before meatiooed. Shah^AnJam* aominal 
lilmperor of HiodosteoDi la io bis 75tii year. Hia etatare 
tali and oommandinf?, his aspect digoiKed aud inajeetio. 
The ra^^agea of time aro dtsoeroibie oo his face, aad the 
jecollectioos of his ruisfoTtanea have impressed bie 
features with melancholy. His early youth was passed 
IQ spirited, thoogli ineffectual, strugglea. to restore the 
diminished loatre of Impotial authority, and hia con¬ 
duct, whilst eoateodiug agalosC the usurped power of 
Oaaioodeeu Kimo, deserves great praise. But in the 
greater part of hie life, little can be found deaervipg 
the applause of poaterity. Irresolute and indecisiTe 
in his measures, he too frequently rendered useless 
tho pinus formed by his friends for the recovery of his 
authority, while bis excessive love of pleasure, and 
infatuated attachment to uoworthy fayouxites, ooatri- 
buted to degrade him in the eyes of his neighbours 
and allies, and render tbe small remains of bie dominion 
contemptible. All hia ministers, wiUi tbs excopticn of 
Kujoff ^an, were prodigal and rapacious In tbe extreme; 
tiiey percoired tbe kiug*8 weakness, and, by flattering 
hia vanity and supplying bis extravagance, ensured to 
themselves an uncontrolled autboilty in tbe state, while 
they abused the geoerosity of their eovereign, by com¬ 
mitting every species of enormity and oppressive violence. 

Sbab-Aulum had improved a very good ednofttlon by 
study aud refleotion; be was a coopleto master of tbe 
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laoKTugos of the east, aad, as a ffriter, attaiood an 
emiaeaca seldom acquired parsoos io Ms Kigli stntioo. 
Hta ooTTespoDdeace with the different pTiaoes o! tlie 
ooQntr7> darisg a totj long and cheansred reigo, 
eshiblts proofs of a miod highly caUiraCed ; and if wo 
may judge by an elegiao essay, composed oftor the cruel 
loss of bis Bight, he appears to li&re great loent in 
pAtbetio compositioQ. Iq the iotemal eoooomy of his 
household, ho is nniversally allowed to be on allecHonato 
paieot, n kind master, aad a geuoroos patron, Hia trials 
boTe been many, and it ia earnestly to be hoped the 
evening of his life may be passed in a peaceful tran- 
QutUiiy : a poo a review of bis life and aotioos, it u&y, 
without injustice, be piODounoed, that, though Shah' 
AuJum possessed not a capacity aufBoieotly vigorous to 
renovate tba springs of a relaxed government, or emu Into 
his iUuatrious ancestorB, he, notwitostandlng, had many 
virtues commendable In a private station; but he un- 
fortunately relgoed at a time wbeo the royal authority 
was In its most degraded stats, and when great and 
shiniog talents were naoessery to Tender permanoat h!a 
power, and curb the licentious effuaiona of rebrilious 
and disobedieot subjects. The 3tm of Titnoor, as a 
lespeotabls bistorlau* has justly observed, is most 
.probably set for ever; and, if a coutiauatlou of the 
metoplior be allowable, it may be added, that the decline 
aad utter oxtlactiou of that august family was reserved 
•to the days of tbe anfortunate Sbah-Auium.

Accotnn or Disuii.* 

Tira proymofi of Delhi, agreeablf to tbe deecription 
of ofttiye goo^aphers, ie bounded oo the east hj Agra* 
on the west b7 Lahore, south by AjmorA and north by 
the Kawmow Hills. Its leagth, from the town of Polwul, 
near AgfA to the river 8ntlej, is 160 coses; and its 
breadth, from the town of Rewori to tho Eunmow Hilts, 
is 140 coees. It is divided ioto oight Circars, or priscupal 
districts, namely, Sbahjehanabad, (moderc Dolbi), Serbiod, 
Hissar, Peirooseh, Bebeuranpore. Sumbul, Gednoon, 
hTaroouL Tbese are again aubdirided into 289 inferior 
districts, yioldiog, according to the imperial register, a 
reveone of seyenty'four crore sixty-three lacks of Da’Uins,t 
or one millicn eight liandred and fifty thousand pounds 
fiterling. 

In the year of the Hijerah 1041, (a. d. 1631-32). the 
Qisperoc Shah Jeban founded the present city and palace 
of Sbali^’ehaDobad, which he made his capital daring the 
remainder of his reign. The new city of Sbabjehanabad 
Ues ou the weatern bank of the Jumna, in latitude 28.S6. 

• The following account of the present state of Delhi le 
extracted from a ionroai of obseryatiooa mode during an official 
tour throogh the Doo Ab and the adjacent diatricls by (he author, 
in company with Uajor Beynolda. of the Bombay establishment, 
appoicted by the Bengal Qcverameat to survey that part of the 
couolxy In 1793-94.

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aorth. The oitf is fibout seven zoilea in circamference, 
and is suironoded oa three sides by a of brick and 
stone : e parapet rnae along tbe whole, but tiiere ore no 
oanooa pleated on the ramparts. Tbe 0 )ty has sevou 
gates : Z/<t/iore gate, Delhi gate. Ajmerc gate, 

TtfrkoiRoti gate. Moor gate, Ozhu^ gate, Cashnein gate; 
all of which are built ot free stone,* and have handsome 
arcbed entrances of stone, where the guards of the city 
keep watoh, Near the Ajmere gate is a Mudiiissa, or 
ooHega ereated by (^ostooddeen fThawn, nephew of 
Nisamool-^ifooink; it is built of red stono, and sitnated 
in the conti'e of a spacious qoadrangle, with a fountain 
iioed nith stone. At the upper end of the area is a 
handsome mosque, built ot red stone, aod inlaid with 
white marble. Thi$ college is now uolohabited. 

In the n^gbbourbood of Uie Cabal gate is a garden 
colled Tees Hoazari Baug, fn wbiob is the tomb of the 
Qaeen lifelike Zemanl, wife of the Smperor Mohammad 
Shuh; a marble tablet placed at the bead of tbe grave ie 
engravod with some Persian couplets, ioformiug ns of 
tbe date of her death, whioh happened but five years 
sinoe, A. Hijerah 1208. On a tlaiog ground near this 
garden, from whence there is a fine prospect of tbe city, 
are two broken oolnmns of browu granite, eight feet 
high, and two and a half in breadth, on winch are 
insetiptions in ancient obaractecs. 

About one mile east of tbe (dty, is Use tomb of tbe 
celebrated Jebsnarah Begnta. eldest daughter of the 
Bmpeior Shob Jeban*, no lees ismoua for ber wih

Within tbe city of new Ddhi are tbe remains of 
many splendid pilacea belonging to tiie great Omrabs 
of tbe empire. Anoog tbe largeet are those of Cammer* 
o'deen Sben, rlslr to Mohammad Shah; All Uardaa 
Khan, the Persian; the Nabob Gagiooddeea Khan; 
Safdnr Jong’s; the garden* of Ooodseab Begnm, motbet 

* Of this cardee and palace a most beeatiful and accurate 
psintiag may be seen in Daaiell% riews ia flindiutaaii. 
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to Mobanmad Shab ; tbe palaco of Saadiit Kban, and 
that of Saltaiio Datab Shikob. All tbasa paUces are 
aQtroQodad by high walla, and take np a considerable 
apace of ground. Their eutrancea are tbrongb lofty 
arohod gateways of brick and atone, at the top of which 
are the galleriee for music; before each ia a spaoious 
ooDrtyard for the elepbanta, boreea. and attendnnts of 
the Tisitore. Each polaoe bas likawiae a Mahaly or 
aeraglio, adjoining, whiob is separated from the great 
ball by a partition wall, and comnaDioataa by means of 
prirate pauages. All of them bad gaideos, with oapa- 
oious reservoirs of stone, and foantalas in the center. 
An ample terrace extended round the whole of each 
partienlar palace ; and within the walls were houses 
and apartiuente for servants and followers of evory 
description, besides stabling for horses, elephants, and 
every teicg appertaining to a noblemen’s suite. Each 
palsce ia lilrewise provided with a bandsoiue set of 
batbs. and a Teb Khaca anderground. 

The baths of Saadut Ehan are a set of beautiful 
zooms, paved, and lined with white marble ; they consist ^ 
of dve distinct appactments, into which light is admitted 
by glazed windows at the top of the domes. Safdur 
Jung’s Teh Ehana oonsiats of a set appartmonta built 
ih A light and delicate style ; oas long room, in which 
ia a marble reservoir the whole length, and a smaller 
one raised and balluetraded on each aide; both faced 
througbont with white marble. 

Sbabiebsoabad is adorned with many fine mosques, 
several of which are still lo perfeoC beauty and repair. 
The following are most worthy of description : 
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First, the Jama 2i^id* or great ca^odral Tbie 
moeqas is situated about a ([UBiter of a alle from the 
royal palace; the fouadatioo of )t was l^d apou a 
rocky emineoco oamod JujoJa Pahar, and has beea 
scarped oo purpose. The ascent to It is by a flight of 
stooe steps, tbirty-fiTO in namber, through a handsome 
gateway of red etone. The doors of thia gateway are 
oorered throughout with plates of wrought brase, wbioh 
Mr. Beruler imagioed to be copper. The terraoe on 
which the tucsquo is situated, is a st^uare of about 
fourtooQ huudred yards of red atone ; Id the csoter is a 
fountain lined with marble, for the purpose of perform¬ 
ing the ueoessary ablutioDS previous to prayer. 

An arched colonade of red stone surrounds the 
whole of the terrace, which is adorned with octagon 
pavilions for sitting in. The mosque is of an oblong 
form, two hundred and eixty-one feet In laogtb, 
surrounded at top by three magnificent domes of white 
marble intersected wiili black stripes, and flanked by 
two Minarets of black marble and red stoao alternately, 
rising to the height of au hundred and thirty feet 
Each of these Mioareta hae three projecting galleries 
of white marble, having their summita crowned with 
light octagon pavilione of tite same. The whole frout 
of the building is faced with large slabs of beautiful 
white marble ^ and along the cornice are ton compart- 
menta, four feet long eud two and a half broad, which 
are inlaid with inscrlptioDs iu black marble in the 


• Of this mosQoe, Ukewiae, is to be seen a beandful painting 
by the Danielle* 
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I^hki cbarieter, and are sud to oontaln the granter 
part, if not tbo whole, of the Zbran. 

The loaide of the moaqne is paved throoghont with 
large slabs of white marble, decorated with a black 
border, and is woodorfall? boantifal and delioate; tho 
slabs are about three feet in leagth b7 oae and a half 
broad. The walls and roof ere lined with plala white 
marble; and near the ZiOla* fe a handsome Taafi, or 
siohe, which is adorned with s profusion of irei^e 
work. Close to this is a Mimber. or pulpit, or marble 
which has an asceot of font steps, balustered. 

The asoeat to the Ulcarets Is by a winding Btair> 
oase of an hnudred aod thirty steps of red stone; and 
at the top the speotator is gratifiad by a noble view of 
the king^e palace, the Qotab Hinar. the Hurran Kinar. 
Hamaioon’s mansolevin, the palace of Tirose Shah, the 
fori of old Delhi, and tbs fort of Loni, on the opposite 
basks of tbe rlTer Jumna. 

The domes are orowoed with onllisee of copper 
riohly gilt, and present a glittering appearance from 
afar efL Ibis mosque was begun by the Emperor Sbab 
Jehan in the fourth year of his reign, and oompleted in 
the teotb. Toe espensse of its erection am one ted 
to ten laes of rupees •, aod it is in every respect 
worthy of being tbe great oathedral of the empire of 
Hiodcstono. 

Not far from the palaofl is t he mosque of Brteh nn 
* Zibla literaliy implies a oompess, but hers moans a small 
hollow or excavation in Clie walls of Mahomedan inosquse, so 
situated on toe ereotloo of toe bnjidines, as alwaye to look 
towards tbe dty of Keccs. 
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Al Dowla, rendered* memorable to the DelhiaoB ior 
bdiog the place where Nadir Shah beheld the massaore 
of the UQPortaDate io habitants. The oaose aasigoed bj 
hiatorUns for this iohanan act is, that a sedition broke 
ont in the great market place, in which two thoosand 
FersiaDS were slain. Nadir, on hearing 'of the tnmnlt, 
marched ont of the fort at night with a bizirU force to 
the ftfnejld of Rosban AI Dowla, where he wos fired 
upon in tUo momiog from a neighbouting terraco, and 
an officer killed close by hie side. ltd instantly ordered 
.an IndiscrirDlnate slaughter of the inhabitants ; and bis 
sqnadroQs of cavalry, pouring through the streets before 
the afternooui put to death an hundred thouaaod 
fjersens o£ all deacriptions. 

'‘The king cf Fereio." says the translator* of Firiabto, 
sat. during this dreadful scene, in the Mnsjid of Roahno 
Al Dowla: none bnt alnves dorat come near him, for 
bis conntODonce was dark and tenible. At length, the 
'UDlortnoate emperor,t attended by a number of hie 
.chief Omrabs. ventured to approach him with downcast 
eyee. The Onrahs, who preceded Mohammad, bowed 
down their foreheads to the gronnd* Nadir 5bab etemly 
asked them what they wanted ; they cried ont with one 
voice, ‘‘Spare tlis city.” Mohammad said sot a word, bnt 
tears flowed fast from his eyes: the tyrant, for once 
touched with pity, sheathed sword, and said, “For 
the sake of the prince Mohammad, 1 forgive.” 

Sinoe this dreadful maseacre, this quarter of Delhi

Tho mosood of 
RosbttJi A1 Bovlnh is situatad at the eo trance of tbo 
Chandney Chenh, or marhet; it is of the common si^d.

vichly gdt 

Zinut nl Uus(^id, o; the ororunont of mosques, is 
on tho bantu of the >Tumna, and ^ras eieotod by n 
danghter of Anreogzeeb, of the name of ^inat nl Ifissali. 
It is of red stone, with inlay logs of marble, and has n 
spadoua teiraoe in front, with a capacious reserroir 
faoed with marble. The princess who built it, bsTiog 
declined entenog into the marriage state, laid out a 
large sum of monoy In the above mosque, and on its 
completion, she built a sepulchre of white marble, 
suiroanded by o wall of the same, in the «ost corner 
of tbe terrace. Here sbs was buried in the year of'the 
Hijerah 1122, corresponding to the year of Chirst, 1710. 
There were formerly lands allotted for the support 
and repairs of tbie place, amounting to a lac of rupees 
per anuuiD, bat they have long since been oonfscated, 
duhng tbe froublee this city has undergone. Exclusive' 
of the mosques aforementioned, there are, in* 
ShahjehaDabad and Its environe, above forty others; 
but 08 meet of them are of inferior size and beauty, and 
all of tiiem of a similar fashion, it ia unnecessary to 
present auy farther detail .a 

The modern city of Shahjehauabad ia rebuilt, and 
contains jnany good houaee, chiefly of bnclc; the streets 
are. In gooeral. sanow, as is usu&i in moat of the large 
cities in Asia; but ^ere were formerly two very noble 
streets, the first leading from the polace gate, through

tli& oity, to the Delhi g:ate, in a direction north and 
Ronth. street was broad and Bpaoions, baTing* 

liondeoue houses on eacb side of the ^7, and 
mercbanta’ shops well ioroiehcd witli a variety of the 
riohest articles. Bhnh Jehan oansod ua nquednot of red 
stone to be made, wbioh oonTeyod tiie water the whole 
length of the street, nnd from tiience* by a Tesarvoir 
under ground, into the royal gardens.^Bemaius of this 
nqnednct are still to be sceni but it is in most ports 
choabed up with rubbish. The Reoond grand street 
entered in the some manner, from the palace to the 
Tjahore gate, lying oast and west ; it was equal In all 
roepoctn to the former; hot in both of them the lobabi' 
tacts havo spoiled the beanty of their appearance, by 
ruuDiDg a lios of booses down the center, and, ia other 
places, across tbs street, so that it is with diScuUy a 
person cau discover, without narrowly inspecting, tbeir 
former position. 

Tbo bazaars in Delhi are at present but indiSereotly 
faroished, and the population of late years miserably 
reduced. The Chandney Ghouk is the best fnnusbed 
in the city, though its oommeroa Is bnt Crifling. Cotton 
cloths are still manufactured and they export indigo. 
Thur imports are by the northern caravans, which 
genurally come once a year; they bring with them from 
Oabul and Cosbmero shawls, frnits, and hersee: tbe two 
former articles are procurable in Delhi at a reasonable 
rate. Tliero is also a manufactory at Delhi for hooka 
bottoms. Predous stones are also to he had in the 
bazaars, and the black and red oomeliaus of tbe largest 
and most beautiful sixe. The adjoining country Is well 
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cumratod, and the neiirhbotirhood ol tho ci^ produces 
coro, rice, millet and Indifo. 

oitT ia divided into tbirty-eix mobanls or dis¬ 
tricts, each of wbioh la Darned either after tbe particular 
Omrah wbo resided tbero, or from some local olroum* 
stance relatite to the place. 

It appears that modern Delhi baa been boilt priaoi- 
pallf upon two rooky emioesoes, tiie ooe whore the 
Jama Ifotlid is sitoated, named Ttijula PaJtar ; and the 
other tbe quarter of tbe oil merebBots, called Bfjula 
PaJior: from both of these yoa have a cemmandm^' 
visv of tbe r&st of the city. With respect to the rains 
of old Delhi, the e^ctant cannot, I snp))oae, be lese than 
a ciroamference of tvsaty miles, ledcoaing from the 
gardens of Sballmar, on tbe north-west, to the Kattub 
Minar, on tbe south-east, and proceeding [rem thence 
along tbe oenter of tbe old city, by way of tbe mauso- 
learn of NiasiD At Deeo, tbe tomb of Hnmeiooo, which 
adjoins, aad tbe old fort of Delhi on tbe Jamna, to tbe 
Ajoiere gate of SbajehaQabad. 7be environs to tbo 
north aad wost are crowded with remaloa of spacious 
gnrdeas and country bouses of tbe nobility, which were 
formerly abundeotly supplied with water, by means oi a 
noble canal dng by All Hardan Khan, aod wblob for- 
meriy entered from above the city of Panneeput, quite 
down to Delhi, where it joined tbe Jaoana, fertilfziog in 
its course a tract of more than ninety rnilee in length, 
aod bestowing coiufort aad afTlueoce on those wbo lived 
within iia extent, This canal, as it ran throogh the 
enhurha of Mosul Parah, nearly three miles in le rth, 
was twenty-hve feet deep, and as znacb in breadth. 
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cut from tbe Quarry of solid stone from which most of 
tbe Ddighbourlog houses ba^e bees likewise buUi Ore? 
it» at different places, were built amoU bridges of stone, 
which commcnicatcd with the garden houses of the 
nobility. 

Ancient Delhi is said, by historians, to bsTO bees 
eieoted by Bo jab IMn. who reigned in HiodoeUan 
prior to the invasion of Alesender the irroat; others 
afhrin it to have been built by Bajah Pithouro, who 
flourished at a much Inter period.—It is called in 
Sanscrit, Indiaptti, or the abode of liidra, one of the 
Hindu deities, and it le thus dishognished in tbe royal 
diplomas of the obanoery-office. Whether the <A\y be of 
the antiquity reported, it is difficult to deteriuiue, but ^is 
(QQoh is certain, that tbe voat quantity of buildings, both 
anoieot and modern, which ace to be found within tbe 
extent above mentioBed, as well as their grasdenz and 
style of architeotnie. prove it to have been a rich, 
flouriehiog, and populous city. 

1 will only add a short account of tbe royal gardaos 
of SJtaiihiar; these gardens, made by the emperor 
Shah Jehao, were began in the fourth year of hie reigci 
and dnished in the thirteenth, on which oocasioB, 
according to Colonel Dow, tbe emperor gave n grand 
festival to his court These gardens were laid out with 
Fidmirable taste, and eoet tbe enormous sum of a million 
sterling', their present appearanoe dose not give cause 
to suppose such an immense sum bas been laid ont 
upon then], though great part of the most valuable and 
costly materials have been carried away. The entrance 
to them is through a gateway of brick, and a canal. 
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liQoJ with sionOi baling walks on aooh side, parod with 
bricky loads up to the Dsicaun Khana^ or ball of audieuoe, 
EDost part of which is now falloo down; from huace, 
by the side of a noble eaaah bariog a fountais io Nie 
center, you prooeed to the apartments of the Harm. 
which oocnpy a large extent of ground. In front is au 
or open ball, witb apartments Ddjoioiog.tbo inteilov 
of which are decorated with & boauUfnl border of white 
and gold painting, upon a ground ol the finest 

On each side of tins lTaun> eo closed by high walls, 
are the apartments of the Jlareni, some of which arc 
built of red atone, and some of brick, faced with tho 
chunam aforementioned, and ornaments, with paintings 
of flowers of variona kinds. AU tho apartmonts have 
winding passages, which communicate with eselt other, 
and the gavdena adjoining, by private doors. The extent 
of ShaHmar does not appear to bare been veiy largo. 
I suppose the gardens altogether are sot above one mile 
in ofrouDiferenoer & high brick wall runs around the 
whole, and tbe extromities are flanked with ootegon 
parilions of red stone. Tho gardens still abound with 
^EBpe, of a very large siee, and very. old. Tlie prospect, 
south of Sbalimar, towards Delhi, as far as the eye 
can reaob. is covered with the remains of extensive 
gardens, pavUious, mosqaes, and burial places. The 
environs of Uiis onoe magnificent and celebrated city, 
appear now uoUusg mere than a shapeless heap of 
ruins, and the conotry rouud about U equally desolate 
and forlera. «

After eoterlng pal oca, we wero carried to the 
Deiviuoi Khann, or hall of audleoae for the oobilltyi iu 
the middle of whioJi was a tliTone, Taieed about a foot 
aud a half from the ^uad, la tbe oe&tar of thia 
oU^atioa was placed a obair of orinaon vehet, bound 
with gold clasps, aad orec the whole was thro wo aa 
embroidered coTorlng of gold and silrer thread. A 
<l)Dodsome shavtianah* supported by four pillars, in- 
•crostod wltl; silTer, was placed over the ohur of state, 
The king was at this time io the Tusboa^t Khanoy or 
oratory, aa oputmeot io which he generally sits. Ou 
passing a soreen of Indian Connanghis, we proceeded 
to the front of the TWMzA JOianei, and being arrived 
in the presence of the king, each of xa made three 
obeisencea in turo, by throwtog dowa the right 
hand pretty low, end afterwards raising it to the 
forehead; we then went np to the Musnnd, on which 
his majesty sat, end presented our ITazzars, on white 
heodkerobiefs, each of our names being announced at 
the time we offered (hem, The king received the whole 
and gave the Kansara to bis son% Mirze Akbar Shah, aud 
two other princes, who sat oh bis left banA We then 
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retired with our faces towards the preseBca. inado tbe 
same obeissooe as before, and returaed A scoood time' 
to tbe UnsBiid. After & slight converAotioa, we 
wore directed to go without tbe eBoloaare, bdcI put 
OB tixe Xbilluta whlob bis majestf had ordered for ns. 
TbsF GoasUted of light lodiaa dresses, a tarbaaed Jamah, 
and Camberbuad, made of cottoa, with smaU gold 
spriga Oa being clothed ia these dresses, we once 
more retnrood. and after a few mi an las' stay, previous 
to which Major Beynolds received a sword and a 
title from kiug, we were dismissed, and fioroe 

servaots were ordered to attend us. while viewing tiie* 
palace. 

The palace of tbe royal family of Timoor was erected 
by tbe Emperor 8bah Jeban, at the time be buUt thC' 
new city. It is situated on tbe western b&nV of the 
river Jutuoa. and is surrounded ou three aides by a wall 
of red stone ; I judge the olrcumfereuce of the whole 
to be about one mile. 

Tbe two stone figares, meatioaed by Dernier, at tbe 
entrance of the palace, which represented the Rajah 
of Cbittore, and his brother Potta seated oo two 
elephants of stone, are not now to bo seen. They were 
removed by order of Aureogezeeb, as favoring too much 
of idol^y, and be enclosed tbe space on which they 
stood with a screen of red stone, which has dishgured 
the enlraaoe to tbe palace. 

Tbe first object, after eoteriBg, that attracts atten¬ 
tion, ie the Dawaisn Aam, or public ball of audienoBifor 
all descriptions of people. It is situated at tbe upper 
end of a spacious square, and, though at present much 
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in dec!d7, ia a oobia baildiog. Oa eaob elds of the 
Leicaun Auth and all roand the square, are apartmeate 
of Xvro stones in height, the valla aud front o! wbiob, ia 
^0 ^mes of the splendour of the empire, vrere adorned 
with a protnslon of the riobest tapestry. TelTets and 
Bilks, the nobles rying with each other, in rendering 
them the most magsificeot, cepeually on fsativals and 
days of public rejoioiogs, which prasentod a gi’snd 
sight These decorations have, howerar, long eince 
bean discontianad. and nothing but bare woUs now 
remain. 

From the Deioaun Amn we proceeded thronglv 
another bandsome gateway to the Deicaun Riass aiore- 
meotiooed. Thie building likewise is eltuatad at the 
upper end of a spacious square, alerated upon a terrace 
of marble about lour feet in height The Dewaun Kbass, 
in former times, was adorood with excessive magni- 
licence; and though repeatedly stript and plundered by 
successiTO invaders, still retains snSloient beauty t> 
reader it admired. I judge the building to be an bnadred 
and fifty feot in length by forty in breadth. The roof ia 
ilat, supported by numerous columas of flae white marble, 
which have been riobly oroaineuted with inlaid dower 
work of different coloured stones: tbs ooruices aud 
borders hare been decorated with freizs and sculptured 
work. The ceiling was formerly incrosted with a rich 
foliage of silver tbrOQgbout its whole extent, which bae 
loDg since been taken away. The delicacy of the inlay¬ 
ing in tbs compartments of the walls is much to b& 
admired ; and it is a matter of bitter regret to see the 
borbarcna ravages that bars been made by picking out 
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tbfi dlffereiit corseliaos, aad breakiog tlie isarble bj 
Tiolaoce. AroQQd tbd exterior of the Dewano Xiiods, in 
tbe cotoioe, are tbe foliowiog lioeSi written ia letters 
of gold upon a grouad of white uiarble; 

“If there be a parodiso upon earth, this is it^’tis 
this—'h*8 tbie.” 

The terrace of this building is composed of largo 
slabs of white marble, and the building is crowned at 
top with fom* pavilions or cupolas of the eamo n>atoriol8. 
The royal baths built by the Emperor Shah Jeban ore 
situated a little to the northward of the Dewaun Khaas, 
.and consist of three vary large rooms surmounted by 
doruee of white roarble. The iuside of them, about two- 
thirds of tbe way up, ia lined with marble, having 
beantiful borders of towers,, worked cornelians, and 
other stones executed with much taate.'-'Tbe iioors are 
paved throughout with marble in large slabs; there arc 
fountains iu tbe center, wbioh have passes to carry the 
water into the di{Fei*eat apartments; large reservoirs 
of marble, four feet in depth, are placed In tbe walls. 
'The light is admitted from the roof by windows of 
stained glass; and oapecions stoves with Iron gratings 
ace placed underneath oaob separate apartment 
Adjoining tbe baths is a very fine mosquo made after 
the fashion already desoi^bed. 

In tbe royal gardens ia a very large octagon room, 
which faces the Jumna : it is called 3M or tbe 
Boyal Towor, and ia lined with marble. Through the 
window of this room, tbe late heir-apparent, Prince 
Juwauo Bokhi, made bis eaoape in 178i, when

he lied to Luokaow. Great part oi tlie palace bas 
sulfered by ihe desti'uotive ravages of the late invaders. 
Hie Bobillas, in partionlar, who were iatroduoed by 
Gbolaum Cadir ICbao, have stripped maay of tho rooms 
of their marble on aments usd pavements. 

Adjoioing the palace is the fort of Selim Qnrh ; It 
comtunnioaCaa by a bridge of stone, built over on arm 
of the river: it is Do^7 entirely in nuns.* 


* Two buildioffa, which are oqoaUy worthy the iospectlon of 
a traveller, liave not been doscribed in the preceding account: 
namely, the C/anfur Jituniur, or Observatory, buUt by Baiah 
Jey Sing ; and die OuUub Iftnor, or the famous colamn in the 
oeighbonihood of the oity. Of both of these, the Hassts. 
Daaiells have brou^t to England most beandinl and aooorate 
pidotmgs, and the latter hae likewise been deecribed by 
Captsdn fiJunt, of the Bengal engineers, one of the author^ 
companions in the ioomey before mentioned.

Dong in tbe same jenr, are in tbe hands of eveir oQCk 

B? that trontf> Baixoolah Klien liad a territory 
allotted to him, whioli vra6 estimated at tiio annual 
va1q 6 of fourteen lacs of rupees.* Ho ohoee tho mty 
of Kamporo us tbe place of bis tosidouca, and sedulonal? 
employed lumsell to the improvoment of his oountry. 
and hia snbjeats’ welfoi’e. 

Has virtooQB efforts were crowned with deserved 
ancoeas ; and, after an uniatorrapted and prosperons 
admiuistradoQ of twenty yenxe, dnring wbioh he nearly 
doubled tbe revennes of hie country, lie expired in 
August, 1794, in hiU possessioa of the esteem and love 
of his soblects, eud in high reputo with the native 
princes of lodia for liU benevolence, generosity, and 
good Uitb. 

Faixoolah Kbsa left behind bln a family of ten 
children ; seven sons and three danghtore. eldest 
soQ, Kabomed AU ICban, sneoeeded to his doniDionn, 
agreeably to tbe established rights of primogonitcre, and 
was acknowledged os chief by the Robilla tribe. 

Mahomed All in deaoribed by bis countrymen as 
being gross and cruel; and was, coQse<iud£t]y, 
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43xeBS8l7dl7 didUkod by the body of the people, i«ho, 
front tlie obaracterietio of tboic Qaturd spirit, regnire 
from tbeir saperiors a coaoiliating ntanaer utd kind 
treatment as tbe price of obediooca Oa the other 
hand, Uie second soo (by the same moiber) named 
Oholanm Uahomed, vho, though a young mao of 
riolent and torbalent diapoaition, was by bis tribe 
gODordly beloTod. He bad been the favourite of hie 
father daring the later yeara of his Ufa and had 
coudneted under him the most importaot bnainess of 
tbe state. 

By bis nnrocDitted otteotion to the culUfatioo of 
tbe Jaghire, he had, in a psrtioular manner, gained tbe 
ceteam of tbe baabaDdmen, who, in fact, compoae tbe 
great body of tbe people; and tbe odditioa of a band* 
some person, and an affected snarity of maoners. with 
a plausible attention to bis exterior demeanor, bad 
rifeted him in tbe esteem and warmest affectloo of tbe 
soldiere sX large. 

Spurred on thus by ambition, and hiving ouce 
tasted the mtoxicating cup of pleasure, he could lU- 
brook a auddea descent into inalgnlS canoe ; be ecaicely 
permitted tbe eyes of hia aged father to be cicaedi 
wbeu he entered into a cabal with some of the leading 
and most turbalect of the Robilla chiefs. 

A consol ouan ass of his own natural superiority over 
bis brother, stimulated him to commit a barbarous 
crime, at which human nature revolts, and at oooe to 
rend asunder tbe bonds of brotherhood and loyalty. 

C^holautn tfahomed fiaviug gained over to his inters 
ests the priQoipo] officers of tbe ariuy, and, through 
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tlienii fieccred tiie nttAobsect of fcbo troops, proceeded 
to ezecnte the deslgi) formed for the depoeitioa of !tis 
brother. Se?eateea deys after the death of Foisoolah 
iniao, rrholaacQ Haboued. stKended by a eelect party 
wdU Armed, eotered tbo Durbar of Kahomed Alb A 
coafldeotud serraut apprised the Kiziraob of hia 
brother'^ Id tended visit; aud at the same time cautioDcd 
him to be oa bis fuard. as treaohei? was inteuded. 

'^It is impossible, my brother cao ootertaia ovil 
desigos against ms: has he not takod the sacred 
Koran ?" vras tbe aoswor of the iofataated prince, lie 
waa tod eooQ conviDoed of his error. 

On eotedng the apartiseat, Obolanm blahomed, as 
had been agreed npon by the conspirators, bore himself 
with designed banghtiuess and diarespeot towards his 
brother. This, as waa foreseen and denved, inflamed 
Kabomed Ali, aod excited tbe irascibility of his tamper. 
He broke forth into tbe grossest abnse, £md, in his 
uDgoveniable rage, was so rash as to draw his eabra 

Obolaum hlaiiomed now gave the sigoal of aitaoV. 
and hia brottier was insUotly surconaded by the whole 
body of oonspirators, wbo. after a resolnte aod desperate 
reisbnce, cut him down. He was then conficed, and 
sent to the boose of the late Faizoolah IChan, where 
he was reoeived by tbe women of the family, who 
biTing dressed his wounds, esdeavonred to alleviate 
bis grief and reooncile him to bis fate. 

Tbe usurper was aokcowledged by the army and 
peoplo at Rampore with loud acclamations. Shortly 
after this evsat, it was understood by letters whioii 
arrived from Luolinow, that the enlargement of the 
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deposed Kovaab, end Ida beiag permitted to reeide hi 
rjQoknoir, \7oald be aceeptoble to the vasir.* 

A couQCi], coneistiog of dholanm Mahocoed and hie 
principal leaders, woe bald on the oooosIod, and tho; 
were reqoeated to giro their respective opinloos on the 
subject before thein. 

It h&fi been afTirmed, but not corroborated by ooy 
testimony that baa came within onr koovrUdge^ that the 
iLsorper himseli appeared io dined to n meroifnl deter< 
minatiop, and would hove liberated bis brother. This, 
however, was violeotly opposed by some of the leaders, 
and particularly by ITuchoo Khan and Omar Kbnn. two 
oi the moat ferocious end soDgemaryof tbo Bohilln tribe i 
they declared, as reason for their dislike to ^tahoaed 
All’s eDlargement, that, ahonld he once quit the jaghire 
and be allowed to join the British army, there could be 
no doubt but oU those coDoerned In the late revolution, 
together with their wives and families, would, in the 
event of a defeat, be exposed to the most severe 
resentment^ even, sold Omar Khan, ‘to tbeir grid ding of 
rice* for the infidels/’t 

These argements decided the question ; and it was 
uoauimously resolved to put the unhappy prince to death.

t Which, in Aeia. is cdoeldered an office of the most menial 
nature, 
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Bot tbe aanyiag of this s&Qgaiasry resolTeioto effbot 
was a matter of no amaU difffoultj. aad reqcirod a 
display of caasidarabla art sod perfidy. 

Mabomad Alii as baTs aeoD. was wichia tbs walls 
of tbe Hareffl, a saactiiary wbicb, io Hladostami, it is 
oooaidered in tbe bigbest degree dlabooorabte to vioJato 
or pollute. Qbolaum Kahoraed, therofoire* proceeded 
io a maooer egoally scbtle, as refioedly cmeL He sent 
for a pereoD ^en at Barupora, by name 8listi Hossun, 
a Syod>* sod a maQ mpeoted by all for bis eanctity, 
bis age, and eaemplazy manoera. In tUe preaeDoe oi 
tbiB man, the osarper swore npon tbe Corao. that if bis 
iU'fated brother would Yoluotanly quit bis asylum, pot 
a hair of bis bead should sustaio iojury : be coooluded, 
by Te<iuesting of tbe 8yud to pierall upon bie brother 
to come forth. 

Satisfied with an aseurasoe so solemn, the holy mao 
repaired to tbe paiace of Faisoolsb ICban ; aod there 
barlog repeated wbat be bad heard from the usorper, 
Uahomed All «ae persuaded to yield his asseot. He 
acoordiugly quitted bis asylum, and was forthwith ood- 
dueled to a small fort aboot a mile distaot from the 
•city, 

Having tbns obtained possession of bis brother's 
person, Obolaum Mahomed next deliberated on tbe surest 
mode of depriviog bim of bis life, without himself incur- 
ring tbe guilt of fratricide. Omar Hbaa, whom we bare 
before mentioned as the most savage of hie advisers, 
proposed the detestable method of poisoning his victuals ^ 
aad to this hnwevor inorHihlfl it ma y appear, the 
• Deeaeodat of tbe Prophet. 
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inimuiao brother gare bis coosect. Xbe persoas wh<) bad 
cbargre of * the prisoaec t^are directed to carry this 
resolatiOD into effect. Sat information of tba design 
ha7iag been previously oommnaleated to Hahomed Ali, 
be refused to eat For three days and as roany nights 
did the unhappy prince remain without Busteaaac6> and 
in a state of torpid iascnsiblHty. The fourth day, natnre 
beiog oxhaosted, and ronsed by the calis of hunger, (he 
Nnwanb prevailed upon the hnmauity of a M^ater-corrier, 
who attended him, to aFord Intn a small porUon of flour : 
of tliis, wKioh he preporsd with his own hands by mixing 
it with water, be ate a uorael: but his stomach, weak> 
ened by so long fasting, almost immediately on swallow* 
ing, rejected the food. 

liToannhilo, the barbarian, fiodiog hie iareubons 
frustrated, and impatient of the delay, resolved to com¬ 
plete his bloody pnrpose by the daggers of assossination. 
Four wretches, bfunsa. Syud Khan. Tool loo. and ao other, 
were selected for the perpetratioo of .this borrid deed. 

Notwithstaading (ha secrecy with which, tbe order 
was given, of Uiis, likewise. Mahomed All received 
fdformatloo, and perceiving that his fate was approach¬ 
ing. be sent an affectionate message to his Begum and 
family, and as a dnal effort to avert hfs brother's 
vengoanoa, be, for tbe sake of his family, acquainted tbe 
Synd. whom wc have before no^ced, of the nltiisate 
resolution of his unrelenting brother. 

Tbe Syud, equally astonisbed aa indignant, at the 
bsra oooduct of tbe naurper, sod cernmisseratiog the 
of 'is lowlnl prince, repaired to tbo Oorbar of 
O'UoUuis idabomed ; be (here publicly charged blm 
16 
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wiUi n br$ACb of fsltb, ood a contempt for Uie pro* 
ccp(« ot religion. The lijpoorite, in roplr, gave tbs 
most soleom nssaranops oi tLo 6 afet 7 of Uahoned All. 
wboBO lifCi lie added, *wns denvor to him than lue 
owr." But tiio heart of this ruffjan was not to W 
sotteoed ; oeitlier tbe rocollectivo of tbeir early yeara^ 
QOT the closer tics of froteroal ftifen^oo, since arrived 
at manhood, could inoHoe to pity or romorae, and to 
add to Uio guWi of assossiDation; he deaoended to the 
meaneat nod vilest subterfuge. In ordei’ that it might 
appear os act of snioide os the part of the mlserablo 
brotheiv orders nero givou to the assassins to coutrlvo 
the murder to that ePTcot. Accovdingly, entering the 
chambei* of the sleep log priooe at midnight they pot 
an end to bis ecnieteoec by a pistol ebot and several 
stabs* of dagger, '\7beo tho deod was done, tliey 
removed the body to a email distance from where it 
lay, and after plaoing the weapon in tbo hroaet of the 
deceased, they departed. 

Next iDoroiDgiutolligeDco oftho doceaao of Mnbcmed 
All woe conveyed to his brotbor, wliile sitting in tbo 
DnrW. The nsnvpeis nlfochQg tlie utmoat surprise 
and sstonlshmeot. bnrst into tears, and lamented, m the 
most pofgQ ant terms the onbappy rasbnesa of his brother, 
in committing so desperate an set To complete 
tlie infamy of tliis diabcUcal transaction, bo directed 
the remeine of his brother to be aolemnly interred, 
and (listribnted n coDSlderable snm of money in 
charity, to pny for tiie repose of the eonl of tbo 
decesssd. 

• Zn this menaer, polluted with a brotlier’e Mood, did 
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Oliolbum lilalionied ad< 33 Dd the MnBond of Bam pore. 
Tho veoess&ty stopa were dow to be takeo to SQCurothe 
uRtabliehroent of the usorper. 

As A prelude, loltors were diepatoM bo the vuir, io 
which dholaum Mahomed endeovoured to oxouse the 
ntrooit? of his conduct ; lie offered, moreover, to hfn 
excclleoc?, in iiUevintioo ol hie (:nill(> & Kcvserasoh* 
nod PniRhoDsU i and with iirofeBsiooR of the hishcRt 
attachmont and reepoct for the fTawaub ne his eovoroign 
and lord paramount, he cnooladcd with reoucetiOK ii 
continuation of tl\d jaitlilro in hlR ova person. 

Tt aoy here he remarked, that hie valuable jagldro 
had 00 I 7 buoa j^routod for Ufo to ite late poetieeeora, nod 
ooose^uentlv, at hie detoiae, it reverted to the voxir, as 
lord paramount of RohiJound.f It is true that eomo 
yoore Riooe, it bad bocu proposed by the vaslr himeelfi 
throui;h the mediation of tho suprome Kovernmnot at 
Cnlouttn, to J^aisoolah Khan, to ohenge the tenure of tho 
which woe only for life, into on AHumghe/i. 
wliioh, by the neages of Hiodoetaun, doRcoadk in 
peiTOtuity to RacooBsorB. A ooosideration of iiftson 
laca of, rupoee won then deomod a auUlclent oorapensfi' 
tiou. fiy Borne menoe or other, the ollbr woe I'ojoeted 
on tho part of PaisooUh Khan, and, oouaoQuently nt bis 
demise, the right of veeumption of tlio joghiro was 
evident and undouiable.

Major rimer’s Einltaasy to Rnmpore, 
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Tho vazlr, vho, from bis Borliost ;outh bod b^oa 
immersed in plcasate, u'ould odI? gladly hsTO seized tbo 
faroxirable opportanity thus afforded bim, of coDfisoatjcg 
this raloable /agbire, which would supply Itfm with 
fresh means of gratifying bis extravagance. 

His fluotoatiog mind, however, nDsccnsfcoraed to 
busiDesa, or decisive exortioa, hesitated, and witli the 
imbe^Hty and little crefC inherdDt to Asiatic policy^ ho 
had roconrse to teaiporizlog measures. 

Tbe views of bis minister, lUjali Tiokaot Roy, n man, 
timid, irresolute, and destitute of every quallficaUoD above 
that of a ns ere accomptant, were easily led ro eueomage 
the wealrneas of his master. This minister foresaw 
and dreaded tbe diSonUios in which be must xuavoldably 
be involved,, ebon Id vigoroGS measures be pnmod. ' 

As empty trsasary, a deranged system of finance, a 
weak govern mast deeply anticipated revenue, and an 
impoverished conotry, afforded bat slender means for 
supplying, not only tbe necessary expenses of tbe 
war, but also provide for tits parade and extr&rsgsooe 
of bis sovereign, whose childishly expensive torn 
he knew would not fail of displaying its pomp on this 
oocasjon. Ha viewed with affright the embarraasnieQts 
tbit threatened biro, and hoped, by aocooroodaUon, to 
escape the impending diffionlties, and, at (be same time, 
by a large mulct, to ralBS a teaporary relief to the 
exigencies of the state. 

The vasfr and bis ministers, although from different 
motives were united in a desire to aoconunodate, 
tempted by tbe mugnUude of the enm* now offers.

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as Hazzoraaoh, by Gbolaara Jdabomed. But, bowdTsr 
stroDg the seoessity of the ooa, or tbe extrsvagsooe 
of the otbbri yet oeltbec would veutore od a dedaiva 
step in au affair so inpoitant, without consultiog their 
allies, tbo Eoglisb, who wero guarauteoe to tbe Jagbire' 
dar by tbe treaty of Loll Dong. 

Aecordiogly, the ?&zir comnunicated tbe oiroaia* 
stances of the eyent to tho Bri^sb resident at tjuoknow, 
who eouTeyed tbe intimation to the supreme board Id 
Calcutta ; at tho same tioie, h!s excollency declared his 
inieotion to abide by the advice of that govern meat 

It was supposed by many, that the British govars- 
raeot would take no part in the busioess, and had 
they beeo desirous of aroding trouble, there existed 
a plausible pretext for permitting the vazic to follow 
bis own ioclioationB. 

It WAS, however, justly ooosidared, that wero tho 
Euglish, under tbe cireumBtaDCCS of their known and 
iadroate connection with tbe vasir, to overlook this 
foul murder, and suffer so heinous a crime to go 
unpunished, it would be a conduct utterly unworthy 
and dishonourable, and would sot fail to derogate from 
tbe nstionsl character, in the eyes of tbe prioces of 
Hindostauo. 

Actuated by so generous a principle, tbe British 
Government came to tbe determinatioato dispossess and 
punish tbe rebel, and in pumuance oi this resolution, 
tbe two brigades whlob are stationed in Oode, by 
treaty, were ordered to^ take the field. Sir Bobert 
Abercrombie, (bo comcaonder'in-chief, being at that 
time on a tour to inspect the troops at tbb upper 
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stations of the arnif, mis rcqaestad to undetaka tho 
expedition, and for that purpose^ ^9a8 iavestod with tiie 
most aiupie aoUiority, and assisted by tba co-operation 
of the resident at Luolraow. 

Preparatory to tbo cotomeoceruont of the onpaifii 
tbe oommaadBr-in-ebief was instmcted to orrea^e 
and concert znoeanres with the vasir, for the fntnre 
government of the jagbire. Sir Bobert Abevcrombio. 
aocordlngly, bad a meetiog with his bigbaess at 
Da]amow« on tho banka of tlie Oanges. He there 
explained to tbe y»z\t. in the foUeet oad most distinct 
mioner, that the Engllab were determined to remove 
tbe mnrderet, dholamn BCobomod, for evei*, from any 
share in tbe government of Batnpore. and that what- 
ever psrt of tbe jagbire it might hereafter be deemed 
proper to bestow on tbe BohiUas, it mast be cooforred 
npoD tbe infant sod of tbe deoeaaed Jagbiredar. 

Tbe vasir. it is said, was ooC less bort nt the 
dictatoriid strain ol this commnDication, tlian dissatisbed 
with ite tenor (so averse to bis owo wisb») or the 
wiabss of bis min is ter. They looked to immediaUi 
adTaotage, end eager to seise tbe golden prize, and botli 
being devoid of every iden of national cbaracter, 
laughed to scorn tbe infatQaUon and folly of expending 
bbod and treasiue, for what, ia tbeir own singular 
phraseology, they deemed "A ffame." 

Tbe Nowaub, exhibiting symptoms of disai&otioo, 
was finally pven to uodorstaod^ that without he 
explicitly aegniseoed io the above points, that tbo 
British Government would take no pari in the 
bosiness* 
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Imoiediatfi coinpUiinca eosnod^ and Sir Robett 
Aberoromble proceeded, with aU expaditioQi to 
Cawopore, and from that place to Iiitty Onrb« where 
iho arrived, aod aaenmed the cemmaod of the army oa 
t^e 7th of Ootober, nOd ; the troops began to cross 
the Qaeges at Fatty Ourli. and tiie Cawnporc brigade 
haviog joiood, Che arm; woe formed a few days alter 
•oa the bnoks cf tbe Oauiberali river. 

MeanwhUe, tho vaeir had boeo ooUeotiog ills army. 
*whioh ooDBisted o{ a uumeroiis aod no disciplined 
vabble of iotaatry, and about 2,000 horse ; and, for tbo 
sake of hu osteotatiotis display of pomp, 200 pieces of 
coDDOCi some of them of very large dimeosioDS, were 
dragged nloog with tho maltitadc. 

His highness (joitbed Lnok&ow od the 18tb of 
Ootober, and, though by eosy marobes. he might easily 
have come up with British geoeral and joined 

forces, he, oa tho contrary, appeared daairoas to remaia 
in tho rear, and, notvvUhBtandlQg the pressing nnd 
^irgent solicitations of the English resident and doneral 
Martin, who attended bis Cfimp. he could not be 
persuaded to advance. 

Being solicited to send on, at leasts a body of 
cavalry, be declined tbe proposal, and it was not until 
tbe day after the action, that any of tbe vasir^s army 
joiuad the British. Oar uarrafcioQ must now lead us 
to tbe situation of the Eoglieh army, in whioh notbing 
material occurred until the 24th instont, wiien it 
•ancamped on tbe banka of the Suokrab, a soiall rlvoc, 
4 ibout five miles in advance of Bareilly, upon tbe high 
road to Bampore. 
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Id tbe ovooiog of that dny an officer ^as. ard^re4 
out ivitb a part; of troopers to patrol three or luur 
miJes !fl frost, asd report ear ooourrenco to the general. 
That officer reported that 1,600 of the ooemy’s hoiee 
were advosoed as far ae Millik, n riUoge about Siteen 
miles from the British eocempmeot, and that soma 
boraemcD. about sees, had been seea eiaminisg tho 
passage of the Doo Torahi a smell river in frost, and 
within tbe raalr’s territories. 

On the 26th, the Boglisb preserved the same positioo, 
their front, to the Raispore road, and the Sunkro 
nrer, coveriDg their roar, and, by a wiodiog direction, 
proteotiog also tbe right flack, eo that it could only 
be attacked, either on tbe left or in front, and in either 
case to the diaadvaatage of the opponenta. 

About two o'eiook, v. v. of this day, tbe commande> 
iD'Ohief was astosiehed at the ictelllgesce that the 
Bobillfts, in fall force, were crossing the Doo Joreh, 
aecompasfed by tbe cavalry of tbe line. Tlie general 
advanced to a suall eminence in froct, to observe the 
motions of the enemy. A menage from Gholaum 
Ksbomed was, at this time, brought with a letter to 
tbe general, which Sir Kobeit would sot receive, bnt 
deeirsd the tneeseagdc might be directed to return, and 
scquaiot bis master, that tbe British Commander would 
bold no commuoication with him, until be retired within 
tbe Bampore boundary, and totally evacuated tbe 
territories of tbe vsnir, tbe invasion of which wee 
highly improper, aad added much to tbe atrocity of 
his crime Tbst the Hohillas would be allowed uotii 
the eves log of the seat day to withdraw tbeii troops. 
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which. If they did sot, the Eoglish would coosider aod 
treat them ns eaemioe. 

To this 40 aoawer was raturoed, but oa the 26th of 
October, tlio aoemy appeared in a taenaoing and hostile 
manner, spreadiog over tbe plain in Itregnlav and 
Goofused, thougii nnmeroas, colamna. 

Tlie gaceral who had beea to Teoonnoltre, returned 
to camp, and left one of his aide-ie^efunp to give 
timely ontiee of the enamy’s motioos. The onemy 
cuntioulDg to udvAsce, and fom, la on irregular 
nannpor, the Biitieh troopa were immodiately ordered 
fo proparo for acHoe. 

The first brigade, cansiatiog of the 13th native 
battalion, the 2od Eoiopean regiment, and the 18th 
native, wilh ihs two re^mants of cavalry, formed the 
reserve, and composed the right wing of the aiisj. 
The 3rd brigade, consisting of foor native battalionsr 
formed tlie loft wing, and tlie Sod brigade, of egnal 
strength, composed the center. To each battalion in the 
lino were attached two gons, and the grand park of 
nrtiilejy was posted'io the interval, betwoen the center 
division nod the left wing. ?rom an eminanoe in front, 
which the ene^Dy were moaccoQotably permitted to 
occupy, they soon commenced an barmleas cannonada 
their guns being greatly elevated the shot passed over 
tba Britieh line. About tan a. u. the line being regnJarly 
formed, two guns, the aigoal to advance, were tired io 
the center. The English troops began to advance and 
continued to press forward with great ardour, until 
they met the enemy, who came oo with uoexampled 
resolution and determined ferocity, upon the pointe ot 
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ihav bayouets, iw^td iq band. Tbe BriUsh arUHery 
aod iQQsketry did graat axdoakioQ ; bai eoold not 
aatireiy obock the tint onaei The most deaporate 
effort of the Bohillas was made oa the right of tlie 
reeervoi where Colooel fiarringtoD commaAded, Aod 
ielL 5be cavalry, who were on the right flfvok. 
commanded, by Captam Earosay, when the enemy had 
advanced to abont eighty paces, aaddonly wheeled to 
the left, by order of their eorntnanding ofhcer, who led 
them into the rear of the reserve. Tho sadden a ess of 
Uiis unexpected and disgraceful movement, and the 
ohatge which the enemy were thereby inspired to 
mare on tbo rear, threw the cavalry inb oonfusloa, 
and left the gallant 13 tb battalion entirely exposed : 
this the enemy perceiving, threw tbemselvee with the 
Utmost violence upon the iiank of that corps, and many 
of them having turned Us rear, the whole right wing 
ci the battalion wero oat to pieces. Captain ilacleod, 
the conimaadant, a gallant and experienced officer, 
togstlier with four of bis sabalteroe, fell \ this corps 
pressed cpoo the Enropean regiment, whiob being also 
briskly attacked, were thrown into a like confasion. 
The Enropeana, in torn, crowded upon the 18th 
battalion, and, notwithstanding tbe steadiness and 
exertion of ihit corps, an! mated by the presence of 
their gallant leader, Uafor Bolton, much destructioD 
was committed in a few raiautes. Tbe body of tbe 
enemy that made this impression on the roeerve, had 
enffer^ maoh themselves, but in tbe tumalt, hod passed 
through tbe ioCetvals ocoBSloned by tbe disorder, aod 
were in the rear of the Enropean regimenti when a part 
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of tlie cavalry, wbicli bftd, by tbc greatest oicrtion& of 
tbe sabaltarn officers, been ralileii, letaroed back to 
tbe attaak, aod prevcoted fnrUier nisohief, Tbe other 
divlsioos of the lioe having mafutaioed ojx QDdauc|ted 
face tbtoughODt the whole of tbe b^tle, resIsUoce an 
tbe part of (be BobiUas, at ieogtli, entirely ceased, 
nod after a close aotlon of ao hour and forty mi notes, 
scarce a mna of the eoeoiy was to bo soon. 

The British liue ]\alted a fow minutes oo (he field of 
battle to 1st tite troops breatlie, after whiob. they pursaed 
the CQOruy to theDoo Torah river, oo tbe opposite baoks 
of which thsfr caiup was still staodiag ; (his was ploQ- 
dored by tbo vazir's horsemeo, wlio, acoordmg to cnstoro. 
had ooroo op after the aotioo, aad whilst tbe Eaglislilioe 
was ludted, to maik oat their oocarapmeat, these baa- 
ditti reaped the reward due to tbe vale or of their allies. 

The Rob ilia force, from tbe most antbentic acoouots. 
consisted of 80.000 iafastry, oad about 4,000 borse^ Ibey 
bad nearly 3.000 men killed, and as many woaoded ; 
whilst the British bad to regret a deor-bonght victory, 
in the loss of 600 men and foarteen ofiloera.* men of

Wounded : Ismco dead) Captsia Wells, brigade cnajor, 
It may be mtsiestiog to the trleods of those gallaot officers, 
to learn that the British Qovemmeoi have directed a niononient 
to be erected over th«r renuuna. on tho spot where they iall.

aoder the baonora ot Coote and Corat7allia. 

Oa the 21 tb, the army halted tu bter tbo dead, 
acd^taice care of the wouoded, who frere aeot back to 
Bareilly the same day, where an hospital was 'formed 
fur their recepbob. On the 29Ch, the orioy reached and 
took posse^aioa of the city of Ham pore, the capital of 
the Bah ilia jagbire, and ej:coptiogtlie widow and family 
of Mahomed All, soared a BobiJU remained in the 
place, the whole having ovaouated the town the day 
encceeding tbe battle. 

The British general tbea deemed It eligible to give 
up tbe town to the managoment of the v&zir, whose 
people accordingly took possesssion. 

lotelligence of the retreat of tbe BcbllJas Into the 
Almora bille, which ezteod along the eastern boundaiy 
of Kohiloand, having been recieved, tbe British army 
advanced by easy marobes^ftod on the otb of l^ovember. 
encamped at the villt^e of Pcottab. at the foot of the 
before-meatiosed hills, Tbe eame day, Synd Khan, 
a confidential person, wae dispatched by Qholimm 
Mahomed into the Eogllsb camp, witli proposals on the 
port of bis master, teat be (OhoUum Mahomed) would 
driver himself np to tbe English, with tbe provision of 
personal safety to himself, and aa assorence from the 
British geaeral, that the hoocur of bia family ehonld be 
preserved inviolate. Tbe English com mender readily 
acquiesced in tbe proposal, and about one o'clock next 
day, tbe Uohilla chief was met at a short dlstaooe 
from tbe British camp, by the resident at Lucknow, 
and by him conducted to the geoeral’s tent He was 
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accoTopoDied by bis youofferbroth^^r^a youth of 17 yoars 
of age, md t«o of bis sirdars, Syud Kb&o sod Omar 
IChao, the Utter of whom was an old soldier, wbo had 
sharod Uie fortaoes of the late FaisooUb Kbao, at I^ll 
oud served him from that period UQtil his death. 

OholancD Mahomed hanog thus surreadsred hie 
person, it was reaeonably supposed that matters would 
speedily be broni^bt to a cooelasiou ; it eooa, however, 
appeared, (hot that chief bad, by the natnral oii)ft aod 
corrupt tOTu of his own dlspoeitioa, been led to hope 
that bribes, and tbo aU'POwerfoI innasDoe of ^Id, would 
still secure him possession of the jogbire. Tbe treasures 
of bifi late fatbor, aoiouiiHog to ao imtuoDse sum. wlUoli 
bad been amasaed by a series of the most prudent 
industry and rigid* economy, were io his beads, and, 
though regardless of either honour or honesty, he had 
cbaervatioo sadiciect to liope tliat hia treasures would 
Qot only gild bis crimes, bat mollify bis enemies, and 
prove pmnasive advocates ia bis favour ; ia this, how¬ 
ever. he failed ; and though he positiTely offered the 
immease sum of a lao of gold fflohars to tbe resideat, 
another to tbe geoerol, aod a third to tbe company, if 
bo oonid be returned io the Neabat ordepntyshjp of the 
jaghiro, he was given to understand by Mr. Cherry, that 
hs moat for ever abssdoa every hope of that satare, 
and that neither tbe jagbire, oor even permission to 
reaide witbio its premneto, would ever be grant-d bim. 
After this ineffeotnal straggle, some days passed with¬ 
out soy thing being determioed, and Obolaum ^horned 
either aff^oted. or really not peeskssing auy influenoe 
over bis obstinate countrymen, stiU kept aloof from 
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deoisioa, vrUieh tbs geseral petceivlag, ftnd tJint by 
pfitisaco find forbeainnce mattei^ wnb ooly mare 
prooradtioated, it was datevmiaed to consider the SoiuUii 
obief eotirsly out oi tha questioCi and tbc pian of a 
separate negotiatioa with the <^iiefs ia the Rohilln oamp 
was adopted A general pardon was offered to tlioao 
misguided men and their ad Korea ta, on thvr aubmiseion 
to the razir. Their te’oopa had permission to depart tt 
tbeii respeotire homes, and a joghlre of ten laos oC 
rapees, excluding ^e town of Ramp ore. was offered 
to Ahmad Ail ICbiu. tho infant sou of the murdered 
FQwaub I these, terms, liowever reAsouable and oousO' 
nant to the liberal policy wliich actnated Sir Robert 
Abercrombie throngbout the whole oi these tmusactionscv 
were, uererUieloss, reiected. .ud msuy orasions and 
extTATflgaQt demands yttn made on the pnrt of tlio 
enemy. 

On the IStiiof November, however. Gholaum Hahomed. 
apprehensive that the otliei* chiefs would now make 
terms for . tJiemselves. ov probably {oa appeared 
ioetihed by the conoloaion) aotnated by more dsoeptioua 
aotivee, agreed to send letters to the RobilU camp, 
with positive orders to bis sirdsie to send ont bis family 
and treasures. 3yad SHiao was intrusted with tbe 
mission, and he being detained by the Hohdlas, and no 
answer retarued. Omat STbaa, with pretended anxiety 
to effect an acconuuodatsoa, proposed to viait tiie camp, 
and doubted not of bis prevailing over his countrymen 
to accede to terms. 

To this Sir Robert Abercrombie, actnated by the 
humane desire of torroinatlQg the war without a farther 
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etfosioQ oi blood, yialdod his assoot ; ODjer iChao waot, 
bat never returned, 

It was sow discorerod, from varions cbanasls, tbot 
Gholaum Mabcmed himself, notwithstaodiag his pro- 
feasioos of obedieoce, was the sole cause of the obsti- 
oato delay of his coUBtrymeD, with whom he had bpt 
up a seorot coruespondeDce, aod uri;ed the chiefs, who 
were hia creatures, uot to accept of Q 07 terms ia which 
ins restoration to tlm ji^hire was QOt a prim ary article; 
nod he assured them, that being resolute aud 
TiunniiDous io UiIb point, they would iosure success, 

rt was, therefore, determiaed to briog matters, at 
once, to an issue, Id tbs eveoiDg of tlie I>rd of Decem¬ 
ber, an iosolent and oootamptuons letter arrived in the 
EogHsb Gimp; in that letter, after repenting a series 
of extravagant demands, they coitclnded with these 
remarkablo words, ^*If after tiiis representaHon, onr 
requests bo deuied. it will bo cocspicnons through¬ 
out the ompiro of Hiudostann, that io the days of 
Asui A1 Bowlah, assisted by the Eoglish Compaoy, the 
Robilla nation was extirpated." 

The drift of this letter was easily seen through, end 
ot 12 o’clock on the same nigbt, Obolauin Uahomed 
was sent olT uader obargo of eregimeot of cavalry, who 
were ordered to escort him to Thakoor Duwarab, a place 
about twenty miles dislaace from the camp; be was 
then delivered over to Colonel Baillie, of tho Ist native 
battalion, who bad been advanced to receive him, 
should this measure be deemed necessary; that officer 
oarried him on twenty miles farther, so that by tea 
o'clock next day he was forty miles distant from his 
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friecde. Thg next moraiog, after Bendiog la a proolama* 
tion to the BobilUs, which wr6 declared to be fiosi, 
offeriog pardoo* if tbe7 would submit, aod □otifyiog the 
Tssir’s ioteatioa to beetow a Jaghire npoo the iufant 
40 Q of the deoessed Nawaub; but ia the erent of 
larger resiataaoe. tber niust expect to meet with 
exemplary puowhmeat 

The British army then toored down to within & mite 
of the Bohilla latreo cbm eats, sod the outposts of both 
armies exchanged a faw ebob, but without any loie- 
ohief to either party. 

Tbo good eSects of thle proclsToatioo were soon 
op parent; oonriacdd that by the dopatturo of their 
ebieh aU hope of his restoration was at &q eud, aod 
that (he Eagitsb were determined to act -with rigour, 
the Bohillas, at leogtb, began to treat witli aiucerity. 
3 . c^Bsatiou of arms took place on the 5th; bat there 
beiog such e ranety of olashing iutereste to recoocite 
aod to settle, and arrange the selectioo of the new 
jaghire, it was sot until the 7tb instant the prelimioary 
articles were sigoed.* Oo Uie Oth, tbe treasnrea of the

Ibps terminated a reTolntaon, wbicli, though at the 
fist appearance exhibited bat a slight speck Is the 
political horizon of Hlndostaaoi bad, neTertbolesa by 
a Toriety oi circumstances and Inoideatal canaes during 
its progress, threatened to prove fatal to the interests 
oi Great Britain, or. at least, of giving a severe check 
to tbeii authority. To hazard cosjeoture on an object 
of so great importance, may sorely be deemed excuse' 
able, and if it should serve to stimulate exertion, and 
snimate tbe conduct of a wise sod well-ordered govern¬ 
ment, to tbe preaervation and permanenoy of tbe 
valoable possessions of Great Britain in tbe east, the 
observation will not have been made in vmn. Of tbe 
preeent jaghire, as settled by the late treaty, it yet 
remains to speak; it is sitoated In tbe fioeet part of 
Robflound, and tbo jaghire is bounded on the north by 
tbe town offAkberabad. on the sontb by Millik. on Ihe 
east by Booderpore, at the foot of tbe Aim ora hills, 
and on tbe west by tbe village of Bafeny ; it is In length 
about aere^ milea, and ibirty-eix in breadth; the 
dicumferencd of tbe /agbire is 291 miles, and contains 
<^at 500 populous vlUag:e6; the soil,* in comm on with 
tbe rut of Robilcand. is a black rich loam, Intersperaed 
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ia some places vitb red earth ; the most perta 

are the center aod sonth-weet boncdery. The face of 
the ooaotry throoghoht presents a delightful Tievr of 
large groees ol maago trees, agreeably dlTerei&ed viih 
gentle decllrltlas and ascents altero&Cdy. Thia valuable 
}agb1re is watered by sererol rlrers, besides smaller 
Btrehms, which oontribote to fertilise ond embellish it 
Among the principal are the Ramganga and Coaaillah, 
which bQ?e been described in the form or part of this weric* 

Tbe jagbire, thengb so highly favoured by aatnre, 
has. nerertheless, bees aneb assisted by tbe 
isdnstrious spirit of its inhabitants, aided by the wise 
and benevolent institutiesa of the late Faisoolab 
Kban. 

Throughout bis whole territory, that prince caused 
aquodoetB to be made, which traverse the oora fieldd 
in all directions ; they are snfficiently broad and deep. 
In tbe easteru confines, near the Aim ora bills, tbe 
inhabitents avail themselves of the numeroiis streams 
which How from tbe mouotains, by making artificial 
dams ; and, at tbe proper seasons, inundate their lands, 
which is of partfcular benefit to the early crops. All 
these advantages give tbe ooustry the appearance of 
a highly cnltivated garden. 

Shgaroane, rice, and tobacco, are produced in tbe 
greatest aboudaoce. and of the best quality ; tbe cenes 
are from ^ht to ten feet high, and the crops of wheat, 
barley, and various kinds of grda. are nothing inferior 
to tile most cultivated parts of Hiodostann ; the pijQoi- 
pal manuiacturs of this jaghlre is coarse cotton cloth, 
which is exported across the Ganges into the Doo Ab. 
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asd other parte of the Vazir'E dominioDs, as are Ukawlso 
groat ijaaotities of graio, sogar. and tobacco. 

Haaporc, which is the capital both of the former 
and presrat jag hire, is a large tcwa eituated on the 
western bank oi the CosilU rlrer ; It is aboatfonr milos 
is circsmference, and aarroanded b 7 a thick hedge of 
bamboo, within which are mud fortifications, totally 
incapable of reels ton ce. The tows Is large, bet tlic 
atreets. as common throughout Asia, iu;e narrow, There 
ia, bowerer, a rery good bazar, and likewise a mosque,
